TwenTyY Years after this, they were grown 


into a mighty Multitude, ahout the Year 1140, 
whereupon the Pope of ſtirred up his moſt 


learned, Followers, to write againſt chem; and 
warned Fine to? baniſh them out of their Ter- 
ritories. 


Iv the Year 1147, they had Henry of T holouſe for 
their moſt eminent Preacher, whereupon they be- 
gan to be called Henricians. And becauſe they were 
well read in the Scriptures, eſpecially in the Epi- 
ſtles of St. Paul, whom by Way of Eminency, 

called, The Apoftle, they were called A 
poſlelicti. Shortiy after, Gop raiſed up Peter 
alde, a Citizen of Lyons, in France, who lhewed 
himſelf moſt couragious in oppoſing: the Popiſh 
Inventions. He was the more eargerly hearkened 
unto, becauſe he was in high Eſteem for his Learn- 
ing and Piety, and his F deratiey to the Poor. 
Beſides the nouriſhing of the Bodies of Men, he 
alſo. fed their Souls, by exhorting them to ſeek 
54 us Chrift, and Salvation by Him. The Arch- 
* of Lyons _ informed that Yale not 0

uſed thus to inſtruct the People; but alſo boldly 
| taxed the Vices, Luxury, and Pride of the Pope 
and his Clergy, forbad him the ſame, on Pain of 
wr few Þ a Con Valdo replied: * be could 
not be ſilent in a Cauſe great 1937 as 
| the e of Men's 4421 2 wherein he muſt 
Gop, rather y Man. Then the Archbiſhop 
ſought to have him apprehended, but could not 
effect it; for Valdo had many Friends, and was 
generally beloved, wherefore 1 continued (tho 
cloſely) in Lyons, three Years, 


Poes Alexander III. at length curſed Falde, and 
his Adherents; commanding the Archbiſhop to 
proceed againſt them, to their utter Extirpation; 
whereupon they were wholly chaſed out of Lyons. 
His Followers were then called FY/alden/es, who 
afterwards ſpread themſelves into divers Countries. 


Tus chief Opinions of the ¶ aldenſes, ye have 
ſeen in the former Part of this Work. 


VAL DO himſelf went into Dauphiny, con- 
verſing in the Mountains of the ſame Province, 
with certain rude, Perſons, yet capable of receiv- 
ing the Truth. His Diſciples alſo * into Pi- 
cardy, whence they were called Picards. Againſt 
whom afterwards King Philip took Arms, over- 
threw 300 Gentlemen's Houſes, and deſtroyed 
ſome walled Towns; _ purſuing them into Flanders, 
whither they fled, and aer of them there 
to be burnt to Death. 


THis Perſecution cauſed many of them to * 
into Germany, and Alſatia, where they ſpread their 
Doctrine. Vortiy after, the Biſhops, of Mayence 
and ner h, raiſed up a great Perſeclition 0 1 — 
them, —— 35 Burgelles of r, ie 
burat in one Fire, and 18 in another,

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AT Straſburgh, Eighty were burnt, at the In- 
ſtance of the Biſhop. Yet Multitudes of People 
received ſuch Edification by the Exhortations, 
Conſtancy, and Patience of the Martyrs, that in 
the Year 1315, in the County of Paſſau, and 
about Bohemia, there were above Eighty Thou- 
— Perſons, that made Profeſſion of the ſame 

aith. 


In the Year 1660, ſome of them came into 
England, and were puniſhed at Oxford in the moſt 
barbarous Manner. Three Years after, in the 
Council of Tours, in France, Pope Alexander III. 
made a Decree, That theſe Goſpellers, and all 
their Favourers, ſhould be excommunicated; and 
that none ſhould ſell them any Thing, or buy an 
Thing of them, according as it was nity for 
* | 


Bor notwithſtanding all theſe Devices, they 
had goodly Churches in Bulgary, Croatia, Dalma- 
tia and Hungary. The Popiſh Monks, to make 
them odious, and to have the better Occaſion to 
perſecute them, raiſed up many foul Slanders of 
them, as, That they were Sorcerers, Sodomites, 
and the like. That they aſſembled themfelves in 
the Night-time; and that the Paſtors commanded 
the Lights to be put out, ſaying: Catch who catch 
can. They charged them alſo with many foul 
and falſe Opinions. From which Accuſations, 
they, by a publick Apology, cleared themſelves; 
which they publiſhed both in French, and their 
own Language. | * 


XEINERUS, the Monk, ſays of them, That 
„ amongſt all thoſe which have riſen up againſt 
the Church of Rome, the Muldenſes were the moſt 
"dangervus, in Regard of their long Continuance : 
+ For ſome ſay, This Sect hath continued "I the

Time of Pope Sylveſter; and ſome ſay, From the 
Apoſtles Time. And becauſe this is more 
eneral, and there is ſcarce any Country, in which 
it has not taken Footing; And becauſe it hath a 

eat Appearance of Piety; (for they carry them- 
elves uprightly before Men, and believe rightly 
touching Gop in all Things, holding all the Ar- 
ticles of the Creed; only they hate and revile the 
Church of Rome;) and therefore (faith he) they are 
eaſily believed by the People.” 


VALO, notwithſtanding all the Curſes of 
the Pope, continued to publiſh, That the Pope 
was Antichriſt, the Maſs an Abomination, the 
Hoſt an Idol, and Purgatory a Fable. Whereupon 
Pope Innocent III. in the Year 1198, ſeeing the 
other Remedies were not ſufficient to ſuppreſs theſe 
Hereticks, authoriſed certain Monks, Inquiſitors, 
to apprehend and deliver them to the Secular Pow- 
er. By this Means the People were delivered by 
Thouſands into the Magiſtrates Hands, and by 
them to the Executioners; whereby, in a few 
Years, all Chriſtendom was moved with Com- 
paſſion, to ſee all thoſe burnt and hanged, that did 
truſt only in Chriſt for Salvation. 


Tus Pope ſeeing that this ſuppreſſed not, but 
rather increaſed the Number of his Enemies, ſent 
certain Biſhops and Monks to preach in thoſe 
Places of the J/aldenſes ; but their Preaching con- 
verted not any of them from their former Opi- 
nions. 1 i 


AMONGST thoſe Monks, was Dominic, a zea- 
lous Perſecutor of the Saints of Gop, both in 
Word and Deed; who ſeeing himſelf to be in Au- 
thority, inſtituted an Order of Begging-Monks, 
called after his Name Dominicans; which Order 
was confirmed by the Pope, for their zealous af- 

"+ B 2 liſting 
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fiſting him againſt the Yaldenſes. Dominic la- 
boured in the Fhquiſition, with ſuch Contentment 
to the Popes, that from that Time forward, the 
Monks of his Order have always been employed 
in the Inquiſition. 


Tux Power of theſe Inquiſitors was without 
Limitation, they could aſſemble the People by the 
Sound of a Bell, when they pleaſed; proceed a- 
gainſt the Biſhops themſelves; impriſon and re- 
leaſe without Controul; any Accuſation was ſuf- 
ficient with them; a Sorcerer, a Whore was a 
ſufficient Witneſs in the Caſe of pretended Herefy. 
It mattered not who accuſed, or whether by Word 
of Mouth, or Ticket thrown in before the Inqui- 
ſitor; for Proceſs was thereby framed without Par- 
3. without Witneſs, or without other Law, than 
e Pleaſure of the Inquiſitors. 


To de rich, was a Crime near to Hereſy; and 
he that had any Thing to loſe, was in the Way 
to be undone, either as an Heretick, or as a Fa- 
vourer of them: Yea, bare Suſpicion ſtopped the 
Mouths of Parents, Kinsfolk, and Friends, that 
they durſt not interceed each for the other. If any | 
did- but convey a Cup of cold Water, or a Pad.of 
| Straw to them that lay in ſtinking Dungeons, he 
was condemned, and brought to the ſame or worſe 
Extremities, | 


No Advocate durſt undertake the Defence of 
his neareſt Kinſman, or Friend. No Notary durſt 
receive any Act in his Favour; yea, Death itſelf Wi - 
made not an End of their Puniſhment, for ſome- | 
times they paſſed Sentence againſt the Bones of 
the Dead, to burn them, it may be thirty Years 
after the Death of the Party accuſed. 


* 
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SUCH as were Heirs, had nothing certain; for 
if their Fathers or Kindred were accuſed, they 
durſt not undertake the Defence of their own 
Right, without the Crime or Suſpicion of Hereſy. 
The greateſt and richeſt amongſt the People, were 
conſtrained even to adore theſe Monks Inquiſitors, 
and to give them great Sums for the Building of 
their Convents, for Fear of being accuſ 
Hereſy. 


AND the better to keep the People in Awe, theſe 
Inquiſitors would ſometimes lead in Triumph their 
Priſoners in Proceſſion; enjoining ſome of them to 
whip themſelves; others to go in their Shirts bare- 
foot and bare-headed, having a Withe about their 
Necks, and a Torch in their Hands for the greater 
Terror to the Beholders. Jay 


SoME of the accuſed were ſent into the Holy 
Land, or enrolled for ſome other Expedition a- 

inſt the Turks. In the mean Time the Fathers 

quiſitors took Poſſeſſion of their Houſes and 
Goods; and when they returned home, they muſt 
not enquire, Whether theſe Monks had, in their 
Abſence, lain with their Wives, leſt they ſhould 
be condemned as Apoſtates.

In the Year 1201, a Knight that was one of 
theſe M aldenſes, called Enraudus, whom Henry, 
Earl of Nivers had made Governor of his Land, 
was accuſed of Hereſy, and brought before the 
Pope's Legate, who called a Council at Paris 
againſt him, conſiſting of the Archbiſhops, Bi- 
ſhops, and Miniſters of Paris, who condemn'd 
him for an Heretick, and fo delivered him to the 
Secular Power, by whom he was burned. 


In October, 1207, in the Town of Mont-Rayal, 
near Carcaſſon, in the — of Tholouſe, there

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was held a famous Diſputation, between Didacut, 

Spaniard, Friar Dominic, Peter, of the New 
Cale, the Pope's te, and Ralph his Colleague, 
on the one Part, and Arneld Het, Paſtor of the 
Albigenſes, with ſome other of his Fellow-Labour- 
ers, on the other Part. The Arb:trators were two 
Noblem named Bernard de Villa Neva, and Per- 
nail, of Arras; and two Plebeians, named R 
mond Godius, and Arnold Riberia. The Queſtions 
diſputed upon, were theſe: 


Finns r, That the Church of Rome is not the 
Spouſe of Chriſt, nor an Holy Church; but an 
impure one. 


SECONDLY, That their Eccleſiaſtical Polity is 
not oo nor holy, nor eſtabliſhed by 2 


Chriſi. 


TrixpLy, That Maſs, as it is celebrated 
therein, was not inſtituted by Chriſt, or his A- 
poſtles. 


Tur Biſhop undertook to prove the Contra- 
ry: But after three Days Diſputation, he deſir- 
ed fifteen Days to commit ' his Arguments to 
Writing; and Arnold Hot required eight Days to 
put in his Anſwer. | | 


AT the Day appointed, the Biſhop brought in 
4 very long Writing; and Hat deſired to anſwer 
by Word of Mouth, intreating his Auditors, That 
be might not ſeem troubleſome to them, if he 
were long in anſwering ſo long a Diſcourſe. And 
it was granted, That he ſhould be heard with Pa- 
tience, without Interruption; and fo he diſcourſed 
ſeveral. Hours for four Days together, to the great 
Admiration of all that heard him. And fo ready 
was he therein, that all the Biſhops, Abbots, 

. Monks, 
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Monks, and Prieſts, wiſhed themſelves elſewhere. 
For he framed his Anſwer to each Point in Order, 
as it was fet down in the Writing, and that with 
ſuch Plainneſs and Perſpicuity, that he gaye all that 
were preſent to underſtand, That the Hiſhop, cho 
he had written much, yet he had concluded no- 
thing to the Advantage of the Church of Rome. 
Then Arnold requeſted, That foraſmuch as the 
Biſhops, and himſelf, in the Beginning of the 
Conference, were bound to prove, eden 
they affirmed, by the Word of Gop only; it might 
now be impofed upon the Biſhops and Prieſts, to 
make good their Maſs as they Ung it Part by Part, 
to have been inſtituted by the Son of Gop, and 
ſo uſed by the Apoſtles. But the Biſhops were 
not able to prove this; whereupon they were much 
aſhamed. Arnold proceeded to prove, That it 
was not inſtituted by Chriſt, or his 7 — Fur 
(ſaid he) if the Maſs wire the Holy Supper, infti- 
tuted by our Saviour, there would remain after the 
Conſetration, that which was in the Supper of our 
Lorp, viz. Bread. But in the Mafs, there is no 
Bread: For by dar ig e the Brend is va- 
niſbed; thererefore the Maſs is not the 7 
of the Loxp. The Biſbops, Legates, Monks, 
and Prieſts having nothing to anfwer to theſe 
Things, retired, and diffolved the Aﬀembly. © - 


Brrwzx the Yeats 1176, the Time when 
the Inquiſition was firſt erected, to the Year 1228, 
there was fo great a Havock made of poor Chri- 
ſtians, that the Archbifhops of ir, Aris, and 
Narbonne, being affembled at the Requeſt of the 
faid Inquifitors, to confer with them about diver: 
Difficulties in the Execution of their Offices, 
Compaſſion of the great Number that were _ 
and caſt into Priſon, ſaying: Ve hear that you hav 
epprebended ſuch a Reultitus, of the Waldenſes, that 
It it not only impoſſible to defray the Charge of — 
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but to provide Lime and Stone to build Priſons for 
them; we therefore adviſe you to forbear this Rigour, 
"till the Pope be advertiſed, and direct what he will 
have done in this Caſe. Yet notwithſtanding all 
this Cruelty, there was, in the Year 1260, above 
800,000 Perſons that made Profeſſion of the Faith 8 
of the M aldenſes. | 


Bes1Des the Churches that they had in Valen- 
tinois, where their Faith was propagated from the 
Father to the Son; their Religion ſpread alſo be- 
yond the Ap, into the Valley of Pragela, within 
the Juriſdiction of the Archbiſhop of Turin, from 
whence were peopled the Maldenſian Vallies of 
Piedmont, La Perouſe, S. Martin, Angrogne, &c. 
This Valley of Pragela was one of the ſafeſt re- 
tiring Places that the Valdenſes had, being envi- 
roned on all Sides with Mountains almoſt inacceſ- 
ſible, into the Caves, whereof they retired in the 
Times of Perſecution. And although they were 
weakened on all Sides, environ'd with Enemies, 
and in Danger of being apprehended, if they look- 
ed but out of their Doors; Jo there never was 
any worldly Reſpect that had Power to alter their 
holy Reſolution, from the Father to the Son, to 
ſerve Gop; taking his Word for the Rule of their 
Faith, and his Law for the Rule of their Obedience. 
Yea, no ſooner were the Infants weaned from their 
Mothers Breaſts, but their Parents took Care to 
inſtruct them in the Chriſtian Faith. 


Turin Paſtors alſo did not only preach to them 
on the Salbath-Days, but went in the Week Days, 
to inſtruct them in the Villages and Hamlets, not 
ſparing themſelves for the Roughneſs of the Rocks, 
the Coldneſs of the Air, and the Craggineſs of the 


Country.

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Bur whilft they thus huſily ſought the Advance 
ent of Gop's long and their own Salvation, 
the Devil raiſed up a Perſecution againſt them, in 
the Year 1380, by à Monk Inquifttor, called Fran- 
is Baralll, who had a Commiſſion to enquire after 
the Vallenſes in Alx, Arles, Ambrun, Vienne, Ge- 
neva, Ambone, Savoy, the Venetian Country, the 
Principality of Orange, the City of Avignion, &c.

Trrs Monk cited to appear at Ambran, all the 
Inhabitants of Frafſhriere, Argentrre, and the Val- 
ley Pute, upon Pain of Excommunication: But 
they appeared not, whereupon they were condemn- 
ed of Contumacy, and excommunicated. And 
for the Space of thirteen Years, as he —. — any 
of them, he delivered them up to the 
Power to be burnt at Grenzble: the Number of 
whom, was 150 Men, divers Women, with many 
of their Sons and Daughters, beſides about 80 
Perſons of Ar gentire. ; 


TRE Inquiſitors adjudged to themſelves two 
Parts of all their Goods, and the third Part to the 
Temporal Powers. They forbad all their Neigh+ 
bours alſo to aſſiſt, receive, viſit, or defend them, 
or to converſe with them in any Sort, upon Pair 
of being puniſhed as Hereticks. * 


Tus Waldenſes, of the Valley of Pragela, in 
the Year 1400, were aſſaulted by their Enemies, 
on the Side of Suſa, in Piedmont : But moſt of their 
Affaults proved in vain, becauſe they retired into 
the Mountains, hiding themſelves in the Caves 
thereof, from whence they much endamaged thoſe 
that came to aſſail them. Their Enemies ſeeing 
this, came upon them in the Depth of Winter, 

when thoſe People never ſuſpected it, all the Monn- 
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tains being covered with Snow: Thereupon they 
retired into the higheſt Mountain of all the At, 


together with their Wives and Children; the Mo- 


thers carrying ſome in their Cradles, and leading 


others by the Hand; yet the Enemy followed them 
till Night, and flew many before they could re- 

he Mountain; and they which were ſo ſlain, 
had the better Bargain: For Night coming on, 


cover t 


theſe poor People being in the Snow, without any 
Means to make a Fire for their Infants, many of 


them were benumbed, and in the Morning above 


80 of them were frozen to Death in their Cradles, 
and moſt of their Mothers died alſo; beſides di- 
vers others were giving up the laſt Gaſp. The 
Enemies lay all Night in theſe People's Houſes, 
which they ranſacked and pillaged, and ſo return'd 
to Suſa; but by the Way, they met with a poor 
Waldenfian Woman, whom they hanged upon a 
Tree, and fo departed. | | 


Tart Valdenſes, of the Valley of Fraſſiniere, 
were greatly perſecuted by the Archbiſhop of Am- 
brur., in the Year 1460, who made a Monk, cal- 
led Jabn Vayleti, his Commiſſioner againſt them; 
which Monk proceeded with ſuch Diligence and 
Violence, that ſcarce any Perſon could eſcape his 
Hands, but that he was either apprehended for an 
Heretick, or a Favourer of them; whereby many 
Papiſts ſuffered among the Reſt. "This cauſed them 
to petition King Lewis XI. of France, to ſtay 
the Courſe of that Perſecution. The King there- 
upon wrote his Letter to the Governor of Dau- 
phiny, agnifying; That whereas the Inquiſitors 
had daily ſent forth their Proceſs, - againſt man 
poor People in thoſe Parts, without reaſonable 
Cauſe; putting ſome to the Rack, and condemn- 
ing them for Matters, whereof they were never 
Kun. and which they could not prove by any 

itneſs; and of others they had exacted great 
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Fums of Money, and had divers Ways unj 
Pexed and — * them: He therefore an 
hat for the Time to come, all ſuch Proceſs ſhould 
e void, and of none Effect. 


Ver the Archbiſhop did not ceaſe to perſecute 
hem to the uttermoſt of his Power, ſo that he 
auſed moſt of them to fly away; only James Pa- 
eneri ſtood to it, averring before the Court, That 
Mie was unjuſtly vexed, contrary to the King's 

Letters; demanding a Copy of the TR 
hat he might right himſelf by Law. The - 
biſhop thereupon left him, and fell upon thoſe that 
wanted the like Courage, citing the Conſuls of 
Fraſſiniere, to anſwer for themſelves, and all the 
Inhabitants of their Valley. But they refuſed, 
ſaying: That they had nothing to ay before the 
Archbiſhop, ſeeing their Cauſe was now depend- 
ing before the King, and his Council; proteſting 
againſt the Archbiſhop's Power, and demanding a 
Cos of the King's Letter: But the Archbiſhop, 
notwithſtanding this Proteſtation , ſent them to 
the Fire, without any other Indictment. However 
ſhortly after, the Archbiſhop died, and ſo ended 
this Perſecution, in 1487. 


In the Year 1488, Pope Innocent VIII. ſent A 
bert de CH Archdeacon of Cremona againſt 
theſe Waldenſes, who craved Aid of the King's 
Lieutenant of Dauphiny. The Lieutenant levied 
Troops for his Service, and at the Archdeacon's 
Requeſt, led them againſt the Yaldenſes, in the 
Valley of Leyſe, and to colour his Proceedings, 
took a Counſellor of the Court along with him. 
But when they came to the Valley, they found no 
Inhabitants; for they were all retired into their 
Caves, in the high Mountains, having carried their 
little Children, and all their Proviſion of 1 
wi 
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with them. Then did the Lieutenant cauſe much 
Wood to be laid to the Mouth of the Caves, and | 
ſet it on Fire, ſo that ſome were choaked witl 4q 
Smoke; others burnt with the Fire; others car 
themſelves headlong from the Rocks, and were 
daſhed to Pieces; and if any ſtirred out, they — 
preſently ſlain by the Soldiers. 


THERE were, found within the Caves, 400 In. 
fants "ſtifled in their Cradles, or in the Arms off q 
their dead Mothers; and in all, there periſh'd above 

ooo Men and Women; ſo that there were 1 
habitants left in all that Valley. And to prevent 


| the Coming of any more of them thither, te 


Lieutenant gave all their Goods and Polleſlions t 
whom he pleaſed. 


Tue he march'd againſt them of Pragel 
and Fraſſiuiere, but they, providing for their own 
Safety, attended him at the Paſſages and narrovi 
Straits of their Yallicy, ſo that he was forced ti 
retixe. 


AFTER a While, 4 de Capitaneis, bein 
called to another Place, he ſubſtituted a Franc: 
can, named Francis Ploieri, who in 1489, began 
-anew to inform againſt the JYa/denſes, of 2 7 
ere, Citing them to appear before him at AmLrunM 
and for-non-appearing, he excommunicated them, 

and condemn'd them for Hereticks, to be deliver'd 

to the Secular Power, and their Goods to be con-

Tuts Perſecution grew exceeding hot, the In- 
-quiſitor and Counſellor ſending as many as they 
could catch to the Fire, without admitting any 
Appeal; and if any interceeded for them, though

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er, he was reſently committed to Priſon, and 
adicted as a Favourer of Hereticks. 


Ix the Year 1 500, the Preſident of Provence 


made a Speech to the Aſſembly of Eſtates to root 
out theſe Waldenſes: Whereupon they raiſed an 
Army for effecting of it: But as ſoon as the Men 
rere in Arms, it pleaſed Gop, by the Death of 
King Francis, to put an End to that Deſign, 
hereby the Maldenſian Churches in Dauphiny en- 
oyed Peace, and were well furniſhed with godly 
Paſtors, who held them in the 3 0 — 
Miigion, though they were in continual Danger 

being perſecuted to Death. 


Tae Waldenſes in Dauphiny, many Years be- 
fore this — multiplied, ſo that the Country 
ould not feed them, diſperſed themſelves abroad 
into divers Parts; whereof ſome went into Pied- 

ant, who lived 13 t 7 with thoſe 42 Dau- 
phiny; and though they were always oppreſfled, 
vith hearty Love and Charity, — be. faccouted 
one another; not ſparing their Lives and Goods 


infor their mutual Converſation. 


= THe firſt Perſecution in Piedmont was occaſion- 
ed by the Prieſts, who complained to the Archbi- 
hop of Turin, That theſe People lived not accord- 
ing to the Manner and Belief of the Church of 
Rome: That they offered not for the Dead, cared 
not for Maſſes, Abſolutions, or to get any of theirs 
out of the Pains of Purgatory. Hereupon the 
Archbiſhop perſecuted them, complaining of them 
o their Prince, to make them odious. But the 
Prince enquiring of their Neighbours, heard they 
were of a good Converſation, fearing Gop, with- 
out Deceit or Malice, loving Plain Dealing, -and 
always ready to ſerve their Prince. He therefore 
purpoſed not to moleſt them. But the Prieſts ever 

ol. VI. C and 
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anon catching, one or other of them, they deliver 
them to 2 uĩſitors, and the Iauifo to the 
Executioners; o that there was ſcarce a Town ori 
City in Piedmont, where ſome of them had not 1 
been put to Death. 1 
Taz Monks Inquiſitors dall Fr ſent out Proceb 1 
againſt them, and as they could apprehend any off 
them, deliver'd them over to the Secular Power. This 
Perſecution laſted to the Year 1532, at which 
Time the JPaldenſes order d, That their Exerciſe 
of Religion ſhould be perform rm'd no more in Co- 
vert, as formerly they had been; but in Publick, | 
that every one might know them; and- that their] 3 
Paſtors ſhould preach the Goſpel openly, not fear- Z 
ing any Perſecution that might happen unto them. 


Tux Prince being advertis'd hereof, was gd N 
offended with them, and thereupon caus'd one of I 
his Commanders to haſte with his Troops into the 
faid Vallies, which was performed with uch Dili- 

ence, That he was enter'd with 500 Horſe and 

oot, before they were aware, ranſackin 4's 4 
"dering and waſting all before them. Then th 4 
22 ;/es left their Ploughs, putting themſelves i Jr 4 
Paſſes, and with their Slings charged their Ene- 
mies, with ſuch a Os of Stones, that they 
were conſtrained to By, and abandon their Prey, 
many remaining dead upon the Ground. i 


Tuis News was preſently carry 'd to the Prince, 
1 and withall he was told, That theſe People were 
| not to be ſubdued with Arms, they knowing bet- 
| ter the Straits of their Co » than the Aſſailants; 


and that the Skin of one the Waldenſes would 
1 coſt him the Lives of a Dozen of his other Sub- 
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y hem, but as any of them were caught in Piedmont, 
ne put them to Death. | | 


= Bur ſhortly after, there 1 Wars between 
King Francis I. and the Princes of ' Predmont, 
which, through God's Grace, turn'd to the great 
peace of theſe People; which Peace continued till 
Pope Paul III. ſollicited the Parliament of Turin, 
to perſecute them as Hereticks. Whereupon the 
Parliament cauſed a great Number of them to be 
burnt at Turin. Then theſe Valdenſes petition'd 
che King, That they might not be perſecuted for 
their Religion, in which they and their Anceſtors 
had lived for many hundred Years, But the King 
rejected their Petition, commanding them to live 
according to the Laws of the Romiſh Church; add- 
ing, That he did not burn the Zutherans through 
his whole Kingdom of France, to let them amongſt 


the Alps eſcape. 


Henxgveon the Parliament of Turin command- 
ed them preſently to ſend away all their Miniſters, 
and receive the Prieſts to ſing Maſs. To which 
Fin anſwer'd: That they could not receive an 

ſuch Commands, it being contrary to God's 
Word. But through Gop's Mercy, the King 
had other Employment elſewhere, whereby they 
wanted Leiſure to proſecute thoſe Servants of 
Chri/t, and therefore only proceeded by the 
Inquiſition, receiving ſuch as the Monks ooo — 
ed to the Fire. | | N 


Ix the Year 1555, they encreas'd the Petſecu- 
tion, condemning to the Fire Bartholomew Hector, 
A Stationer, to be executed at Turin; who dy'd 
_ — Conftancy, and fo edified the 
Spectators, that they wept and compaffionated him, 
Jultifying him, and praying for him. 


C2 Ar 
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Arx the Year's End, the King commanded the 
Parliament to cauſe them to do that by Force, 
which they would not be brought to by Words. 


Tu Proteſtant Princes of Germany hearing of 
this, interceeded in their Behalf to _ II. of, 
France; who promiſed to have Regard to this Re- 
queſt; and indeed they enjoyed Peace aſterwards, 
till the Peace was concluded betwixt the Kings of 
France and Spain; and the Duke of Savoy was re- 
ſtor'd to his Eſtate, which was in the Year 1559. 


Tu Year after, the Pope's Nuncio reproved 
the Duke, for that, with all his Power, he had 
not perſecuted the Muldenſes; and that if he did 
not now endeavour to reduce them to the Ramſh 
Church, or to root them out, his Holinefs ſhould 
have Cauſe to ſuſpect he was x Favourer of them, 
Hereupon the Duke preſently commanded them to 
go to Maſs, upon the Pain of their Lives: But 
they not obeying him, he ſet upon them, by open 
Force; and yet at the ſame Time, cauſed them to 
be purſued by the Monks Inquiſitors; fo that a 

eat Perſecution was raiſed againſt the poor 

hriſtians. Some were taken and burnt, who 


ſhewed invincible. Conſtancy in all their Tor- 


ments. - | 


To recite all the Outrages, Cruelties, and Vil- 
lainies practiſed againſt them, would be too te- 
dious. Mon fled, and their Houſes and Goods 
were ranſacked and ſpoiled. One of their Mini- 
ſters was apprehended, and put to a cruel Death; 
but he ſhewed ſuch admirable Patience therein, 
as aſtoniſh'd his very Adverſaries: Some alſo were 
taken, and ſent to be Galley-Slaves: yet ſome, 
through Weakneſs, yielded to the Adverſaries, 
and were more cruelly handled, than thoſe that 
remained conſtaut in the Truth. | | 


THe 
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Tun Monks alſo of Pignerol vex'd the Churches, 
near about them, grievoufly ; ſome they took Pri- 
ſoners, and kept them in their Abbies. Then they 
aſſembled a pany of Ruffians, ſending them 
to ſpoil the Churches, and to take Priſoners, Men, 
Women, and Children. 


THz wonderful Manner, wherein they were at 
length delivered, has been related at large in the. 
preceding Part of this Work.

In CALABRIA. 


N the Year 1370, the Maldenſes of Pragela and 
Dauphiny, grew ſo numerous, that they ſent 
their younger People to ſeek ſome other Coun- 

try to inhabit. In thcir Travel, they found in 
Calabria, ſome waſte and untilled Lands; yet fer- 
til, fit for Corn, Wine, Oil, and Cheſtnuts, and 
the Hills were fit for Cattle, and to furniſh them 
with Fewel and Timber. "They came therefore to 
the Lords of thoſe Places, to treat with them 
touching their Abode there. 


TAE Lords received them lovingly, agreed 
about Rents, Penaltics, &c. and ſo afligned to 
them 
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them certain Parts of the Country. Then they 
returned to their Parents, ſhewing how it fared 
with them, and fo receiv'd what they pleaſed to 
beſtow upon them, and many of them marrying, 
they return'd into Calabria, where they built ſome 
Towns and Citics. 


Tur Lords of thoſe Countries thought them- 
ſelves happy, in that they had met with ſuch good 
Subjects, as peopled their waſte Lands, and made 
them to abound with all Manner of Fruits; but 
principally becauſe they were honeſt Men, and of 

ood Conſcience, 7 all thoſe Duties and 
in: which they could expect from Sub- 
jects. Only the Prieſts complained of them, that 
they made not their Children Prieſts and Nuns; 
loved not Maſſes; adorn'd not their Churches with 


Images; nor went on Pilgrimage. 


HEREUPON the Lords fear'd, if the Pope ſhould 
take Notice, that fo near his Seat, there were Peo- 
ple that contemn'd his Laws, they might chance 
to loſe their Subjects: They therefore perſuaded 
the Prieſts to be ſilent, ſince in other Things they 
ſhewed themſelves honeſt Men, enrich'd the Coun- 
5 ; yea, and the Prieſts themſelves, by their 

ythes. Theſe Lords alſo ſtopped the Mouths of 
their Neighbours, . who exceedingly murmured, 
becauſe by no Means they could draw them into 
Alliance with them, and becauſe all that they had, 
proſper'd exccedingly. 'T hey were, wiſe and tem- 
perate, not given to Drinking, Dancing, Swear- 
ing, tho' living in a Country, where the Inhabi- 
tants were given to all Manner of Wickedneſs. 


THrvus they were preſerv'd in Peace by their 
Lords, *till the Year 1560. At which Time theſe. 


I aldenſcs reſolving to make a publick Profeſſion of 
| | their 
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their Religion, ſent for two Miniſters from Ge- 


Pork Pius IV. hearing this, Py conclud- 
ed their utter Ruin, giving the ſame in Charge to 
Cardinal Alexandrino, a violent Man, who choſe 
two Monks Inquiſitors, of his own Humour, and 
ſent them, firſt to begin with the Inhabitants of 
St. Xi/?. There they aſſembled the People, gave 
them good Words, promiſing that they ſhould re- 
ceive no Violence, if they would accept ſuch 
Teachers, as the Biſhops ſhould appoint; but if 
they refuſed, they would loſe their Lives, Goods 
and Honours, and would be condemn'd for Here- 
ticks: And further to prove them, they appoint- 
ed a Maſs to be ſung: Bur the People with their 
Wives and Children, preſently quitted their Houſes, 
and fled into the Woods. 


From thence the Monks went to La Garde, 
where they cauſed the Town Gates to be lock'd, 
and the People to be aſſembled, telling them, that 
they of St. , had abjur'd their Religion, and 
gone to Maſs, and that if they would do the like, 
no Man ſhould injure them. Theſe poor People, 
believing what was told them, were content to do 
what they would have them: But when they heard 
that their Friends of St. A/ refuſed to go to Maſs, 
and were fled into the Woods, they were exceed- 
ingly grieved, and reſolved with their Wives and 
Children, to go to their Brethren. 


In the mean Time the Monks ſent two Com- 
panies of Soldiers after them of St. X7f, who ran 
after. them as after wild Beaſts, crying: Kill! Kill! 
and fo flew Divers. Such as could get to the Top 
of the Mountain, called to the Soldiers, beſeechin 
them to have Pity on them, their Wives, an 


Children; and that if they would not ſuffer them 


to 
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to continue in their Habitations, at leaſt they would 
licenſe them to depart, either by Sea or Land, 
whither the Loxp ſhould be pleaſed to conduct 
them; beſeeching them alſo, for Gop's Sake, not 
to force them to defend themſelves. 0 


Tuis more enraged the Soldiers, who preſently 
aſſaulted them. Then they ſo defended themſelves, 
that by Gop's Aſliſtance, they flew the eſt 
Part of the Soldiers, and put the reſt to Flight. 
Hereupon the Inquiſitors wrote to the 'Viceroy of 
Naples, ſpeedily to ſend ſome Companies of ol 
diers toapprehend the Hereticks of St. A and La 
Garde, whereby he ſhould do a Work very pleaſing 
to the Pope, and meritorious for himſelf, 


Taz Viceroy proclaimed thro? all Naples, that 
all ſuch baniſhed Perſons as would come to fight 
againſt the Hereticks of St. %, ſhould be par- 
doned all their Offences. Whereupon great Num- 
bers reſorted to him, and were conducted to the 
Woods, where they chaſed theſe poor People, ſlay- 
ing ſome, wounding others; the reſt fled into 
Caves, were moſt of them died of Famine. 


Tur were they of La Garde cited before the In- 
quiſitor, and many fair Promiſes were made them, 
if they would appear; but contrary. thereunto, 
thirty of them were apprehended, and put to the 


One Charlin was racked with ſuch Violence, 
that his Bowels broke out of his Belly; and all to ex- 
tort from him a Confeflion, that in the Night, the 
Candles being put out, they committed Whore- 
dom, and abominable Inceſt; yet would he never 
confeſs any ſuch Wickedneſs. 0 1

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- ANOTHER was ſtripped ſtark naked, whipt with 

Rods of Iron, drawn thro' the Streets, and burnt 
with Fire-brands. One of his Sons was killed 
with Knives. Another was thrown down from an 
high Tower, becauſe he would not kiſs a Crucihx. | 
Another was condemned to be burnt alive, and as 
he went to the Fire, he threw to the Ground a 
Crucifix, which the Executioner had faſtened to 
his Hands; whereupon they covered him all over 
with Pitch, and fo burnt him. 


Tux Inquiſitor Panza, cut the Throats of eighty, 

as Butchers do their Sheep; then cauſing them to 
be divided into four Quarters, he ſet up Stakes for 
the Space of thirty Miles, and inted a Quarter 
to be faſtened to every Stake. Four of the princi- 
pal Men of La Garde he cauſed to be hanged. 
Another young Man, becauſe he would not con- 
feſs himſelf to a Prieſt; was thrown from an high 
Tower. The Viceroy paſting by him before he 
was dead, and hearing him implore Gop's Mer- 
cy, kick'd him on the Head, ſaying: Is this Dog 
yet living? Take him and caſt him to the Hogs. 


Sixry Women were rack'd fo violently, that 
the Cords pierced into their Arms and Legs; and 
being then caft into Priſon, they died there : only 
nine of the handſomeſt, being delivered to the 
8 of the Inquiſition, were never heard of 


"Many others were delivered to the ſecular 
Power to be burnt; and if any interceeded for 
them, he was preſently put to the Rack as a Fa-

Habitation in n the Country of Albi, Divers 

of Valdes Diſciples going into this Country, and 

amongſt them one Arnold (from whence they were 

called Arnoldiſis) laboured with ſuch good Succeſs, 

that in a ſhort Time there was ſcarce any found 
that would go to Maſs. 


Pore Alexander III. was much -moved- to An- 
2 hereby, and therefore he condemn'd them for 
icks, in the Council of Lateran: Yet did 

they fo multiply, that in 1200, they poſſeſſed many 
great Cities; ; yas they had many great Lords that 
took Part with them, as Earl Remund of T holouſe, 
Remund, Earl of Foix, the Viſcount of * 

an 
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and others. Pope Innocent III. pretended a great 
[Deſire to reclaim them by Preaching and Confe- 
rence; and thereupon there was a. famous Diſputa- 
tion at Montreal, wherein the Popiſh Doctors were 
ſhamefully baffled by Arnold. But the Pope's Po- 
licy was thus to rock them aſleep, whilſt he raiſed 
Armies againſt them to deſtroy them; the pre- 
tended Occaſion whereof was this: There was one 
Friar Peter that was ſlain in the Dominions of the 
Earl of T helouſe; whereupon the Pope ſent Preach- 
ers abroad, through all Eurqpe, to aſſemble Men 
together, to take Vengeance on the Hereticks, for 
the innocent Blood of Fryar Peter, ſlain amongſt 
them; promiſing Paradiſe to all that would come 
to this War, and bear Arms for Forty Days. This 
he called The Hely War; and gave the ſame Par- 
dons and Indulgences to thoſe, that came to this 
War, as to thoſe, that went to the Holy Land, a- 
gainſt the Saracens. | | | 


THEN he thunder'd againſt Earl Remund, charg- 
ing all Archbiſhops and Biſhops through their Dio- 
ceſe, to pronounce him accurſed and excommuni- 
cated; and that. with the Sound of a Bell, and 
Extinction of Candles every Sabbath and Feſtival 
Day, for murthering a — Servant of Gob. He 
alſo abſolved all his Subjects from their Oaths of 
Allegiance; commanding every good Catholick to 
— 8 his Perſon, and to take and poſſeſs his Land. 

e alſo wrote to all Chriſtian Princes, to ſtir them 
up to get this Pardon, rather by fighting againſt 
theſe Albigenſes, than by going againſt the Turks. 
Earl Remund hearing of all theſe Preparations a- 
+ him; ſent to the Pope, humbly beſeeching 

im not to condemn him before he was heard; 
aſſuring him, That he was no Way guilty of the 
Death of Fryar Peter, but that he was flain by a 
Gentleman, who immediately fled out of his Coun- 

try, otherwiſe he would have ſeverely puniſh'd

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him for it. But all was in vain; for

Taz Earl of T holouſe perceiv'd, that he muſt 
either prepare for Defence, or ſubmit; the latter 
he thought the ſafer, and therefore he went pre- 
ſently to the Pope's Legate at Valence, to whom 
he began to ſay: "That he thought it ſtrange, that 
ſo many armed Men ſhould be brought againſt 
him, who uſed no other Arms for his Detence, 
than his own Innocency. And that concerning the 
Death of the Fryar, they ſhould firſt have enquired 
the Truth of the Fact, before they thus moved 
Heaven and Earth againſt him; yea, if he had 
been guilty, yet there was an ordinary Courſe of 
Tuſtice to be uſed againſt him, and not to wreak 
tacir Anger on his innocent Subjects. And there- 
fore, Sir, (faid he) fince I come voluntarily to 
armed only with the Teſtimony of a good — ; 
what further Uſe is there of theſe armed Pilgrims ? 
Pray you therefore counter mand theſe Soldiers, before 
they go to make any further Spoil in my Territories: 
For my muon Perſon may — for a ſufficient Pledge. 
The Legate anſwer'd: That he had done well in 
coming to him, yet he could not ſend back the Saldiers, 
except he would put ſeven of his let Caſtles into his 


Hands, which Beals ſerve for a Heſlage. 


Now the Earl, when it was too late, ſaw his 
own Folly, in putting himſelf into the Legate's 
Hands, and thereby making himſelf a Priſoner. 
But there was no Rawedy, He now muſt take 
Laws from him that had him in his Power; and 
therefore he told him: That beth his Perſon and 
Poſſeſſions were at hit Diſpeſal, beſeeching him, thut 
his Swbjetts might receive no . by the Sol. 


ers. 
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Tux Legate preſently ſent to put Garriſons in 
thoſe ſeven Caſtles, commanding all the Conſuls of 
every City, preſently to appear before him; and 
when they were come, he told them: T hat Earl 
Remund had delivered up his Caſtles to the Pope; 
and therefore they were to take Notice of it, that fo 
they might acknowledge themſelves lawfull Subjects to 
his Holineſs, in Caſe the Earl ſbould falſify his Oath 
to the Pope. | 


Tas Conſuls were much aſtoniſh'd, thus to ſee 
their Lord diveſted of all his Poſſeſſions: But that 
which moſt afflicted them was, to ſee him led to 
St. Giles's, to be reconciled to the Church, where 
the commanded the Earl to ſtrip himſelf 
ſtark naked, all but his Linnen Drawers: Then 
he put a Cord about his Neck, whereby he led 
him nine Times about the Grave of Fryar Peter, 
ſcourging him with Rods all the while... The 
Earl demanded. Satisfaction for fo ſharp a Penance, 
ſeeing he was not guilty of the Fact. The 
anſwer d: That he muſt ſubmit, if he aud be re- 
conciled to the Pape; yea, he mit be. thus ſcourged 
before Earls, Barons, Margqueſſes, Prelates, and all 
the People. He made him alſo ſwear, to be obe- 
dient all his Life to the Pope and the Church of 
Rowe, and to make irreconcilable War againſt the.

Army ht againſt the Albigen/er, was to ſin 
againſt his Conſcience z and if he. ſhould fly away, 
it would furniſh them with new Matter of Pe 
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In this Extremity he ſtaid in the Army a few 
Days, and then went towards Rome, to reconcile 
himſelf to the Pope. 


Tr the Army came before the City of Be- 
zters, and provided all Manner of Engines for 
Battery, reared up Ladders for a general Eſcalado. 
The Earl of Beziers beholding this, and judgi 
it impoſſible to defend the City, he went out, cy 
caſt himſelf down at the Legate's Feet, beſeeching 
tim not to puniſh the Innocent with the Guilty, 
which muſt needs be, if the Town was taken by 
Storm. He told him, That there were in the 
City, a great Number of good Catholicks, which. 
would be ſubject to the fame Ruin with the A/br- 
genſes. He deſired him alſo to commiſerate him, 
now in his Minority, that was a moſt obedient 


Servant to the Pope, and had been brought up in 


the Romi/bþ Church, in which he would live and 
die. The Legate told him, That all his Excuſes 
prevailed nothing, and that he might do as he 
aaron The Ear] return'd again into the City, aſ- 
embled the People, and told them: That he could 
obtain no Mercy from the Legate, except all the 
Albigenſes would come and abjure their Religion, 
and promiſe to live according to the Laws of the 
Church of Rome. The Popiſh Party requeſted the 


Alligenſes to yield to this; but the Albigenſes an- 


ſwer d: That they would not forſake their Reli- 
gion, for the baſe Price of frail Life; that Gop 
was able, if He pleaſed, to defend them; but if 
He would be glorified by the Confeſſion of their 
Faith, it would be a Honour to them to die 
for his Sake: And that they had rather diſpleaſe 
the Pope, who could but kill their Bodies, than 
Gon, who could caſt both Body and Soul into 


Hell.

1 grew into great Choler at 
ne ſwearing: 2 all _— City 44 not acknow- 
ledge their Fan, all tafte of one Cup, 
without Diftin&tion Labin, Sex, or Age. And 
accordingly he ſummonꝰd the City immediately to 
yield to his Diſcretion; which they refuſing, he 
cauſed his Engines to play, and a general Allault 
to be given, 


IT was impoſſible for them, .within the City, -to.- 
roſiſt ſo great a Violence, being affaulted by above 
100,000 Pilgrims: So the Enemy enter'd, flew 
a great Multitude, and ſet the City on fire, and 
burnt it to Aſhes. When the City was firſt taken, 
the Prieſts and Monks came forth of the great. 
Church, with Banners and Croſſes, ſinging; Te 
Deum Laudamus; but the Soldiers, who were com- 
manded by the Legate to kill all, ran upon them, 
made their Heads and Arms to fly about the . 
ſo that they were all cut in Pieces. 


Ix this City of Beziers, they flew 60,000 Per- 
ſons, the Pops s Legate ſaying to the Captains and 
Soldiers : Kill ill them all, [ Catholicks and an 
for the Lokp knoweth who are bis. . 


THEN theſe Pilgrims were preſently conducted 
to Carcaſſon, before the 40 Days of Service, which

Tun Earl of Beziers, when be ſaw that he 
could obtain no Favour of the Legate, before the 
City was taken, left his Charge to the Biſhop, and 


went to Carcaſſon, endeavouring to prepare and fur--

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niſh it for a long — But the Legate's Army 
followed him preſently, unto which there came a 
new Supply of Croſſed Soldiers, out of ſundry 
Canis, fo that his Army - now 1 
300,000 fighting Men. 


Nx AR to the City of Carcaſſon, was a Town of 
the ſame Name: The City was "ſeated on a Hill, 
and fenced with a double Wall, yet the Pilgrims 
thought to take it at the firſt Sight; and therefore 
ran with great Violence upon the firſt Rampart, 
filling theDitch with Faggots; but they were beaten 
back with ſuch Courage, that the Ground was 
cover'd with their dead Bodies. The young Earl 
of Bezierz: won much Honour in this En- 
counter, encouraging his Men, and telling them: 
That it was better to die fighting, than to fall into 
the Hands of ſuch mercileſs Enemies. The Albigen- 
fes much encouraged hereby, ſwore to him: T hat 
they would ſpend their Lives fo the Preſervation of 
the City. 


T next Morning, the Legate commanded 2 
general Aſſault to be made upon the Town of Car- 
caſſon, which was two Miles from the ww and 
the People valiantly defended themſelves; but be- 
ing oppreſſed with Multitudes, the Soldiers enter- 
ed the Town, putting all to the Sword and Fire, 
as they had done at Bezters. 


Turn came the King of Arragon to the Camp Py 
and told the Legate: T hat he wunder/tood that his 
Kinſman, the Karl of Beaiers, was in the City; 
and that with his Leave, he would go to him: Not 
doubting, but that he ſhould prevail with him to do 
his Druty to the Pope and Church. The Legate gave 
him Leave, and the King approaching to the 
Rampart, called for the Earl, who came to him. 
I'S whom the King ſaid: T hat he deſired to know

and for their good Service, he was reſolved not to a- 
bandon them; and that his Truft was in God, the 
Defender of the Opprefſed : That he would afſi/t 
them, again/#. that World of ill-adviſed Men, who 
forſook their own Houſes, to burn, jack, and ranſact, 
and kill in their Houſes other Men, without Reaſon,

- Taz King returning to the te, told him: 
That his Coufmm was much diſcontented with bis _ 
Dealings againſt his Subjects of Beziers and Carcaſ- 
ſon; that 5 believed, ſering they ſpared not the Ro- 
miſh Priefts, their Mar war not for Religion, but 
a hind of Thievery; and that he would not yield him- 
felf to the Diſcretion of ſuch mercileſs Men. 


Tus Legate, after ſome Debate, told the King: 
That for his Sake he would receiue the Earl of Be- 
ziers o Mercy; and that with bim, Twelve more 
might come out with Bag and Baggage: But for the 
Reft, he would have them wholly at his Diſcretion ;, 
and, that then * might hope well of his Merey, be

Tux the cauſed all his Engines to play, 
commandin hat they ſhould take the City by 
Storm; but he was little pleaſed, when he ſaw the 
Loſs of a great Number of his Pilgrims: For they 
in the City threw down Stones, Fire, Pitch, Brim- 
ſtone, and boiling Water, wherewith they ſo gal- 
led the Aſſailants, That the Earth was cover'd, and 
the Ditches filled with dead Bodies, . which cauſed 
a noiſome Stink both in the City and Camp. 


Tunis Overthrow, cauſed divers of the Croſſed

Tris Gentleman play'd his Part fo well, that.

had better learned their Duty. The Earl, aſtoniſh'd 
hereat, cned out: T hat he was betrayed, and that 
Faith was violated with. him. But this prevailed. 
nothing; for he was preſently committed to the 
Guard and Cuſtody of the Duke of Burgundy. 


Tur Inhabitants of Carcaſſon underſtanding. 
this, brake forth into Tears, and were ſo aſtoniſh- 
ed, that they now thought of nothing, but how,

Tur City of Carcaſſon was hercupon ſtricken 
with great Fear, having little Hope to defend them 
ſelves, but by Flight, — environed on all Sides 
by their Enemies. About this Time, Earl Simon 
wrote to all the. Prelates throughout Europe, that if 
in the Spring following, they did not ſend him 
good Store of Pilgrims, he could hold out no 
longer againſt his Enemics; having, ſince the laſt 
Departure of his Pilgrims, loſt above forty Towns 
and Caſtles: And whilſt he waited for theſe new 
duecours, he ſurprized the Caſtle of Beror, —_ 
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He pulled out Go of above one Hundred A. 
bigenſes, and cut off their Noſes, leaving only one 
with one Eye to guide the reſt to Cabaret. 


In the Year 1210, Earl Simon, being ſhut up 
in Carcaſſon, for want of Soldiers, that his | 
Wife was coming from France, with many Pil- 
ims; whereupon, he went out to meet her. 
eſe Pilgrims he employ'd againſt the Caſtle of 
Menerbe, which at laſt was yielded up to him for 
want of Water. This Caſtle was defended by 
. Remund, Lord of Termes, and was ſituated in 
Narbonne: One ent which Earl Simon uſed, 
to ſtir up his Soldiers to fight manfully againſt it, 
was: For that (ſaid he) there hath been no Maſ; 
fung in it, ſince the Nar 1180, which is now thirty 


Years. 


- Upon the Surrender of the Caſtle, they labour- 
ed to draw this noble Lord to recant his Religion, 
and turn Papiſt; but finding him immoveable, they 
ſhut him up in a cloſe Priſon, where ſhortly after 
he died. They alſo took his Wife, Siſter, and 
Daughter, who was a Maid, and other Noblewo- 
men, whom they laboured to withdraw from the 
Truth, both by Flattery and Frowns, by fair 
Speeches and Threats; but when they ſaw that 
nothing would prevail, they made a huge Fire, 
and caflin them into the fame, burnt them. Af- 
ter his taking the Caſtle, he caus'd a Fryar to 
preach to the People, and to exhort them, to ac- 
knowledge the Pope and Church of Rome: But 
they not ſtaying *till he had done, cry'd out: He 
will not ferſake our Faith; you labour but in vain; 
fer neither Life nor Death ſhall make us abandm 
our Belief. Then the Earl and e caus'd a 
great Fire to be made, and caſt into it 180 Men 
and Women, who went in with Joy, giving Gos 
Thanks, for that He was pl ſo to honour 
- | | them, 
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them, as to grant them to die for his Name's Sake. 

They alſo told Earl Simon: T hat he would one Day

and Conſtancy were much amazed. 


AFTER this, the Earl beſieged the Caſtle of 
Termes, N alſo at laſt was taken, for Want of 
Water; yet they within the Caſtle, when they 

perceiv'd = — could hold out no longer, quit- 
— el the Place by Night, and paſſed away undiſco- 
ver d. The Caſtle 4 la Flags was a beſ 
in which there were many godly People. Or 
Pilgrims came thither to the 
Countries; and, amongſt others, 5000 L 
of whoſe coming the Earl of Foix hearing, he laid 
an Ambuſh for them, overthrew and 0. them 
all, not one eſcaping, but an Earl that carry'd the 
News to Earl Simon. After fix Months Siege, the 
Caſtle of Vaur was taken by Aſſault, where all 
the Soldiers were put to the Sword, fave 80 Gen- 
tlemen, whom Earl Simon caus'd to be hang'd; 
and the Lord Aimeri, on a Gibbet higher than all 
the reſt: The Lady, his Siſter, call'd G:irauda, was 
* into a Ditch, and there cover'd with Stones. 


As for the reſt of the People, a 
Fire was made, and they were put to their Chace, 
Whether they would forſake their Opinions, or periſh

und, that would do the firſt; but exhorting one 
another, they were caſt into the Fi ire, where joy- 
tally they reſigned up their Spirits unto Gop.

Tus Legate till refoly'd upon the utter Extir- 
pation of Karl Remund, and all his Houſe, as the 
Head of the Albigen/es; but preſently after, this Le- 
gate dying, Earl Simon was fruſtrated of this Hope. 


ABOUT this Time, the Exgliſh, who now poſ- 
ſeſs'd Gui ε, which borders upon the Earldom 
of T holouſe, began to help the Albigenſes, bein 
ſtirr'd up thereto by Reynard Lollard, a godly an 
learned Man; who by his powerful Preaching, 
converted many to the Truth, and defended the 
Faith of the Albigenſes: For which, they were 
eagerly purſued, and conſtantly ſuffer'd Martyrdom. 
And this they did the rather, not only for their 
Neighbourhood's Sake, but becauſe this Remund, 
Earl of T helouſe, whom they ſo cruelly whipped, 
and had now excommunicated, was Brother-in- 
Law to King Jabn: For his former Wife was 
Jaan, ſometime Queen of Sicihyj; which Jaan, was 
King John's Siſter, and bore to the Earl of Tho- 
louſe, Remund, who ſucceeded his Father, both 
in the Earldom, and in his Trouble. Jabn l 
Mayer, much commendeth this Lollard, ſaying: 
That he foretold many T bings by Divine Revelation, 
which (ſays he) came to paſs in my Time; and there- 
fore he puts him into the Rank of Holy Prophets. 
And for his Learning, it is evident by his Com- 
ment upon the Revelation, where he ſet forth man 
Things that are ſpoken of the Roman Antichrif 6 
This worthy Man was afterwards apprehended in 
Germany; and being deliver'd to the Secular Pow- 
er, was burnt at Galen. 


In 
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lx the Year 1211, a new Legate, called Theo- 
doſius, was appointed to ſucceed; who excommu- 
nicated Earl Remund.

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Tux King of France, having ſettled his Affairs 
at Home, he, t with the Legate, appointed 
a Day for the Cole Soldiers to come to a Ren- 
dezvous, with their Horſes and Arms at Lyons, 
from whence at the Time appointed he began his 
Expedition, with an huge Army, which was ac- 
counted Ixuincilit.

Tus Citizens valiantly defended themſelves, ſo 
that the Siege laſted long. The Earl of Tbola/e, 
before the Coming of the French Army, had with» 
drawn all Kind of Victuals, together with the Wo- 
men, Children, and Cattle into Places of Safety: 
Hereupon the King's Army fell into great Wants, 
ſo that Multitades periſh'd by Famine. Their 
Horſes and Beaſts were alſo farved; for the Earl 
had cauſed all the Meadows in the whole Country 
to be ploughed up, ſo that they had no Fodder, 
but what was hah t _— > ance: And their 
Polo daily — ions went out 
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of T holeuſe, with a flying Army, lay in Ambuſh 
many Times for them, and cut off Multitudes of 
them. They alſo that lay in the Siege before the 
City, were miſcrably waited by Darts, and Stones 
ſhot in Engines from the Walls by the Citizens, 
and a general Famine overſpread all. The King 
and Legate were confounded, to think what Re- 
proach it would be to them, and to the Church 
of Rome, that fo gallant, and numerous an Army, 
ſhould undertake ſuch an Expedition, and be able 
to effect nothing. Then the chief Princes and 
Captains, being weary of the long Siege, ſollicited 
that a general Storm might be given, hoping by their 
Multitudes to oppreſs the Citizens ; which being 
reſfolv'd upon, ſuch a Multitude of arm'd Men 
throng'd upon the Bridge, that goes over the River 
Rhone, that the Bridge — under them, 3000 
of them were drown d. 


PRESENTLY after, as the French were one Day 
at Dinner, the Citizens diſcovering their Careleſs- 
neſs, ſally d forth, and violently ſetting upon them, 
ſlew 10,000, without any Loſs to themſelves.

AFTER a long Parley, the Legate deſired, that 
himſelf and the Prelates might be admitted into the 
City, ſwearing with a great Oath, that he had 
continued the Siege ſo long, only that he might 
ſeek the Salvation of their Souls, Ihe Citizens giv- 
ing Credit to his Promiſe, not ſuſpecting his Trea- 
chery, after mutual Oaths given on either Side, ad- 
mitted htm with the Prelates and their Poll, 
into the City: But contrary to their Oaths, the 

Frenchmen follow'd, violently ruſhing into the City, 
when the Gates were open, and, ſcizing upon the 
Citizens, they bound them, plunder'd their Houſes, 
and flew many; and having thus by T reachery 
made themſelves Maſters of the City, they brake 
down the Walls, | "4 
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DvuriNG this Siege, there periſh'd more than 
22,000 of the Pilgrims, by Famine, Sword, Peſti- 
lence, and other Ways; and fo the Reſt return'd 
to their own Homes. 


Iv 1228, Pope Gregory, being implacably bent 
to root out the Albigenſes, ſtirred up the young 
King of France againſt them; who ſent a great 
Army into Provence, utterly to deſtroy them; which 
Army, hearing that the Earl of T holouſe was in 
the Caſtle call'd Saracen, purpoſed to beſiege him, 
as being there ſhut up. But the Earl having Notice 
of their Intent, Jay in Ambuſh in a Wood, thro' 
which they were to paſs; and when they were 
come to the Place, he aſſaulted them, and after 
a bloody Fight, flew many, took 200 Knights, 
and about 2000 Men at Arms. That Summer the 
King of France fent three Armies againſt them, all 
which were either put to Flight, or taken and im- 
priſon'd by the faid Earl. 


YET the ſame Year, Imbert, of Beavim, went 
againſt them with a great Army of Croſſed Soldiers, 
amongſt whom were three Archbiſhops, every one 
with the Pilgrims of his Juriſdiction. The Earl 
of T holowſe was fain to ſhut himſelf within the 
Walls of T holowuſe, where he was — beſi 
by the Pilgrims, who alſo waſted, and ſpoiled his 
Country, and Harveſt, far and near on every 
Side. Siege continuing, the Citizens ſuffer'd 
great Famine; and 'when they were brought to 
this Extremity, the Abbot of Grand/y/ve went from 
the Pope's Legate, to offer Peace to Earl Remund, 
and the T holouſrans. Some of the Earl's Captains 
diſſuaded him from it, knowing the Perfidiouſneſs 
of the Papiſts; but the Cries of the hungry Mul- 
titude prevailed, ſo that a Truce was agreed = 
for certain Days; and Earl Remund, upon the Day 


appointed, went to the Place, where the Peace was 
to 
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to be concluded. But when he came thither, the 
Abbot perſuaded him, that it was neceſſary the 


Agreement ſhould be perfected in the Preſence of 


the Queen-Mother, who was Regent of France; 


and pawn'd his Faith to him, That if he would go 


to her, he ſhould return in Safety. The Earl, over- 
come by theſe 8 aſſented; and Meaux was 


the Place choſen b y the Queen for their Meeting. 
But as ſoon as Ear 


Remund came thither, contrary 
to all Oaths and En ts, he was made a 
Priſoner, and had a Guard ſet upon him, that he 
might not ſtart aſide; and inſtead of a Treaty, he 
muſt ſubmit to whatever ſhould be enjoin'd. In 
1229, divers Councils were held again oſt the Albi- 
genſes: One at T holouſe, the Acts whereof were 

oclaim d in that Cit by Romanus, the Pope's 
2 Another at 2 where more cruel 
Decrees were made againſt them: A third at Be- 
ziert, go pug in Rigour both the former; and 
amongſt the reſt, an Oath of Abjuration, whereby 
all Perſons, Males at Fourteen — old, Females 
at twelve Vears old, were to abjure all Hereſy, as 
they called it, and to ſwear that they would keep 
the Faith, and defend the Catholick Church, and 
perſecute all the Oppoſers of the ſame; and that 
all that took not this Oath within fifteen Da 
ſhould be held ſuſpected of Hereſy, and pr 


againſt accordingly. 


In 1232, Queen Blafche, and the Pope's Le. 
gate, ſo over-aw'd the Earl of T holouſe, that they 
cauſed him to make cruel EdiQts againſt his own 
Subjects of the A/b:genſtanReligion: That they ſhould 
be perſecuted, ſearched out, and taken. That whoſoever 
could apprehend any ane of them, ſhould have a Mark . 


fer each of them ſo taken. That all that were ſuſpetted 


to be of their Religion ſhould be excluded from bearing 
Office. That all Houſes ſhould be pulled down, wherein 
_ of them ſhould be found. That all their 
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and Inheritances ſhould r T hat the like 
ſhould be done to all that ſhould aid or abet them, or 
that ſhould hinder, or not affift the Inquiſitors, in the 
Execution of their Office. That whoſoever ſhould be 
ſuſpected of their Hereſy, ſhould have an Oath given 
him to keep the Peace, aud the Catholick Faith. © 


THe Earl of Feix and Comminges, and the Prince 
of Bern, yet remain'd to be conquer'd; and the 
Pope's — * thought that the Earl of T holouſe was 
the fitteſt Perſon to deal with them: Whereupon 
he caus'd him to write to them, to perſwade them 
to embrace the Catholick Faith. But the Earl of 
Feix return'd Anſwer: T hat he could not 2 
his Faith at ſuch a Time, wherein Men might think 
that he did it rather out of Fear, than upon any good 
Grounds; and that it — for them to convince 
Him of the Truth of their Way, than to allure him by 
Promifes, or force him thereto by Arms: And, thut 
if they brought that World of Pilgrims againſt him, 
which they threaten'd, he trufled in Gop, that he 
ſhould make them know = 6 of his Cauſe, and 
make them repent the Raſhneſs of their Vow. But 
the Earl's Subjects, fearing that their Lord, bein 
aged, and without Wife and Children, ſhow 
leave them to the Mercy of the firſt Conqueror, 
intreated him to come to a ition with the 
Legate; whereupon he began to treat, and at laſt 
| yielded up divers Caſtles into the Hands of the 

King of France, upon Promiſe, That be would rule 
with Juſtice and Equity. 


Ix 1234, the Opinions of the Albigenſes were 


much ſpread abroad in the Parts of Spain, and o- 
ther adjacent Countries; and they had Biſhops a- 
mong them, who boldly preach'd againſt the Remi/h 
Errors, and eſpecially againſt Tranſubſtantiation: 
Whereupon a Croiſado was preach'd againſt them; 
and a very great Army of Pilgrims being aſſembled 
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her, were ſent againſt them by Pope Gregory, 
who flew them all, with their Biſhops, ſeiz d on 
their Cities, and plunder'd them, 


ABouT the ſame Time, another Army of theſe 
Pilgrims went __ others of them on the Borders 
of Germary, who retiring into a Fenny Place for 
their Security, were there all ſlain. 


THz fame Year the Loxp rais'd up Tranca- 
vel, the Natural Son of the Earl of —_— de- 
ceaſed; who was encourag'dand aſſiſted by a Num- 
der of valiant Captains, The ”_ Ia That they 
would aſſiſt him to revenge N 
bis Father, who was baſely dep: 
being betray'd, — and at laſt. = | 
ed. Whereupon he reſolv'd to recover by the 
Sword, what was ſo unjuſtly taken from him; 
and before the Enemies had otice of his Due, 
he took divers ſtrong Caſtles: So that the Pope's 

e, and the Biſhop of T belouſe, were much a- 
ſtoniſh'd to ſee theſe Men ſtand up for the Albrgen- 


ſes, whom they ſuppos'd to have been utterly ſup- 


preſs d. 


THEN the Pope's Agents caus'd the Croſs to be 
preach'd; and 6 Biſhop of Narbonne animated 
the P cople of his Dioceſe to againſt them, and 
make an End of th por Rexainds of the A 


bigenſes. 


An Army being rais'd, the Pope ns led it 
to T holouſe, and when the Citizens . d upon 
their Ramparts, he told them: That he was come thi- 
ther for their Preſervation. They thank'd him, but 
withall told him: That if he did not inſtantly re- 
tire himſelf, they would give him the Chace. And 
preſently came Trancavel, who ſo valiantly ſet up- 
on the Lexate s Troops, that he quickly N 

em, 
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them, and chac'd them to the very Gates of Car. 
caſ/or; and the Legate had much ado to fave him- 
ſelf: But that which moſt anger'd the Legate, was, 
That Trancavel found Entertainment in ſome Part 
of Carcaſſor: So that the Pilgrims durſt hardly pecp 
out of the City Gates. And when =O 
xy more Pilgrims coming to the te, he uſed 
6 Gan as to lay en e and 
often overthrowing them, their Deſigns were fruſ- 
tratec. 


Tuts Man kept the Field till 1242, and ſtill 
prevail'd againſt all the Croſſed Soldiers that came 
àgainſt him; whereupon Ameline, the Pope's Le- 
gate, wrote to the Pope, That if he caus'd not 
the Croſs to be preach d in many Parts of Eurepe, 
the Church was like to fuſtain much Damage by 
this Enemy: Fer (ſays he) bt is more cruel and 
ſubtle, than any befere bim. * 


Bur a little before, the Biſhop of T holouſe was 
inform'd of a certain Matron, who having her 
Children, Brethren, and Friends about her, was 
Cying an Heretick; whereupon he ran to her, and 
found it even ſo by the Confeſſion of the Woman 
Herſelf; who defir'd to die in the Faith of the A.- 
bigenſes, and doubted not to be ſaved. Then the 
Biſhop condemn'd her, and deliver'd her to the 
Secular Power, who preſently carry'd- her forth in 
the Bed, wherein ſhe lay, and burnt her. _ 


In the Year 1236, many embracing the Faith 
of the Albigenſes, beyond the Alps, Inquiſitors were 
ſent againft them, eſpecially one Friar Robert, who 
caus'd many of both Sexes to be apprehended; and 
when they continued conſtant in the true Faith, 
and would not renounce the ſame, in the Space of 
two or three Months, he caus'd fifty of them, ei- 
ther to be burnt or bury'd alive. . 1 
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In 1239, the King of France having garriſon'd 
divers Cotes within. the Cou of the Albigen- 
{cs, who greatly oppre(s'd them, they betook them- 
ſelves to Arms, beſieging thoſe Garriſons; where- 
upon they ſent to he Kina of France, craving that 
preſent Aid might be ſent them. Then the Ki 

of France ſent the Lord Jahn, of Bellemant, ih 
an Army to aid them; who, coming into that 
Country, beſieg'd the ſtrang Caſtle of Monireal, 
and at Jaſt took it, with divers others, belonging 
to the Albigenſes; whereby they were ſuppreſs'd for 
that Time. But the Year after, the Earl of The- 
luſe took Arms again, and aſſaulted the Earl of 
Prevence, who preſently ſent to the French King 
for Aid; and the French Troops that were about 
Avignon, haſten'd to the Relief of the Earl of 
Provence: Which the Earl of T holouje hearing of, 
he lay in Ambuſh in their Way, and ſuddenly 
ſetting upon them, flew Many, and diſpers'd the 
Reſt; and the War fo proſper'd in his Hand, that 
in a ſhort Space he recover'd, to his former Do- 
minion above twenty Caſtles from the French, 
oy Earl of Provence, and ſharply puniſh'd his 

: X 


ABQUT the ſame Time, the Citizens of Milan 
being provok'd thereunto by the Pope and Emperor, 
burnt many of the Alligenſes, who were their fel- 
low Citizens. | 


Is 1241, the Earl of Thelpyſe continuing his 
Wars againſt the Earl of Provence, almoſt beat 
him out of his Country; ſo that the Earl of Pre- 
vence was fain to ſend to the Kings of England 
and France (who had marry'd two of his Daughters 
to mediate for him; and they writing to the Ear 
2 Thelouſe, obtain'd Peace for their Father - in- 

w. | 
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Ix 1242, the Biſhops of Narbonne and Albium, 
and the Steward of Carcaſſon, apprehended 200 of 
the Albigenſes, in a certain Caſtle of Tholonſe. All 
theſe upon Examination, adhereing conſtantly to 
the true Faith, without wavering, were cruelly 
burnt in the Flames. And in the Year following, 
there were 224 more of them likewiſe burnt. 


Snort after, it pleas'd Gop, that great 
Contentions aroſe between the Pope and the Em- 
peror, whereby the Goſpellers enjoy'd ſome breath- 


ing Time from their former Miſeries. 


Bur in 1270, Peter Cadarita and William Cal:- 


nicus, were ſent as Inquiſitors from the Pope, into 


the Kingdom of Arragon, ſeverely to puniſh thoſe 
that had imbrac'd the Faith of the Albigenſes; and 
amongſt others, they condemn'd Arnaldus Caftl:- 
Boni us, the Viſcount, and his Daughter Ermeſenda, 
Counteſs of Foix. They alſo decreed their Memory 


to be deteſtable, commanding their Bones to be 


4580 out of their Graves, and to be burn d: They 
alſo call'd Roger, Nephew of Erms/enda, into 
Judgment for the ſame Crime. | 


Ix 1281, there was a great Perſecution raiſed 
againſt the Goſpellers in the County of Ali, by 
one William de Gourdon, Captain and Preſident of 


 Carcaſſon, under Philip, the French King; who, 


by a Proclamation, commanded all the Albrger/es 
to be extirpated, and drove out of their Dens and 
Lurking-holes; and all ſuch as favour'd, or con- 
ceaPd any of them, to be utterly rooted out: As 
alſo, that the innumerable Company of their Chil- 
dren, which would not be reduc'd to the Catholick 
Faith, and Unity of the Church of Rome, ſhould 


not be admitted into the City of Realmant, or the 


Territory thereof, nor to any Honour or Office. 


That ſuch likewiſe as favour'd or conceal'd any of 
them, 
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them, ſhould be baniſh'd for ever from the City of 
Realmont, their Goods confiſcated, and their Chil- 
dren excluded from all Honours and Dignities. Vet 
notwithſtanding the Severity of this Edit, Gop 
hid and preſerv'd many of them, even in Realmont 
itſelf, tho' many of them fled into Arragon and Si- 
cih, where they might enjoy more Freedom of 
Conſcience. | 


In 1285, Gareldus and Segarellus, of Parma, 
preach'd and ſpread the Doctrine of the Albigenſes 
in Parma, and in many Cities of Lombardy; where- 
upon Pope Honorius, by a publick Edict, condemn- 
ed their Doctrine, and commanded them to be 
rooted out. 4 f | 


In 1315, the Friars Inquiſitors, rais'd a great 
Perſecution againſt the Goſpellers in Paſſau, in 
Auftria, and burnt many of them; who continu'd 
conſtant in the Faith, and took their Death very 
chearfully. Amongſt the Reſt, one of them that 
were burnt at Vienna, confeſs'd: That there were 
do, ooo of them in Bohemia and Auftria at that 
Time. Their chiefeſt Miniſters were, Barthel:- 
mew Fauſtus, James Juſlus, Bonnatus, William, 
and Gilbert; one of whom, James, was murther'd 
between two Walls by the mercileſs Inquiſitors: 
Hennatus was burnt alive, and Villiam, Gilbert, 
and Bartholomew, were condemn'd after their 
Death. The Houſe where they uſed to preach, was 
pulled to the Ground, and all that adher'd to them 


were Anathematiz'd. 


In 1322, Halter Lollard (from whom our Eng- 
liſh Profeſſors were call'd Lollards) was taken at 
Cullen, where he had privately preach'd, and thro' 
God's Blefling, drawn many from Ignorance and 
Errors, to embrace the Truth, and perſiſting in his 


Opinions, was condemn'd and burnt alive. 
. You, VI. G Ver 
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YET notwithſtanding all Cruelties us'd againſt 
them, their Enemies could never prevail to a total 
Extirpation of them, but they {till lay hid like 
Sparkles under the Aſhes, deſuing and longing to 
ſee that, which now, thro' Gon's Grace, their 
Poſterity do enjoy, viz. The Liberty to call upon 
Gop in Purity of Conſcience, without being forc'd - 
to any Superſtition or Idolatry: And ſo inſtructing 
their Children in the Service of Gop, the Loxp 
was pleaſed to preſerve a Church amongſt them, 
till the Diſperſing of the Goſpel in a more 2 
Way, by the Miniſtry of Luther, and his Fellow- 
Labourers. At which Time the N receiv'd 
with Greedineſs the Doctrine of the Goſpel, and 
ſo became more eminent in their Profeſſion of Piety, 
than they were formerly. 5 
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PERSECUTION 
Ag OF THE 

CHURCH of GOD, 


Which began in the Year 894. 


HE Bohemians were Heathens and ry 
till their Captain Boriveius, going into Me: 
© (1, 74viay in et was converted to the Faith 
i/t; whereupon, he, together wi irty 
others, was baptiz d. At his Return into Bebes 


mia, he took along with him Aſetbudius, Biſhop 
of Moravia; by whoſe Miniſtry, Ludamilla, the 
converted, 


Duke's Wife, was 
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BORIFOTUS buſying himſelf in erecting 
Schools and Churches, it Mieas'd Gop, that in 2 
thort Time, a great Harveſt was gather'd, many 
of the Nobility and Commons being daily convert- 
ed; but Satan envying the Progreſs of the Goſpel, 
preſently rais d a Perſecution againſt the Profeſſors 
of it. For firſt, Berivoius was baniſh'd by the Fac- 
tion of the Idolaters, and then compell'd to reſign 
his Dominions to his eldeſt Son; who, dying ſoon 
after, his younger Son ſucceeded, who was a very 
holy Man; yet, was drawn to marry Drabomire, 
famous for Nobility and-Beauty, but a Heatherr; 
however ſhe promis'd, after Inſtruction, to be bap- 
riz'd. During her Huſband's Life, ſhe conceal'd her 
Hatred azainſi the Chriſtians; but he being dead, 


the Grand-mother ( Ludemilla) educated the eldeſt 


Son (Wenceflaus) and Drabomira took the Young- 
eſt ( Boliflaus) and uſurp'd the Government; com- 
manding the Chriſtian Churches to be ſhut up, the 
Exerciſe of their Worſhip to ceaſe, prohibiting 
Miniſters from inſtructing the People, and School- 
maſters from teaching Youth: Such as diſobey'd, 
were impriſon'd, baniſh'd, and put ta Death. 


AT Prague, the Magiſtrates were chang'd, and 
Idolaters were ſubſtituted in the Room of Chriſti- 
ans, by whoſe Incitements the Chriſtians were o- 
penly, and unworthily abuſed and murther'd, whilſt 
the Murtherers went away with Impunity : But if 
any Chriſtian kill'd a Heathen, tho' in his own 
Defence, ten Chriſtians were maſſacred for that 
one. Yet the Cruelty of Drahomira was not ſatis- 

'd herewith; but that ſhe might deſtroy all the 

hriſtians, ſhe dealt with one Balloius, a cruel 
Wretch, 'whom ſhe had ſet aver the City of Prague, 
earneſtly intreating him, by Fraud or Force to ef- 


fect it, promiſing him a great Reward if he did it. 
He thereuponarm'd many Confpirators at his Houſe, 


with whom he haſten'd to thoſe that were —_— 
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for Slaugher: But the Plot, thro' Gop's Mercy, 
being diſcover'd to the Chrittians, 400 of them met 
to defend their Lives: The Iſſue of the Fight was 
Victory to the Chriſtians; the Streets being pollat. 
ed with the Blood of 800 that were ſlain. Then 
Drahemira pretended, that ſhe was much difpleas'd 
with the Tumult, commanding, That the Arms 
of ey Parties ſhould be broug t to the City Ma- 
ne; ſeverely forbidding any Man to walk with 
or Sword. The Chriſtians, tho' ſuſpecting 
her Fraud, yet, as they might not ſeem diſobedi- 
ent, brought their — to the Magazine; the 
Enemies pretending alſo to do the like. This be- 

ing done, Drabomira employ' d her Cut-Throats, 
inthe Nabe to ſet upon the unarm'd Chriſtians, 
whereby above 300 of them were flain in one 
Night. At this, Drabomira much rejoic'd; but 
yet. not fatisfy'd; ſhe commanded the Mayor of 
Prague, to deſtroy all the Chriſtians: Whereupon 
he beſet all the Streets and Paſſages, and flew all 
that he met withall ; till the Chriſtians, gathering 
themſelves together, encounter d with him, put 
bim to fight, and in the Purſuit, flew this wicked 
Perſon. his ſo inrag d Drahomira, that the 
commanded the two Churches to be burnt down ;; 
in one of which, her Huſband was interr d. Whalſt 
ſhe thus raged againſt the Chriſtians, Menreſſaus, 
now grown to Years, by the Advice of his Grand- 
mother,. and the Chriſtian Nobility, took upon 
him the Government; and the better to eſtabliſh 
Peace, he affign'd the City of Boliflavia, and ad- 
er. Parts, to his Mother, and younger Bro- 


Yer * laid not aſide her bl De- 
figns againſt the Chriſtians, which ſhe firſt 'd 
againſt Ludonulia, ſubſtituting two Villains, in tho 

ight, to murther her. Theſe Fellows, finding 
her at her Payers, ſtrangled her. Some there were 
K 3 that 
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that provok d Nenceſſiaus to that wicked 
Act, which he refus d; becauſe he judg'd it con- 
trary to that Duty, which he o- d to a Mother; 
and to the Modeſty and Patience of a Chriſtian. 
But he was ſhortly after ill requited by this unna- 
tural Monſter ; m__ by Treachery, flew _ 


alſo. 


 BOLIFSLAUS, having obtain'd the Govern- 

ment, threaten'd Impriſooment and Death, to all 
Miniſters and Chriſtians, if they did not imme- 
diately leave Bohemia. Hereupon fled, o- 
thers were ſeiz'd on, and tormented to Death di- 
vers Ways; but Gop ſuffer'd not Drabomira to 
eſcape his revenging Hand; for in that Place, where 
the Miniſters Bones la unbury'd, the Earth o- 
pen'd of itſelf, and w'd her up alive with her 
Chariot; which Place is to be ſeen before the 
Caſtle of Prague, to this Day. 


In 970, Weytich, the ſecond Biſhop of Prague, 
labouring ſeriouſly in converting the Relicks of the 
Gentiles, they raiſed fo great a Sedition againſt him, 
as forc'd J/oytich to a voluntary Baniſhment. Then 
the Pagans roſe up againſt his Brethren, and mur- 


ther'd five of them, and then conſpir'd againſt their 


Prince; 3 but were overcome in Battle. 


Nor long after, the Pope, having uſurp'd Domi- 
nion over other Churches, ſought to obtrude his 
Superſtitions upon the Babemians allo: But eſpe- 

cially he commanded, — +; Service 
ſhould be in the Latin Tongue, and that they 
ſhould not have the Cup in the Sacrament. The 
Bohemians ſent two Miniſters, and four others to 
Rome, in 977, to the Pope, deſiring to be eas'd 
of theſe Grievanees 3 and at laſt obtain'd their 


Requeſt. 
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Tx 1797, Pope Celeftine ſent a Cardinal into B.- 
hemia, to inhibit Miniſters Marriage, and to di- 
vorce ſuch as were n ene 
Miniſters almoſt toned. to Death. 


AFTERWARDS the Cup was taken 4 Pa 
Sacrament; but there were many that oppoſed that 
Sacrilege alſo; and among the reſt, Jahn Maliciut, 
of a noble Family, and fervent Spirit, much ho- 
—_— — and Holineſs of Life, 
in his Miniſtry, y exhorted his Auditors 
to a frequent < —— Fr 


Mx. Matthias, of Prague,” was alſo a zealous 
Defender of the Communion in both Kinds. In 
ee „ he, with ſome other learned Men, went 

Charles, that then reigned, and requeſted 
him to 0 ell an Oecumenicab Council, for the Ke 
formation of the Church. Charles fendin 
Pope about it, he was ſo incenſed at the Bioline, 
that he commanded the King to puniſh — 
and heretical Men. Upon this, Matthias was 
baniſh'd the Kingdom, and the Uſe of the Sacra - 
ment in both Kinds prohibited all Bohemia; 
ſo that the godly could not adminiſter, and receive 
it, but in private Houſes, in Woods' and Caves; 
and not ſo, but with the Hazard of their Lives : 
For they were ſet upon in the Highways, plunder'd, 
beaten, and drown'd in Rivers; fo that u. ar lat they 
were neceſſitated to go t in Companies and 
arm d. This continued to the Days of Jobn Hut, 
and Jerome of Prague. When theſe holy Men 
were burn' d at Conftance, the Adverſaries were not 
ſatisſied with their Blood, but took further Coun- 
ſel, for the Deſtruction of the whole Nation: For 
when fifty-eight of the chief Nobles of Bohemia; 
in the Name of the Commons, in 1416, had ſent 
Letters from Prague to the Council, complaining; 
1 an innocent and holy Man, 0 
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faithfal Teacher of the Truth, was unjuſtly con- 
demn'd ; the Council, inſtead; of anſwering them, 
wrote Letters to fame violent Papiſts, who were 
in Authority, to aſſiſt ;theit Legate- in oppreſſing 
the Hereticks.

Tus fame Year, a Merchant of Prague com- 
ing to Breflaw, in Sileſia, the Emperor and Pope's 

e was there. Being at his Inn, he was drawn 
into Diſcourſe, wherein he pleaded for Hus, and 
the Sacrament in both Kinds, for which. he _ 
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caſt into Priſon. The — a Student of 
Prague was caſt into the ſame Priſon. The Mer- 
chant exceedingly encourag'd him, ſaying: O my 
Brother | What an Honour is it, that tus are called 
thus to bear Witneſs to the Lox p Jeſus? Let ws un- 
dergo the Trouble with Chearfulneſs. The Fight it 
but ſhort, the Reward is eternal, Let us remember 
the LoRD, what à cruel Death he underwent for 
us, and with what guiltl:ſs Blood tus are redeem'd, 
and what Torments the Martyrs have patiently en- 
dured. When they were brought to Execution, 
and the Ropes, by which the Horſes were to drag 
them through the Streets, were faften'd to their 
Feet, the Student, affrighted with the Terrors of 
Death, and allured by the fair Promiſes of the Le- 

te, recanted. But the Merchant, like an un- 

aken Rock, told them: That their Hopes of any 
Recantation from him were but * — * - am 
ready te die (ſaith he) for the Goſpel of t RA 
Jeſus. And ſo being — roles thro” the Streets, 
he was brought to the Place of Execution, and 


Ix 1421, Picbel, the chief Magiſtrate of the 
City of Litomeritia, having taken Twenty-four of 
the chief Citizens, and amongſt them his Son- in- 
Law, put them in an high Tower, and at laſt 
brought them out, half dead with Hunger and 
Cold, and adjudg'd them to be drown'd. When 
they came to the River Albis, their Wives, Chil:

Upon the Coming of 
ſome Officers to — ArgP them, the Miniſter faid 
to them all: A that will Ire godly in Chriſt Jeſus, 
muft ſuffer Perſecution; therefore come forth, and 
follow us to Priſon, which they did. The King 
delieving the Slanders that were raiſed againſt them, 
as that” f they were attempting Sedition, &c. com- 
manded the aged Miniſter to be tortured; bot he 
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Falling into an Extaſy, felt no Pain at all. The 
Tre ſuppoſing him to be dead, took him 
down from the Rack; but after ſome Hours, he 
came to himſelf, and 4 by the Imerceſion of an 


was diſmiſſed. 


Eren aſter there came forth from the 
Kingan Edict, forbidding all Paſtors to adminiſter 
Holy Services without Ceremonies; and withall, 
reatening Death to thoſe that ſhould adminiſter 
to the Brethren, called now by the hatefull Name 
of Piccards. The Brethren hereupon were brought 
into great Extremity, being like Sheep deſtitute of 
Shepherds. Preſently came forth a new Edict, 
That none of them ſhould be ſuffer'd to live either 
in Bohemia, or Moravia. Hereupon they were 
diſperſed amongſt the Woods — Mountains, 
dwelling in Caves; where yet they were ſcarce ſafe, 
ſo that they were forc'd to make no Fire, nor dreis 
any Meat, but in the Night-time, leſt the Smoak 
ſhould betray them.

them. After ſome Debate, they reſoly d, that Chriff 


had given this Authority to his hs Ouch, that ſuch as 
were ordain'd themſelves, might ordain others. 
But yet ſome Scruple aroſe, WEhs ſuch gs were 
but — might ordain without a Biſhop? 
Wherefore they met together, and with Faſting, 
Prayers and Tears, they ſought unto Gop to re-

terwards making a Scrutiny, by Lot, the Loxp 
anſwer'd them: That it was lawfull for Preſbyters 
to ordain Preſbyters, which occaſion'd great Joy 
unto them. 


Tusk Brethren then deliberated among them- 
ſelves, whether they ſhould join with the /alden-

The Purity of their 
Doctrine and Chriſtian Converſation, much pleaſed 
them; but it much diſpleaſed them, that 

— Ss pw: the Truth, not openly profeſling it 
as _—_ ought; but to avoid —— they fre- 
quented the Churches of the Papiſts, and ſo com- 
municated with Idolaters.

Maxx therefore were apprehended and put into 
Prifon, where they were kept for a Time: 
But, through the wonderful Working of Go p, 
the more the Enemies labour'd to put out this 
Spark, the more it broke forth into a Flame: For 
many of their Peers ſubmitted to the Diſcipline of 
the — building Churches for them in theit 
Towns and Villages, fo that in the Year 1500, 
they had in Bohemia and Moravia, about 200 
Churches. | 


AFTER the Death of Pogiebracius, Uladiſlaus, a 
Polmian ſuceeeded in the Kingdom; to whom 
The Brethrm wrote an Apology, by Reaſon of 
many foul Accuſations that were carry'd to him 
againſt them. This ſo exaſperated their Enemies, 
that they endeavour'd, by a moſt impudent Inven- 
tion, to ſtir up the Hatred of all Men againſt them. 
The Way they uſed, was this: They ſuborn'd a 
wicked Villain to fay: That he came from amongſt 
them, and that he had been an Elder; but had 
therefore forſaken them, becauſe in their Meetings 
they uſed to blaſpheme GopÞ, the Virgin Mary, 
and the Saints, to mingle themſelves inceſtuouſly, 
after the Manner of the Adamrtes, to commit 
Murder, and practice Witchcraft, &:. They led 
this Man through the Towns and Cities, as a 
Spectacle. Then they brought him to the Church, 
where they made him abjure his pretended Errors, 
and beſeech the People to pray for him, os

. But the Devil was fogled herein; for the Bre- 
threng by Nes Writings, did conſute theſe Lies; 
and the Villain, he often to forſwear him- 
ſolf, in the Sight of the People, confeſſed at laſt, 
That he was ſuborned to do what he did, and that 
he knew nat any of the Piccards. - And thus far it 
made for Good, that ſome, to make Experience of 
lo great Villainies, began privately and diſguis'd, to 
frequent the Aſſemblies of the Brethren; and fhnd- 
ing it to be far otherwiſe than it was reported, aſ- 
1 themſelves with them, as with true Chri-

SHORTLY after the reſtleſs Enemies of Gop and 
is Church, raiſed another Perſecution againſt the 
Brethren of Bohemia, For ſome Biſhops conſult:

ſeverely puni Piccards. The King being 
diſpleas'd at her Requeſt, only nadded his Head, 


ut gave no Anſwer at all. Yet the Biſhops, in his 

reſence, began to draw up the Edit. The King 
going into his Chamber, fell down on his Knees, 
and with Tears beſought Gop to forgive the Guilt

- Two Years after, the Biſhops by their Reer 
tunity prevail'd with the King, that ſharp Reme- 
dies ſhould be uſed 3 thoſe —＋ Evils, as 
they pleas'd to call them; whereu an Edit was 
ſent forth, that all the Piceards, — Diſtinc- 
tion of Sex, Age ge, Or Quality ty, ſhould be ſlain. 
This Mandate was — to the Aſſembly of 
the States at Prague, by two Biſhops. Divers of 
the chief Nobles op it, ſo that eighteen Months 
were ſpent in Debate, before any Thing was done; 
but at laſt, by the cunning Artiſice of the Chan- 
cellor, and his bloody Aſſociates, it was confirm'd 
by the greateſt Part of the Nobility, in the Pre- 
ſence of the King; and a mutual Confederacy was 
enter d into, that it ſhould be proſecuted with an 
armed Power: But Gop followin ſome of the 
chief Contrivers of it with ſundry Judgments, it 
almoſt came to N 


In theſe Troubles, moſt of the Miniſters were | 
eurned out ef their Places, fo that they durſt not 
pus nor pray, but in private. And a certain 

obleman, having apprehended fix of the Brethren,

The Seryant anſwer'd: All 
are not agreed. The Chancellor aſk'd him, 
Who yr — the States of the Kingdom? 
The Servant ſaid: There is one in Heaven, tobe, if 
He were not preſent at your Caunſels, you have con- 
ſulted in vain. The Chancellor reply'd: Thoy 
Knave, thou ſhalt find that as well as the reſt, Aud 
riſing up in a great Fury, a Carbuncle immediate» 
ly roſe upon his Foot, which turn'd to a fore Dil- 
caſe, whereof he died miſerably. 


ANOTHER Nobleman of theſe Perſecutors, as 
he was hunting, his Horſe threw him, and his 
Arrow ran into his Thigh, and came out of his 


Loins, whereby he died a moſt painful Death.

Is the mean Time the Brethren being much en- 
couraged by Letters from Luther, Bucer and Capi 
to, went on conſtantly z and through Gop's Mer- 
cy a great Number were added to the Church, 
till the fatal Year 1547. At which Time Charles 
V. putting the Decrees of the Council of Trent in 
Execution, raiſed Wars aga inſt the Proteſtant Prin- 
ces in Germany. His Brother Ferdinand then ſo- 
licited the Bohemians for Aid; but they refuſed it, 
in Regard of their antient e with the Houſe 
of Saxany. But the German Proteſtants being o- 
vercome with War, Ferdinand entered Bahemig 
with an Army, ſeized on Prague, impriſoned the 
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principal Nobles, Barons and Citizens; ſome he 
„ ſome he beheaded, and upon _— — 
laid erievous Fines, and of others he ſeq 
all their Eſtates, Alſo he difarmed he 
Prague, took away their Priviledges, ban Gro 
ons, whilſt others went into voluntary Exile. 
Tua che Devil raiſed up ſome to lay all the 
Blame upon the Brethren; to > which malicious Sug- 
yam the King giving Heed, he firft, by an open 
Proclamation, commanded all their Churches to be 
ſhut up, and then took away their Peers, and ba- 
niſhed them 'all out of his Realms. When this 
Thunder-Bolt came abroad, the Brethren _ 
amongſt themſelves, that they would be more faith- 
ful to Gop and their Conſciences, than had 
been; and ſo by common Conſent, dividin 
ſelves into three Companies, they went into Poland; 
and all' of them had Experience of an admirable 
divine Protection in their Journey; eſcaping ſome 
that might, and would have robbed them, but that 
they were reſtrained by Gop. Alſo in moſt Places 
— — they found Chriſtian Commiſe 
— — of Men, and courteous En- 
tertainment in Polar, though moſt of them were 
Papiſts. Yet not long after, the Biſhop of that 
Part where they were, got a Mandate from the 
King to drive them away. Then they were forced 
into the fartheft Parts of Pruſſia, where they 
wp Place of Habitation allotted to them, by 
Duke Albert of Brandenburg ; and one Paul Speratus, 
a Proteſtant Biſhop, having conferred with them 
about their Faith, was aux * — n 
ble to them. 


Tur next Edict that Ferdinand ſet forth againſt 
the Brethren, was for the apprehending of all their 
Miniſters; whereupon ſome of them retired into 


* others, that ht be near their 
: _— Flocks, 


Flocks, hid themſelves. in private Places, and in 
the Night-Time viſited the Faithful. This con+ 
tinued for ſome Years, but at laſt three of them 
fell into their Enemies Hands; yet one of them, 
through the admirable Providence of Gop, eſcap» 
cd out of a deep Dungeon in the Caſtle of Prague, 
and fled to his Brethren in Prufſia. As he paſled 
through Poland, he preached the Goſpel, and thrg' 
Gop's Mercy, many of the Nobility, and others 
were converted by his Miniſtry ; ſo that in a few 
Years he erected twenty in Poland. 


In 1549, Ferdinand publiſhed another Decree 
for the extirpating both of the Brethren and. Lutbe- 
rans. About 200 Miniſters that had receiv'd Ordi- 
nation in Germany, or that were married, were ba- 


niſhed out of the Kingdom. 


Tux Baron of Schanow, a Man of much Expe- 
rience and Learning, being, apprehended, under 
Pretence of ſome Conſpiracy againſt Ferdinand, 
was impriſoned, examined, and laid on the Rack. 
He with an Heroick Indignation bitouthis T 
and caſt it away, and being aſked why he did it, 
he wrote on the Wall; 7 did it becauſe I would: not 
by any Tortures be brought. to any thing falſe 
againſt my ſelf or others. He alſo in writing taxed 
the Tyrannical Proceedings againſt himſelf and 
— citing. the King and his Counſel- 
lors to appear and anſwer it before the Tribunal 
of Gop, and ſo ſhortly after died. 


AFTER the Death of Ferdinand, Maximilian 
ſucceeded, in 1564, who being of a peaceable Diſ- 
poſition, could by no Means be induced to decree 
that any ſhould ſuffer for their Faith. 1

< AFTER the Death of Rodulphus, 
thias, who coming into Robemia, called an Aſſembly 
of the States, in 1617, but it being Harveſt Time, 
few appeared. Ta thoſe that appeared, Matthias 
Aid, That fince he had no Iſſue he would adopt 
Ferdinand for his Son, and deſired he might be 
crowned.. The Orders aſſembled, affirmed, That 
a Matter-of that Co could not be done 
in the Abſence of the united Provinces. Cz/ar 
_ urged, that what Bohemyza ſhould do would be con- 
firmed by all the reſt, and that it could not be de- 
ferred till another Time. In Brief, the Orders 
proteſted, That the Term of Receiving him King, 
was new; that he ought firſt to be choſen, and then 
received: And ſome perceiving that there was no 
Place for a free Voice, z others, partly al- 
lured by Promiſes, and partly deterred by Threats, 
Raid, and were preſent at the Coronation of Ferdi- 
nand; after which he preſently went into Moravia, 
Stlefaa, 2 Luſatia, requeſting to be received for 


FERDINAND the Second, Emperor of Ger- 
many, being thus obtruded upon the Babemians, con- 
trary to the ancient Conſtitutions and Cuſtoms of 
the Kingdom, retired preſently into Germany. 
Thereupon the Enemies of the Truth began openly 
to threaten the Proteſtants; and it appeared ſuffici- 
ently that Ferdinand ſware to the Orders with his 
Mouth, but in his Heart to the Pope. Preſently 

after his Departure, the popiſh Biſhops, Clergy,

Proteſtation. Vet he reſol wd to revenge thisT reaſon 
(as he called it) by Force of Arms. The Habemi- 
aus an the other Side reſolved to defend themſelves; 
and for that End they choſe thirty Directors, and 
the Meravians and Sileſians reſolved to join with 
them, when they 
Cauſe of the Quarrel. This indeed was that which 
the Enemies aimed at, and therefore they provok- 
ed the Bohernians by all Ways, that ſo they might 
make a Conqueſt of Bohemia. For this End an In- 
peraal Army preſently entered the Kingdom under 


Dampier, and a Spaniſh. Army under Bucguoy, 


I the mean time the States reſalyed not to ad- 
mit Ferdinand to be thair King, for he was an open 
Enemy both to their Religion and Liberties, and 
obtruded upon them vithout a due Election. They 
alſo ſent Embaſſadors to Francfert, (where the E- 
lectors were met to chooſe a new Empe- 
ror,) deſiring that Ferdinand might not be admitted 
amongſt them as King of Bebemia, But notwith-+ 
ſanding all this, he was admitted and chofen Em - 
peror. The Bohomuans in the mean Tune choſe 
Frederick, Elector Palatine, for their King. This 


more enraged their Enemies, ſo that they ſent ano; 
ther Army under Aaxi milian of Bavaria, which 


took two Proteſtant Towns by Storm, and put all to 
the Sword, and every where made a great Slaugh- 
ter among the Proteſtants. Then the Imperial 
Armies. came to Prague, which was thereupon 
ſtruck with a panick Fear ; and the Proteſtant Ar- 
2 overthrown in a ſet Battle under the 


perceived Religion to be the 
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the City to them z the Conqueror promiſing to keep 
Articles agreed upon, but he performed nothing 
lefs. By their ſubtile and flow Proceedings, they 
did more Miſchicf to the Church of Chri/ than they 
had done lately by their vutrageous'Fury. | 


A little before this, (when'it was debated at Nen 
how they ſhould deal with the Been, and Girs 
mans after the Conqueſt,) it was agreed; That, 
ſeeing their former ſtrong Purges, which they had 
uſed to expel heretical Humours, had not prove 
efletual, they reſolved not to put them to Death, 
wherein they gloried as in Matyrdom; but rather 
to — . and to the hateful Name of 
Inquiſitron into the milder Name of Reformation. 


AnD whereas there was a Debate amongſt the 
Imperialiſis at Prague, whether all the Proreftants 
ſhould be preſently baniſhed; the Negative was re- 
ſolved on, derbe they would then carry much 
away with them, and fo ſpoil the Province, and 
endure their Baniſhment with greater Eaſe ; there- 
fore they concluded that they muſt firſt be ſquees- 
ed, and depfived of their s. For this End 
the Soldiers at Prague were authorized to plunder 
the Houſes of the Noblemen and Citizens; yet this 
was done at ſeveral Seaſons, and moſtly in the 
Night; by which Means, as the Enemies boaſted, 
they took from the Proteflants ſome Millions of 
Gold : For indeed hither were all their Riches 
brought in the Time of War, as to a Place of the 

teſt Security. As this fell to the Commanders 
hares, ſo the neighbouring Places were expoſed to 
the Fury of the reſt, the common Soldiers robbing 
and ſpoili Villages, Towns, and Churches, burn- 
ng and killing without any Reſtraint. 


TEN Commiſſioners were Tent Abroad, pro- 
miſing Security to thoſe Noblemen, Knights, Cor- 
PO- 
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rations, and Miniſters, that would bring in a good 
m of Money to pay the Army, which yet they 
would not receive as a free Gift, but only deſired 
to borrow it. Cæſar's Protection was alſo promiſ- 
ed to thoſe that were liberal, the reſt were threat- 
en'd to be plunder'd by the Soldiers. They ſet 
don alſo, what Sums they expected from every 
one within ſuch a Time; and promiſed, That 
when that was paid, the Soldiers ſhould be remoy- 
ed; which made every one — their Plate, 
Money, and Jewels, the more willingly. | 


: — CommIss10NERS were then ſent to require cer- 
tain Cities, that 3 the Proteſtant Noble- 

men, to maintain the ing Forces of the King- 
dom, and to contribute Corn for their publick 
Granaries. - But whilſt they were fed with a vain 
Hope of leſſening or removing the Soldiers, there 
were more enliſted, which raiſed the Taxes fo high 
as was impoſſible for the People to pay.

A Nobleman, 
and a Miniſter hearing of Soldiers that were com- 
ing that Way, conveyed themſelves into a Place 
of Safety. The Soldiers when they came, caught 
a School-maſter, and binding him with Cords, ex- 
amined him, Where the Lord of that Place, and 
the Miniſter were, and where they had hid their 


Treaſure? He profeſſed, that he knew neither the 


one nor the other. At this they beat him, firſt 
with their Fiſts, then with their Cudgels; then 
ſtripping him naked, they fo extremely ſinged 
him with Fire, that at laſt he promiſed to bring 
them where the Treaſure was. Having brough 
Vor.

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them to a Ditch full of Stones, for Greedineſs of 
Gold, they emptied it, but finding nothing, they 
deat him afreſh.

PRESENTLY after they lighted on another Mi- 
niſter, whom they ſo miſerably tortured, that he 
died within five Days. They likewiſe ſhameful 
abaſed his Daughters, whom they led away wi 
them. : 


AFTER this, met with another Paſtor, and 
becauſe he had a better Eſtate than the former, 
they tormented him the more.

miraculouſly looſed. Hereupon he got up, and 

went to the Gate, where were three Watchmen; 


one of whom was ſtanding with his Hand on his 
Sword, yet he paſſed by them undiſcovered. 
When he came to the Town Gate, he was known 
by the Soldier that ſtood Centinel; but he, being 
a Bohemian, was overcome by Intreaty, and let 
him paſs over the Bridge, whereby he eſcaped. _ 
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In the Year 1621, there came forth an Edict, 
wherein the Blame of all the former Rebellion (as they 
called it) was laid upon the Miniſters of Prague, 
becauſe they had ſtirred up, by their ſeditious and 
lying Sermons (as they pleaſed to ſtile them) and 
by their Writings, not only the common People, 
but the Nobles alſo againſt Cæſar. Thereupon 
all the Miniſters within Prague, were required 
within three Days to depart out of Prague, and 
within cight Days to depart out of the —— 
and the Provinces belonging thereto, and never to 
return again: And if any, under what Pretence 
foever, ſhould ſtay. or return, or if any ſhould pre- 
{ume to harbour or conceal any of them, that both 
the one and the other ſhould ſuffer Death, _ 


THEN the Churches in Prague were given to 
the Zeſuits, It cannot be e what Lamen- 
tations there were amongſt the People, becauſe 
they were now forc'd to leave their Paſtors, and 
that for ever. Yet the German Miniſters, where- 
uf there were two, were ſuffered to continue, in 
Favour to the Duke of Saxony. Then as many as 
underſtood Dutch, flock'd to their Congregations, 
which ſo vexed the TFeſuits, that they obtained, 
not a Baniſbment, but a gracious Diſmiſſon ot 
them, as they would have it called. Multitudes 
of People followed them, with great Lamentations

The Soldiers domineered exceedingly, 
waſting theſe Mens Eſtates by their Profuſeneſs, 
and abuſing them divers other Ways at their gg + 
ſore; yct the Patience of the one overcame the 
rannical Behaviour of the other. Theſe 5 
Men provided for the Soldiers as long as they 
could; but when all was gone, — 
n_ themſelves from Dan ght; others

- Wan this prevailed not, the Taſk 5 nn 
ing that City was committed to Dor Martin, who, 
accompanied with a "Troop of Curaſſiere, and him-. 
ſelf brandiſhing a naked Sword, entered into the 
City. The Citizens trembled at his coming, hav- 
ing heard of his at other Places; where- 
upon, that very Night, Multitudes of them betook 
themſelves to Flight, thinkin to hide themſelves 
in neighbouring Villages. This eauſed Don Mar- 
tin to get an Edict, That none ſhould barbour Ex- 
ales, * a hour Penalty, R 

Tux Year after, à Senate at nee was N 
lected out of the Apoſtates. The Mayor bei 
daſe and illiterate Perſon, all the Citizens were ll 
oppreſſed with Soldiers, ſo that they either fled with 
their Wives and Children, leaving all behind 
them; or elſe were fain to ſubmit their Necks to 
the Antichriſtian Yoke, 4. 


The next City whether: theſe Refbrmers vent, 
was: Boliſlavia, where the Orthodox Religion had 
continued for 200 Years, and'it was the Pritcipal 
Seat uf The Brethren, There they cjeQted their 


Miniſters, and placed in their Rooms two crafty 


Friars, who by all Means fought” to pervert the 
People, 
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People; but when this prevailed not, they brought 
in three Companies of Soldiers to quarter upon 


them. Then ſome of the Citizens were baniſhed; 
others caſt iuto Priſon; and three of the Principal 


were ſequeſtred, to ſtrike a Terror to the reſt. 


When the Citizens ſtill remained conſtant, they 


were all warned to appear in the Court. Being 
come thither, they were all ſhut up in Rooms, and 
called out one by one. The firſt was the Town- 
Clerk, a weak and timorous Man. They had ſet 
a Ruffian in a Corner, with a Sword in his Hand 
to mect him, whom the fearful Man ſeeing, he was 
ſo terrified, that he promiſed to turn. Gatholich. 
They ſo rejoiced at this Beginning, that they diſ-

two Men free. Five Months after, one of them 
was made an Alderman, that fo they might have 
their Spies in every Place. There was alſo cun- 
ning Seducers ſent thither to withdraw the- Peo- 
ou from their Religion. 


Wren this prevailed not, in 1525; thiy took 
the Names of every Citizen, commanding them 
conſtantly to go to Maſs; or elſe for every Omiſ- 
tion they ſho forfeit five erer 


Tu bringing in more Soldiers, they com- 
manded all nas to be preſent at the ido- 
latrous Proceſſion; and becauſe the Recorder came 
not, they ſent a Whole Company of Soldiers to 
plunder his Houle, who alſo abuſcd and chreaten d 
his Wife. 


Tux Year aſter they brought in more Soldiers 
quartering them in the principal Mens Houſes, in 
ſome Ten, in ſome Twenty, and in others Thirty, 
who abuſed them fearfully; but, through Gop'sAf- 
ſiſtance, they bore it with ſuch admirable Patience 
that the Enemies were weary of plaguing them, 
and began to be more moderate.

Martin having 
Intelligence of it, ſent ſome Soldiers after them, 
that ſtript them of their Goods, and brought the 
Women back and caſt them into Fetters, refuſung 
to releaſe them, till both they and their Huſbands 
turned Catholicks. 


AT Tua, a chief Offices of the Kingdom ſolli- 
cited the Citizens to turn Catholrcks, which they 
refuſing to do, he complained. of it to the Ze/arts 
at Prague. - Upon this, Don Martin was ſent chi- 
ther, who entring * ſent his Soldiers into 
the Senators Houſes, licenſing them to abuſe them 
at their Pleaſure; ſo that in a ſhort Time, many 
were forced to Apoſtacy, Then that other Officer 
ſet a great Fine upon the City, becauſe they turned 
Cathalicks for another Man's Sake, and would not 
for his. Thus the poor Proteſtants. were abuſed on 
every Hand to fatisfy the Luſts of theſe Tyrants;/ 


Tux another Noble-man with a Band of Sol- 
diers, went to the City of Rokizan, and Lyranni- 
cally abuſed the People for their Religion; torbear- 
ing no kind of Inſolency that they could think of. 
Amongſt other Projects, this was one; He cauſed 
I the Citizens to write their Names in three

I the Vear 1209, there were certain learned 
Men in France, Diſciples of one Almeric, at 

Paris, who, upon Examination, was found to 
hold: That Gon was ns otherwiſe preſent in the Sa- 
cramental Bread, than in any other That it was 
. Idolatry to build Altars to Saints, or to worſhip their 
Fl Images: That the P ape was Antichriſt, and Rome 

VoI. VI. M Babylon: 
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Babylon: That Gon was not ſeen in Himſelf, but 
by bis Creatures. When they could not be drawn 
to recant theſe Tenets, they were condemn'd to 
be burnt at Parris; which was accordingly exe- 
cuted. The Body of their Maſter was digg'd up 
out of the Church-yard, and bury'd in the Field. 


| Ix 1524, At Melden, in France, there was one 
John Clark, who ſet up a Bill upon the Church- 
door, againſt the Pope's Pardons, lately come thi- 
ther; wherein he call'd the Pope Antichriſt. For 
this he was apprehended, and adjudg'd to be whipt 
three ſeveral Days, and then to — a Mark burnt 
in his Forehead, as a Note of Infamy. His Mo- 
ther, a good Woman, when ſhe ſaw her Son fo 
ſcourged and branded, encourag'd him, crying 
with a loud Voice: Bleſſed be Chriſt, and — 
be theſe Marks for his Sake. Afterwards he re- 
moy*'d from thence, and remov'd to Metz, in Lor- 
rain, where for ſome Time he follow'd the Cal- 
ling of a Wool-carder. All the People of this 
City uſed, once a Year, to go forth into the Sub- 
urbs, to worſhip ſome Idols there. John Clart, 
inflamed with Zeal, went the Night before, and 
broke down all thoſe Images. The next Morn- 
ing, when all the Clergy and People came to the 
Place to worſhip them, they found all their Idols 
broken upon the Ground, This ſet all in a Tu— 
mult, and there was great Searching after the Au- 
thor of this Deed. John Clark was quickly ſuſ- 
peed and apprehended; who, at once confels'd 
the Fact, and told them the Reaſons why he did 


It. 
THe People hereupon cry'd out againſt him, in 
2 great Rage. He profeſs'd the pure Doctrine of 


the Son of Gop before the Judges; and therefore 
was condemn'd to a cruel Death, which he ſuſtain d 


with admirable Patience and Conſtancy. 
Nor 
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Nor long after, Mr. John Caſtellane, Doctor in 
Divinity, born at Tournay, being through God's 
Mercy, call'd to the Knowledge of the I ruth, be- 
came a zealous, fervent, and faithfull Preacher ot 
it in divers Places. At laſt he was taken Priſoner 
by the Cardinal of Lorrain's Servants, by whom 
he was carry'd to the Caſtle of Nommeny, where 
he endur'd much Cruelty ; yet {till he perſever'd in 
confeſſing the true Dodtrine of the Sox of Gov. 
Ihen he was carry'd to the Caſtle of Vic, and after 
ſome Time was condemn'd, degraded, and deli- 
ver'd over to the Secular Power, with this Speech: 
My Lord Fudge, we pray you as heartily as we can, 


for the Love of GoD, and the Contemplation 74 tender 


Pity and Mercy, and for Reſpet to our Prayers, 
That you will not in any Paint de any Thing, that 
ſhail be hurtful to this niferable Man, or tending to 
lis Death, ar the Maiming of his Bady. He was 
afterwards burnt alive; which Death he underwent 
with Patience and Comfort. 


Ix the Year 1540, One 8 endeavour- 
ing to convert his Friends and Kinsfolk in Paris, 


was betray'd by them, and adjudg'd to have his 
Tongue cut out, and then burnt. 


STEPHEN BRU NE, at Rutiers, for the conſtant 
Profeſſion of his Faith, was condemn'd to be burnt. 
When the Fire was kindled, a great Wind fo 


drove the Flame from him, that he ſtood for an 


Hour, exhorting and inſtructing the People. Then 
they brought Oil, Veſſels, and more Faggots, yet 
ſtill the Flame was driven from him. Vikki 
the Hangman, thruſt him through the Belly with 
a Pike, threw him down into the Fire, and after 
he was burnt, ſcatter'd his Aſhes in the Wind. 


AT Roan four Chriſtians were condemn'd to be 
burnt, and being carry'd to the Stake in a Dung- 
M 2 cart,

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cart, they ſaid: Bleſſed be GoD, we are here reput- 
ed as the Excrements of this World, but yet our 
Death is a fweet Savour unto GoD. 


In 1549, there was a Miniſter, called Florent 
Venote, caſt into Priſon at Paris, where he lay 
above four Years, in which Time there was no 
kind of Torment, which he did not endure and 
overcome. Amongſt other Tortures, he was put 
into fo narrow a Place, that he could neither ſtand 
nor lie. He remained there ſeven Weeks, where- 
as there was never any Malefactor before that 
could endure it fiſteen vs but he either grew 
lad or died. At laſt when a great Shew was 
made at the King's coming into the City, and di- 
vers other Martyrs in ſundry Places of it were put 
to Death; Florent alſo, having his Tongue cut 
out, was brought forth to ſee their Execution, and 
laltly was himfelf burnt. e 


ABOUT the ſame Time, one Anne Audebert, as 
ſhe was going to Geneva, was apprehended and 
brought to Paris, where ſhe was adjudged to be 
ſent to Orleans and burned there. hen ſhe was 
had forth to Execution, a Rope being put about 
her, ſhe called it her Wedding-Girdle, wherewith 
ſhe ſhould be married to Chr:/?. Being to be 
burned on a Saturday, the faid: On à Saturday [ 
was firſt Married, and on a Saturday I hall be 
Married again. She rejoiced much when ſhe was 
put into the Dung-Cart, and ſhewed ſuch Pati- 
ence and Conſtancy in the Fire, as made all the 


Spectators wonder. 


Is 1552, three godly Men were apprehended at 
Lyons, and condemned for the Truth. When 
they were led forth to Execution, two of them had 
Ropes put about their Necks. The third, having 


ſerved the King in his Wars, was favoured to have 
none

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none: Whereupon he ſaid to the Lieutenant: 7 
alſa deſire to have one of theſe precious Chains about 
my Neck in Honour of my LoRD. This being 
granted, they all went Singing to the Fire, where 
with much Patience, they yielded up their Spirits 
unto GoD. 


Nor long after, one Matthew Dimenet was ap- 
prehended in the fame Place. He formerly had 
lived a moſt wicked Life, full of all F [thine and 
Abominations. He had been alſo a Searcher out 
of the Profeſſors of the Goſpel, and a great Perſe- 
cuter of them; yet at laſt it pleaſed Gop to ſhew 
him Mercy, and he was converted to the Know- 
ledge of the Truth. Being apprehended and ex- 
amined, he made a ſtout Profeſſion of his Faith. 
During his Impriſonment, he had great Conflicts 
with the Infirmity of his Fleſh, but eſpecially with 
the Temptations of his Parents, Kindred, and 
Friends; yet the Lok p fo ſtrengthened him, that 
he endured Conſtant to the End. At his Burnin 
he ſpake much to the People, and was hearken'd 
to with great Attention, 


Stmox LALox, coming upon ſome Occaſions 
from Geneva into France, was apprehended. by the 
Buliff of Dyon, and by him Impriſoned and Rack- 
ed to force him to confeſs what Fellows he had: 
But that not prevailing, he was condemned to be 
burned. At his Death, the Executioner ſeeing his 
Faith, Patience, and Conſtancy, was ſo wrought 
upon thereby, that he fell into great Terrors of 
Conſcience, fo that he was near to utter Deſpair, 
and all the Promiſes of the Goſpel could ſcarce 
comfort him. At laſt, through God's Mercy, re- 
ceiving Comfort, he with al his Family removed 
to the Church of Geneva, where hc afterwards 
lived till his Death. 
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N1icnoLAs NaAILE, carrying ſome good Books 
to Paris, was there apprehended, and made a bold 
Confeſſion of the Faith, for which he was cruelly 
totmented, and all his Joints racked aſunder. Be- 
ing condemned, he was carried to the Stake, where 
they put a Gag into his Mouth, which they tied 
in ſo hard with a Rope about his Head, that Blood 

ſhed out of his Mouth. They alfo beſmeared all 

is Body with Oil and Brimftone, fo that at the 
firſt taking of Fire, all his Skin was ſhrivelled to- 
ther, whilſt his inward Parts were untouched. 
e Cord being burnt a-ſunder, and the Gag fall- 
ing out of his Mouth, he praiſed Gop in the 
idſt of the Fire, till he yielded up his Spirit un- 
to Him. 


PETER SERRE was at firſt a Prieſt, but Gop 
of his Mercy revealing his Truth to him, he went 
to Geneva, and there learned the Shoe-maker's 


Craft, whereby he maintained himſelf. Having a 


Brother at Thelouſe, he went thither to inſtruct 
him out of a ſingular Love to his Soul. His Bro- 
ther's Wife not being well pleafed herewith, re- 
vealed it to one of her Companions, who informed 
the Official againſt him. Hereupon he was appre- 
hended and carried before the Inquiſitor, to whom 
he made an excellent Declaration of his Faith, 
and fo was delivered to the Judge. The Judge 
who aſked him of what Occupation he was? He 
laid: I am of late a Sboc- mater. Then the Judge 
aſk'd him of what Occupation he had formerly 
been? He faid: I am aſhamed to utter it, or to re- 
member it; it being the worſt and viliſt Science of all 
others in the World. The Judge and People ſup- 
poſing, that he had been ſome Gat-purſe or Thief, 
were more importunate to know what it was; but 
Shame and Sorrow ſo ſtopped his Mouth, that he 
could not declare it. At laſt, through their im- 


portunate Clamour, he told them, he had been a 
| Poprſh 
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Popiſh Prieſt. This fo incenſed the Judge, that 

he "preſently condemned him to be Degraded, to 
have his 1 ongue cut out, and to be Burned ; which 
was accordingly executed. In the Fire he ſtood as 
quict, looking up ſtedfaſtly to Heaven at the Time 
of his Burning, as if he felt no Pain at all. This 
cauſed wonderful Admiration in the People; and 
one of the Parliament ſaid: It is not the beſt Way to 
bring the Lutherans ts the Fire, for it will de more 
Hurt than Good. 


In 1558, Nicholas of Fonvile, a young Man, 
that had lived at Geneva, coming into France to 
get up ſome Money that was owing to him, was 
betrayed, apprehended and condemned. Being 
carried in a Cart to Execution, his Father met 
him, and would have beaten him with a Staff, but 
the Officers not ſuffering it, were about to have 
{tricken the old Man. The Son ſeeing it, cried 
to them to let his Father alone, ſaying: That he 
had Power over him to do to him what he would. 
At the Place of Execution he had an Iron Ball put 
into his Mouth; and ſo he patiently took his Mar- 
tyrdom at Fonvile. 


In 1559. Henry II. King of France coming in- 
to the Parliament at Paris, there was one Anne du 
Bourg, (a noble Counſellor, a Man of ſingular Un- 
derſtanding and Knowledge, and bred up in the 
Boſom of the Church of C 92 who made a bold 
Speech before him, wherein he rendered Thanks 
to Almighty God, for moving the King's Heart 
to be preſent at the Deciſion of ſo weighty a — 
as that of Religion was; humbly nceaing him to 
conſider well thereof, ſecing it was the Cauſe of 
Chriſt Himſelf, which of __ ght ought to be 
maintained by Princes. But th King inſtead of 
hearkening to ” this good Fe rs ſo far incen- 
ted gain him, — he cauſed him to 9 
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ended by the Earl of Montgomery, Conſtable of 
France, and to be carried to Priſon, proteſting to 
him in theſe Words; Theſe Eyes of mine ſhall fee 
thee burnt. Preſently after he ſent a C ion 
to the Judges to — 2 his Procels.. 


DuRrinG his Impriſonment, there was a godly 
Woman, who was a Priſoner in a Chamber juſt 
over againſt his, who, at her Window, ſometimes 
by Words, at other Times by Signs, did much 
encourage him to perſevere conſtantly in the 
Truth, whereby he was ſo comforted, that when 
ſome of his Friends perſwaded him to recant, he 
ſaid: Gop forbid! For a Woman hath taught me 
Leſſon, hoto I ought to carry my ſelf in thss Bufoneſ+ 
He. was often examined about ſundry Points of Re- 
ligion; and being once aſked, Whether he had 
conferred with any about them, he anſwered; T hat 
he had conferred with his Books; eſpecially with the 
Holy Scriptures. | 


Having drawn up a Confeſſion of his Faith, 
he intended to preſent it to the Parliament; But 
ſomes Advocates that belonged to the Court, who 
pretended to have a great Love to him, labour'd 
to draw him to make another Confeſſion; not con- 
trary to Truth; but in ſuch ambiguous Terms, 
as might ſatisfy the Judges. Du Bourg long reſiſt- 
ed, but at laſt was prevailed with to draw up ſuch 
a Confeflion. As ſoon as this came into the Hands 
of his Judges, great Hopes were conceived of his 
Enlargement. But when the Chriſtian Congre- 
gation had gotten a Copy of it, they were much 
grieved: whereupon they ordered Maſter Augu/tint 
AMarlorat, a learned and godly Miniſter (who atter- 
wards in 1562, together with three worthy Coun- 
fellors, was hang'd at Rean) to write a large Dil- 
courſe concerning the Duty of ſuch, as were called 


to bear Witneſs to the Truth of Gop before Ma- 
| giſtrates; 
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iſtrates; exhorting him more highly to prize the 
Jlory of Gop, than his own Liberty; the Truth 
of his Goſpel than a ſhort and tranſitory Life; 
ſhewing that the Fame of his Conftancy was ſpread, 
not only through France, but all Chri/tendom over; 
That he had been a Means to confirm many weak 
Ones, and cauſed others to enquire after the Way 
of Salvation; that all Mens Eyes were fixed on 
him, fo that if through Fear he ſhould enterprize 
ought, that ſhould contradict his firſt Profeſſion, 
he would give much Scandal and Offence; and 
therefore he exhorted him to give Glory to Gon; 
telling him, that then he might aſſure himſelf, 
Gop would never leave nor forfake him. 


Tus Letters brought Du Bourg to a Sight of 
his Sins, for which he aſk'd Pardon of Gow, and 
without any further Delay wrote to the Judges 
retracting his laſt, and proteſting to ſtand to his firſt 
- nfeſſion; fo that ſhortly after he was condemn- 


In the mean Time great Feaſts were prepared in 
the Court, for Joy of the Marriages the King's 
Daughter and Siſter, which were ſoon to be celc- 
drated. The Day whereof being come, the King 
employed all the Morning in examining the Pre- 
hdent, and other Counſellors of the Parliament a- 
gainſt Du Bourg, and other his Companions, that 
were charged with the ſame Doctrine: intending to 
gut his Eyes in fecing their Execution; and then 
went to Dinner. 


Ar rx Dinner, the King, (being one of the 
Defendants at the Tilting, which was near the Pri- 
lon where Du Bourg and his Fellows lay, ) enter'd 
the Liſts, and behaved himſelf valiantly, breaking 
many Spears againſt Count Montgomery and others; 
whereupon he was highly commended of the Spec» 

| | tators ; 
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tators; and all thinking that he had done enough, 
deſired him to give over. But he, being puffed up 
with their Commendations, would needs run an- 
other Courſe with Montgomery, who, kneeling on 
his Knees, craved Pardon, refuſing to run againſt 
him. The King being eagerly ſet on, command- 
ed him on his Allegiance to run, and put the Spear 
into his Hand. Montgomery, thus enforced, addreſ- 
ſed himſelf to the Courſe, and the King and he 
meeting, brake their Spears, and the King's Hel- 
met falling down at the ſame Inſtant, one of the 
Splinters of Montgomery s Spear entered juſt into his 
right Eye, and fo pierced his Head, that his Brains 
periſhed. "This Wound, being incurable, killed 
him within eleven Days. Thus his Hope of ſeeing 
Du Baurg burned was fruſtrated. Du Bourg's Ex- 
ecution thereupon was deferr'd for fix Months 
longer; when he, having conſtantly perſever'd in 
the Confeſſion of his Faith, was firſt degraded, 
and the next Day carried out to Execution. The 
Judges appoined fix or ſeven hundred Horſe and 
oot well armed, to guard him. He was firſt 
hanged, and then his Body was burnt to Aſhes. 


THose of the Religion, (the Name whereby the 
Proteſtants were commonly known) ſeeing them- 
ſelves deſtitute of all Human Aid, reſolved in all 
their Dangers, inſtead of ſeeking to Man for Help, 
to pray to Gop, to hear his Word, to continue 
in true Obedience unto it. This they did, and by 
their living in great Love and Concord one with 
another, — — of Papi/ts were ſo ediſied, that 
whole Troops of them left the Maſs, and made 
open Profeſſion of the Proteſtant Religion. 
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PERSECUTION 


In the Time of the 


Civil Wazs. 


N 1562, the Duke of Guiſe paſſing towards 
Paris, and coming near to Yaſſy, heard a Bell 
which he underſtood rang to a Sermon, which 
was to be preached in a Barn, wherein were af- 
ſembled about Twelve Hundred Men, Women, 
and Children. He went preſently with all his 
Troops to the Barn, and entering it, cried out: 
Death of Gon! kill, kill theſe Huguenots ! Then 
lome of them ſhot at thoſe, which were in the 
Galleries, others cut in Pieces ſuch as they met 
with. Some had their Heads cleft in twain; o- 
thers had their Arms and Hands cut off, ſo that 
the Walls and Galleries were died with Blood. 
The Duke, with his Sword drawn, ſtood amongſt 
them, charging his Men to kill without ſpariogs 
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eſpecially the young Men. Some of theſe, getting 
upon the Roof, hid themſelves there; but at length 
ſome of this Bloody Crew eſpying them, ſhot at 
them, whereby many of them were ſlain. Then 
they fell to Murdering all, without Diſtinction. 
Many Men and Women were flain. Others eſ— 
— being fore Wounded, but died ſhortly after. 
_ The Miniſter in the Beginning of the Maſſacre 

ceaſed not to preach, till one diſcharged his Piece 
againſt the Pulpit. Then falling upon his Knees, 
he intreated the LoRD to have Merey upon him, 
and upon his poor perſecuted Flock; and ſo com- 
ing down from the Pulpit, attempted to eſcape; 
but by the Way he received divers Wounds. 
Finding himſelf as he thought, Mortally Hurt, he 
cried : LORD, into Thy Hand I commend my Spirit, 
for Thou haſt redeemed me, O Lord, thou GOD of 
Truth! Before he was flain, ſome took him and 
carried him before the Duke, who ſaid to him: 
It he made thee Jo bold thus to ſeduce” the People? 
Sir, ſaid the Miniſter, I am no Seducer, but hat: 
faithfully preached the Goſpel of Jeſus Chriſt to them. 
Then the Duke curſed and ſware, ſaying: Deat/ 
ef GoD! dith the Goſpel teach Sedition? He then 
called the Provoſt, ſaying: Take this Varlet and 
hang him upon. @ Gibbet. Then was he delivered 
to two Pages, who baſely abuſed him. The Po- 
piſh Women alſo threw Dirt at him, and could 
ſcarce be reſtrained from tearing him to Pieces. 
He was kept cloſe Priſoner, none being ſuffercd to 
bring him Neceſſaries; yet at laſt, through Gop's 
Mercy, he was releaſed, at the earneſt Requeſt of 

the Prince of Portion. They broke down the Pul- 
pit and ftripp'd the Dead naked; and ſo the Duke 
departed, ſounding his Trumpets as if he had ob- 
tained a great Victory. 


Wu he came to Paris, he, with the Conſta- 


ble and Marſhal of St. Andrews, ſeized * the 
ing; 
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King, overthrew the Places where they of the Re- 
ligion uſed to aflemble; which ſo encouraged the 
Popiſb Party, that in every Place they fo abuſed the 
Prote/tants, as the moſt cruel Barbarians would 
have been aſhamed to do. This cauſed a Civil 
War, wherein the Duke of Guiſe, having taken 
Roan, ſacked it for the Space of three Days, and 
executed many of the Citizens. 


Nor long after he went to Orleans, boaſting 
that within twenty-four Hours he would win the 
Town, and ſpare neither Man, Woman, nor 
Child in it; and that he would fo deſtroy the 
Town, that the Memory of it ſhould be extinct 
for ever. But Man purpoſes, and Gon diſpoſes. 
For the ſame Night, a young Gentleman, named 
John Poltrot, (ſhot him with his Piſtol, ſo that he 
ſhortly after died. After his Death, Peace was 
concluded between the Queen-mother and the Pro- 
te/tants. But before this Peace took Place, thoſe 
of the Religion ſuffered much in ſundry Parts of 
the Realm. 


Ix Chalans there was a Miniſter, called Four- 
ner, apprehended and ſpoiled of all that he had. 
They {ſtripped him alſo of his Apparel; inſtead 
whereof, they put him on a Thread-bare Cloak, 
and ſo carried him away in a Cart, by Reaſon of 
an Hurt that he had gotten in one of his Feet. By 
the Way, they did nothing but ſcoff at him, and: 
every Moment he was in Danger of his Life. The 
rude People alſo had almoſt pulled him to Pieces. 
But it pleaſed Gop, that he was preſerved by thoſe 
who had deſigned him to Death. When he came 
to Munchen he was caſt into Priſon, and after a 
While there came a Captain to him with many 
Soldiers, who, mixing Mocks and Threatnings to» 
gether, ſware that he ſhould be hewn in Pieces. 
After them came in ſome of the Jndges, who com- 
Vor. VI. N manded 
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manded the Jailor to load him with Irons, ſaying: 
Jan are no better than St. Peter, whom they laid in 
trons. But if you have as much Faith as be, Gon 
will deliver you as He did him, by ſending an Angel 
to you. I will not, faid Fournier, compare my /eif 
with St. Peter; yet it is not Twelve Years ago, ſince 
for preaching the ſame Doctrine, that Peter did, I 
was impriſoned at Tholouſe, and there was admir- 
ably delivered. And though Peter was delivered out 
of Priſon, yet in the End he ghrified Gop by his 
Death. And if I ſhould be counted worthy with him 
to ſuffer for the Truth, may it not be ſaid, that I 
have the like precious Faith with St. Peter? When 
they were gone, the Jailor forbore putting Bolts 
upon him, becauſe of his fore Leg, yet he puthim 
into a ſtraiter Priſon. 


AFTERWARDS, the Duke of Guiſe being made 
Governour in that Place, he was put to the Tor- 
ture. Firſt they ſtrained his Thumbs fo hard with 
a ſmall Cord that Blood came forth. Then turn- 
ing his Arms behind his Back, they hoiſted him up 
with a Rope put between his Thumbs, twitching 
him up and letting him down five or fix Times. 
br, alſo tied great Stones to both his great Toes, 
and let him hang till his Spirits failed. Then they 
let him fall with ſuch Violence upon his Face, that 
he was grievouſly hurt thereby. Then he was 
thrown into Priſon, and they would not ſuffer him 
to have a Chirurgeon to cure him of the Gaſhes, 
which the Cords had made in his Fleſh, even to 
the bare Bones. His Torment and Anguiſh was 
very great; neither could he lift his Hands (which 
he was likely to loſe the Uſe of) to his Mouth. 
But it fo fell out by God's Providence, that after 
he was condemned, there came News of the Duke 
of Cuiſes Death. At this his Enemies began to 
tremble; and ſome of his Judges coming to him | 
into Priſon, aſked him: If he did nat bear 8 
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Mill? He anſwer' d: Men of my Religion ought nat 
to beer Malice to any; being enjaned of GOD to love 
ard pray for theſe that perſecute them. He added: 
Ilhatfeever Troubles have befallen me, tuere none 
other, but 2 as GOD fore-ordained for the 
ſetting forth of his own Glory, for which I ejteem my 
5 meſ happy. Vet I warn you ta lay to Heart the 
Il'rong you have done me, left the Vengeance of GOn 
ſhould ſooner or later overtake you for it. The next 
Day, Bulf, one of his Perſecutors, having receiv- 
ed Letters from the Conſtable of France to releaſe 
him, ſwore, that he ſhould be delivered indeed, 
but into the Hands of the Populace. 


IT pleaſed Gop, that, juſt at that Time, the 
Prince of Portion came by with his German Soldi- 
ers, which were on the Prote/tant's Side. They ſent 
Word that they would not let ſo much as a 
Houſe ſtand in Chalpns, except they would deliver 
Fournier. This fo aftrighted his Enemies that they 
releaſed him out of Priſon, protected him from the 
Violence of the Multitude, and conveyed him in 
Safety to the Prince. He was kindly entertained, 
all grieving for the Miſeries which he had endured; 
Two Days after he preachcd before the Prince and 
his Followers. The Day after, at the earneſt Re- 
queſt of the Proteſtants of YVitry, he went to them 
to Preach and Baptize their Children. Shortly af- 
ter he was called to Ver, where he gathered a 
gregation, and ſpent ſome Time amongſt them 
with wonderful Fruit: But by Reaſon that he was 
ſo extremely weaken'd by his ſtrait Impriſonment 
and Tortures, (being above Fifty Years old) he 

ſoon after finiſhed his Courſe. 


AT Montargis, there liv'd the Lady Rene, 
Dutcheſs Dowager of Ferrara, and Daughter to 
King Lewis XII. The Duke of Guiſe ſent thither 
one Malicorn, who entering the Town, W d 
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ſome of the Religion, and committed other Outrag- 
es. He then proceeded fo far as to threaten the Lady 
to batter her Caſtle with Cannon-Shot, if the would 
not deliverupthoſe of the Religion, which were with 
her. The Princeſs anſwer' d: I charge you, lock 
what you enterprize; for no Man in the Realm can 
command me but only the King. I you proceed to bat- 
ter, I will land in the Breach, to try whether you 
dare kill the Daughter of a King. And take Notice, 
{ want neither Means nor Power to be reveng'd on 
vour Boldneſs; even to the Infants of your rebellious 
Race. This ſtout Anſwer made Malicorn depart. 


AT Mans 200 Perſons, Men, Women, and 
Children were put to Death. The Houſes of the 
Prote/tants were pillag'd. Such as were fled, were 


executed by their Pictures, their Goods confiſcated, 


and their Children made uncapable of their Offices 
and Eſtates; yea, of inheriting their Lands. Some 
they beheaded, others they hung up or maſlacred, 
and being half dead, threw them into the River. 
Above 120 Men, Women, and Children were 
murder'd in the neighbouring Villages. One Cap- 
tain threw above 50 Perſons into his Fiſh-pond to 
feed his Pikes, and above as many more were thrown 
into Ditches. 


AT Angers, a godly Miniſter, and above 80 
other Perſons were executed. A Gentlewoman, 
aged 7 Years, was beat to Death, and afterwards 
they drew her Body through the Streets, and threw 
it into the River, Gring: There is the Mother of the 


Devil, that freach'd to the Huguenots, (the com- 
mon Name of the Prateſtants in France.) A Coun- 
ſellor's Wife, that lay Bed-rid, was murder'd, and 
Women and Maids were raviſh'd. All that were 
but ſuſpected to be of the Religion, were maſlacred, 
and their Houſes pillag d. They broke a Captain 

upon 
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upon a Croſs, contrary to their Faith given, and 
left him hanging, in great Miſery, till he died. 


In 1562, a Decree was made by the Parliament 
of Paris, commanding all Catholicks immediately 
to riſe in Arms, to ſound the Bells in every Place, 
to deſtroy all thoſe of the Religion without Re- 
ſpect of Quality, Sex, or Age, to ſpoil their Houſes, 
and utterly to root them out. This encourag'd all 
Sorts to riſe in Arms, forſaking their Vocations, 
and to march againſt the Proteffants. | 


In Ligueul, they hang'd up ſome, put out the 
Miniſters Eyes, wy as. burnt him in a ſmall 
Fire, In other Places they committed infinite Vil- 
lanies. One young Man they flay'd alive. The 


Village of Aze they burnt down, and maſſacred 


zo Perſons therein. A Miniſter, call'd Jabn de 
Teur, aged 75 Years, was burnt by them, 


AT Tours, 140 Perſons were murder d, and caſt 
into the River. Divers others were drown'd, ſpar- 


ing neither Man, Woman, nor Child. The Pre- 


ident being ſuſpected to favour them of the Rel:- 
gion, was beaten with Staves, ſtripp'd to his Shirt, 
hang'd up by one Foot, with his Head in theWa- 
ter up to his Breaſt; and whilſt he was yet living, 
they ript up his Belly, pluck'd out his Guts, and 
threw them into the River. Then ſticking his 
Heart upon the Point of a Lance, they carry'd it 
about, ED This is the Heart of the Preſident of 
the Huguenots. 


SHORTLY after, the Duke of Monpenſier came 
thither, who caus'd Gibbets, Wheels, and Stakes 
to be ſet up, whercon ſome Hundreds, eſpecially 
of the richer Sort, were murder'd. When they 


put any Man or Woman to Death, they enter'd 
N 3 their 
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their Houſes, murder'd thcir Children, and took all 
their Goods. | 


THERE was a poor Woman, whoſe Huſband 
was drown'd a little before, who had a young In- 
fant ſucking at her Breaſts, and a beautiful Daugh- 
ter, of about fixteen Year old in her Hand. Theſe 
Villains drew them all to the River. When they 
came there, the Woman falling on her Knees, 
pray'd * to Gop. Then ſhe took her In- 
fant, and laid it upon the Graſs. In the mean 
Time this Helliſh Rabble endeavour'd, partly by 
Threats, partly by fair Promiſes, to ſeduce the 
young Maid. One of them with more Flattery than 
the reſt, promis'd to marry her, if ſhe would con- 
ſent to his Will. At this, the poor Girl ſtood in 
Diſmay. Her Mother, who was ready to be 
thrown into the River, perceiving it, earneſtly ex- 
horted her Daughter, to perſiſt in the Truth. The 
Daughter then cry'd out: I will live and die with 
7 =. whom I know ta be a virtuous IVoman. 
p/ for your Threats and Promiſes, TI regard them not; 
do with me as you 7 ap he Mother was then 
thrown into the Water, and before ſhe was dead 
they threw in the Daughter after; who getting to 
her Mother, they mutually embrac'd each other, 
2 fo yielded up their Souls into the Hands of 
OD. 29 


In the ſame City: there was a godly Matron, 
whoſe Name was Gee, who was carry'd before the 
Captain, to whom ſhe gave a Reaſon of her Faith, 

and confirm'd it by evident "Teſtimonies of Scrip- 
ture. She diſputed alſo with ſome Eriars, whom 
ſhe ſo filenc'd, that they had nothing to ſay, but 
that ſhe was in a damnable Condition. It ſeems 6 
indeed, (faid ſhe) being in your Hands; but I have 
4 Gop, that will not fail, nor forſake me. She 
was then committed to Priſon, where ſhe was __ 
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ſollicited to recant, but all in vain: For ſhe ſpake 
her Mind freely, and comforted the Priſoners which 
were in the ſame Priſon for Religion. When ſhe 
was condemn'd to be hang'd, and the Rope was put 
about her Neck, ſhe kneel'd down, praiſing and 
magnifying the Name of Gop, in that He bew d 
her ſuch Mercy, as by this Death to deliver her out 
of the Troubles of this wretched World; as alfo, for 
that it pleas'd the Lox D to honour her fo as to 
call her to die for his Truth. She then breakfaſted 
with the Company, and when ſhe had given Thanks 
to God, ſhe exhorted them to be of Courage, 
and to truſt to the End in his free Mercy. As the 
went to Execution, a Kinſwoman met her, with 
her little Children, and perſuaded her to recant; 
telling her, That thereby ſhe might preſerve her 
Life, and ſee her Babes provided for. This wrought 
ſo upon her motherly Affection, that it made her 
ſhed Plenty of Tears; but preſently taking new 
Courage, the faid: I love my Children dearly; yet 
neither for Love to them, nor for any Thing = in 
the World, will I renounce my Gop, or his Truth. 
Gop will be a Father to theſe my Children, and will - 
provide better for them than I could have done; and 
therefore I commend and leave them to his Providence 
and Protectian. At the Place of Execution, hav- 
ing pray'd to, and praiſed Gop with a chearfull 
Heart and Voice, ſhe quietly refign'd up her Spirit. 


In YValougnes, divers Perſons of good Quality 
were maſſacred, and the Houſes of the Proteſtants 
were filled with Soldiers, that did what they liſted 
therein. Amongſt other Outrages, they flew a 

ly Minifger, call'd Monfiexr de Yalougnes, whoſe 

y they ſtript naked, and dragg'd it up and down 

his Houſe with Scorns and Jeers. At laſt, bring- 

ing the Corpſe into the Chamber where he uſed to 

preach to his People, they ſpurned at it, ſaying: 

Now pray to Gop, and preach if Thou * . 
ri

Prieſts that were preſent, ſtuff d his Mouth and 
Wounds with the Leaves of his Bible, faying: 
Preach the Truth of thy God, and call upon Him 
now to help thee. 


One Monluc, having defeated a Party of the 
Proteſtants, near Blois, under Monſieur Duras, he 
took divers Priſoners, moſt of whom he hang'd, 
eſpecially the Miniſters. Amongſt the Priſoners 
was 2 in call'd La Mothe, whom Monluc 


meeting with, gave him divers Stabs with a Dag- 


„and thruſt him through with a Rapier, ſaying: 
Valais, thou Halt die in Spite of GoD! But he 
rov'd a Liar; for he being carried away, tho' he 
had many mortal Wounds, yet was wonderfully 
cur d, and liv'd afterwards. 


In Guillac, the Murders committed upon the 
Proteſtants were many and horrible. Amongſt 
others, this was one of their Practices: There was 
the Abbey of St. Michael near the City, built upon 
a high Rock, under which ran a deep and rapid 
River, call'd Tar. They forc'd many of the Pro- 
teſtants to go up to the Lop of this Rock, and then 
they threw them down headlong into the River. B 

the Way there was another Rock, upon whi 

moſt of the Bodies falling, were daſh'd to Pieces. 
If any eſcap'd with Life, into the River, there were 
Cut. Threats, waiting upon the River in Boats, to 
knock them on the Head. Amongſt ethers, there 
was one Peter Domo, an Apothecary's Servant, 
who, ſeeing them bent to murder him, requeſted, 
That he might have Leave to caſt himſelf down 
from the Top of the Abbey, provided, that if 
Gop ſhould preſerve him in the Fall, that they 
would ſufter him to eſcape with Life; whereupon, 
having made his Prayers to Gop, he fetch'd his 

Leap from the Top of the Abbey, and flew ſo far, 


that

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that miſſing the Rocks under him, he fell ſafely 
into the River. He then endeavour'd to ſwim out 
with Life; but theſe perfidious Villains, contrary 
to their Promiſe, knock'd him on the on and 
ſlew him. 


In Souraize, there was one Capt. Durre, who, 
with his Soldiers, going into the Houſe of a godly 
Widow, call'd Caftille Rogues, caus d her to be 
bound with Cords, and a Rope to. be put about her 
Neck, by which he haled her up and down, almoſt 
ſtrangling her. Then he aſk'd her, How often 
ſhe ola ay'd the Whore, with thoſe of her Religion? 
She anſwer' d: That in their Chriſtian Meetings they 
had no ſuch Villanies committed. Durre fr 
fuming at this Anſwer, took her by both _ 
Cheeks, and often daſh'd her Head with great Vio- 
lence againſt the Wall. Then he requir'd her to 

give him the you Pieces of Gold, which ſhe had 
Fd. She told him, She was a poor Woman, and 
had only one Frexch Penny. This enrag d him 
more; whereupon he drew x up again by the 
Neck, and apply'd burning-hot Eggs to her Arm- 
pits, *till they were all b Fea th, bidding her, in 
Deriſion, — cry aloud to her F acher which was in 
Heaven. She anſwer d: I will nat cry alaud; and 
jet my Gop can hear me well enough; and when his 
Pleaſure is, He will: deliver me out of thy Hand. 
This made him blaſpheme ſo, that the poor Wo- 
man was more afflicted to hear his Blaſphemies, 
than with all her Pain. Then calling her Huguenot 
Whore, he told her: That theſe were but the Be- 
ginning of her Sorrows, except ſhe fetch'd him out 
her Gold; for he would draw her Checks and 
Breaſts with Lard, and fo roaſt her quick, and af- 
terwards throw her headlong from the higheſt Stee- 
ple in the Town. Well, (faid ſhe) If you throw 
ny Body never ſo low, that /hall not hinder my Soul 
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from aſcending into Heaven. This her Courage and 
Conſtancy did ſtill further enrage him. Then he 
open'd her Mouth witha Dagger, and cramm'd Lime 
down her Throat; after which he made her drink 
a Glaſs of his own Urine, and then threw the 
Glaſs into her Face. At laſt he carry'd her to his 
Quarters, where he intended to have ſlain her; but 
ſome of the Neighbours, pitving her Condition, 
redeem'd her from him with Ten Crowns, and 
2 her to her Houſe, where ſhe dy'd ſhortly 
er. 


In Tholouſe, the Papiſts fell upon the Proteſtants, 
hurt many, kilPd ſome outright, and threw di- 
vers into a Well. Then ſome Counſellors pro- 
claim'd, That they ſhould not ſpare to kill and 
ſpoil all thoſe of the Religian, for that they were li- 
cens'd by the King and Pope fo to do. This ſoon 
ran through all the Villages, and the Papiſts rang 
their Bells upon the News. There were in The- 

buſe, about 30,000 Proteſtants, ſo that there be- 
gan one of the moſt horrible Maſſacres, that ever 
was in thoſe Parts. The Priſons were preſently ſil- 
led and many were knock'd on the Head at the Pri- 
fon Doors, becauſe they could hold no more. The 
River, in a ſhort Space, was cover'd with dead Bo- 
dies. Many were thrown out of the Windows into 
the Street. If any ſought to eſcape out of the 
Water, they were preſently flain wih Swords or 


SOME of the Proteſtants got into the Town- 
Houſe, where they ſtood upon their Guard, and 
at laſt it was agreed, That leaving their Arms, they 


ſhould depart in Safety; ſo after they had receiv'd 
the Sacrament, and commended themſelves to 
Gop with Prayers and Tears, they came forth. 
But cont to the Faith and Promiſe made to 
them, the Popiſh Party ſeiz'd upon as _ as 
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they could, whom they caſt into Priſon. Of ſuch 
as got out of the City, ſome eſcap'd to Aontan- 
bon; others, in the Way, were ſpoil'd and kill'd 
by the Soldiers and Peaſants. 


In Limous, the Papiſts uſed all Manner of Cru- 
elty, deflouring the Women, nay, even the very 
Girls, in a moſt deteſtable Manner. The Mini- 
ſter was ſlain, and two Gentlemen, together with 
ſixty others were hang d. A Widow, of a great 
Family, redeem'd the Virginity of her only _— 
ter with a great Sum of Money; but the Vil- 
lain, that promis'd to defend her, raviſh'd her in 
her Mother's Preſence, and then kill'd them both. 


Is Nonnay, Monſieur Chaumont, having ſurpriz d 
the Town, murder'd many Proteſtants, ſpittin 
out horrible Blaſphemies againſt Go p Himſelf. 
A Lockſmith, being commanded to blaſpheme 
Cop, and, on refuſing to do it, was immediately 
hewn in Pieces. Another, for the ſame Cauſe, was 
brained with the Butt-end of a Muſket. A Nai- 
lor, becauſe he would not give himſelf to the De- 
vil, was drawn about his Shop by the Ears; then, 
being laid on the Anvil, they his Head in 
Pieces with Hammers. Three of the Principal in 
the Town were thrown down from a high Tower. 
Many others were thrown down to make Sport. 
Some were burnt in their Houſes; others thrown 
out at Windows; others ſtabb'd in the Streets; 
Women and Maids were moſt ſhamefully hand- 
led. A young Woman, that was found hid in an 
Houſe, with her Huſband, was raviſh'd before his 
Face; they then forc'd her to hold a Rapier, while 
one forcing her Arm, made her kill her own Huſ- 
band therewith. - | | 
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In Foix, many Proteſtants were caſt into Priſon, 
of whom ſome had their Arms and Legs cut off, 
and then were beheaded; ſome burnt, ſome hang- 
ed, and others ſent to the Gallies. | 


Ix Orange, they kill'd the Proteſtants without 

Diſtinction of Age, Sex, or Quality. Some th 

ſtabb'd; others they threw upon the Points of Hat 

berds; ſome they hang'd; others they burnt in the 
1 Churches; ſome had their Privy-Members cut off; 
neither Old, nor Bed- rid, nor the Diſeas'd in the 
Hoſpitals were ſpared. Sucking Children were 
maſſacred at their Mother's Breaſts. Girls of 
five or ſix Years old, were raviſh'd and ſpoiled. 
The Wounds of the Dead were filled with Leaves 
T2 torn out of the Bible. Thoſe in the Caſtle being 
190, that had yielded upon Promiſe of Safety, were 
| all ſtabb'd, or thrown over the Walls. 


In Maſcon, the bloody Perſecutors apprehended 
a godly and learned Miniſter, call'd Bonnet Ber, 
who was of a very unblameable Life, and had been 
Twenty Years in the Miniſtry; during which, he 
had been put to his Ranſom three Times. dy 
carry'd him along the Streets with a thouſand Sco 
and Scorns, ſmiting him with their Fiſts, and 
thruſting him up and down. As they paſs'd along, 
they made this Proclamation: I hoſocuer will hear 
this holy Man preach, let him come to the Slaughter- 
Hauſe. Lo this Place he was led, where they again 
buftetted and mock'd him two Hours together. 
Secing them bent upon his Death, he requeſted 
them, That before he died, they would permit 
him to pray to Gop. Then one ſtepping to him, 
cut oft half his Noſe, and one of his Ears, ſaying; 
Now pray as long as you will, and then we ſhall ſend 
thee to all the Devils. This holy Man then kneel- 
ing down, pray'd with ſuch Fervency of Spirit, 
that he even drew Sighs from ſome of the Mur- 
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| derers. Afterwards directing his Speech to him, 
that had cut off his Noſe, he faid: Friend, I am 
now ready to ſuffer what thou haſt further to inflict 
upon me. But I entreat thee and thy Companions, to 
bethink you wes 4 the Outrages committed by you a- 
gainſt t ty; for there is a Gon in Heaven, 
before ks Tribe you muſt ſhortly give an Ac- 
count of theſe your Crueltiet. A Captain paſſing by, 
ſaid: Send that wretched Man to the Devil. One of 
them, hearing this, took him by the Hand, pretend- 
ing to have him to the River, to waſh off his Blood ; 
but when he came there, he threw him into it, 
and batter'd him with Stones till he was drown'd. 
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MassACRE at PARIS. 


N the Year 1571, after the End of the third 
Civil War in France, great Means were uſed 
to draw the Chief of the Proteſtants to Paris, 
under Pretence of a Marriage between the Prince 
of Navarre, and the Lady Margaret, Siſter to 
Charles IX. King of France. In the mean Time, the 
Papiſts in Roan murder'd divers Proteſtants, as they 
came from a Sermon, and grievouſly beat others. 
This ſeem'd much to diſpleaſe the King, and three 


or four were executed for the Mutiny. Then the 


Articles of Marriage were agreed upon. The 
Place appointed for the Celebration of it was Pa- 


ris, and Admiral Chatillon was ſent to by the King, 


to be preſent at the Wedding; and to prevent all 
Jealauſics, thoſe of the Hauſe of Guiſe were ſent 
away; whereat they ſcem'd much Tn 
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The Admiral was allow'd to bring with him fifty 
Gentlemen arm'd for his greater Security. When 
he came to Paris, he was honourably receiv'd and 
conducted to the King, who call'd him his Father, 

oteſting, That in a 1 his Life, he had not feen a 
Pay more agreeable to his Mind, than that; where- 
in he aſſured himſelf to fee the End of all T roubles, 
and the Beginning of firm Peace and Quietneſs in 
his Realm. The Queen-Mother, and the reſt of 
the great Courtiers, receiv'd him with greater Fa- 
vour than he expected. Then the King ſent him 
100,000 Franks out of his Treaſury, for the Lolles 
which he had receiv'd in the Wars. 


ADMIRAL Chatillon had divers Advertiſements 
of the intended Treachery; yet Gop ſo blinded 
him at that Time, tho' a very prudent Man, that 
he gave little Heed to them. Yea, ſuch a general 
Stupidity ſeiæ d upon the Proteſtants, that their 
Minds were warering, and few there were that 
ſhew'd * ney: ouſly bent to Religion; but 
all, reat and ſmall, thinking deeply upon 
Worldly * built them goodly Caſtles in the 


THe Queen of Navarre was ſent for by oy 

wes France to Paris, to prepare all Thin 
7 theWedding. Preſently after her Arriv "ſhe | 

ifick of a F — In her Illneſs, ſhe had — in- 
ward Joy and Comfort, and at five Days End died; 
not without Suſpicion of Poiſon, from certain Per- 
fumes given to her. After her Death, the Surge 
ons were not fuffer'd to open her Head, where 
the Miſchief lay, whereby it was better conceaPd. 


THE Admiral was again advertiſed of his Dan- 
8 but he, reſting upon the Teſtimony — 2 
nſcience, and the Providence of Gop, miſ-in- 
ele thoſe Advi W if they proceeded from 


Men 
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Men defirous of new Troubles. Many Lords and 
Gentlemen of the Religion accompany'd the King 
of Navarre, and the Prince of Cande to Paris. 


TRE _ of France, the better to delude the 
Proteſtants, ſpoke openly, That he gave not his 
Siſter to the King of Navarre only, but, as it were, 
to the whole Church of the Prote/tants, to join 
with them in an indifloluble Union, and as a Tic 


to their Peace and Safety. 


AuGuUST 17, 1572, the King of Navarre and 
the Lady Margaret were marry'd by the Cardinal 
of Bourbon, in the Sight of all the People, and that 
Day was ſpent in Banquets, Dances, and Maſks, 
with a ſtrange Mixture of Prote/tants and Papiſts 
together. In the mean Time the Queen-Mother, 
with the Duke of Anjou, and the Guiſes, conſult- 
ed about killing the Admiral, and dividing the 
Proteſtants. . 


Frvz Days after, as the Admiral came from the 
Court, accompany'd with about fifteen Gentlemen, 
reading a Petition as he went, one ſhot at him 
with a Muſket. The Bullet took away his Right 
Fore-Finger, and hurt him in the Left Arm. I be 
Aſſaſſin had a Spaniſh Jennet at the Back-Door of 
his Lodging, upon which, as ſoon as he had ſhot, 
he mounted and eſcap'd. The Door being burſt 
open, it was found, that the Muſket left behind, 
was brought to the Houſe, the Day before, by one 
Chally, Steward to the King's Houſe, and a great 
Dealer for the Duke of Gui/e. The Admiral be- 
ing convey'd to his Lodging, ſhew'd moſt admi- 
rable Piety, Patience, and Conſtancy. 


Tun King complain'd of the Miſchief, ſwear- 
ing, and promiſing to execute ſuch Juſtice upon 
the Offender, that the Admiral and all his Ne 
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ſhould think themſelves well ſatisfy d. He alſo 
cauſed all the Gates of Paris to be ſhut; Swearing 
and Blaſpheming, That he would not that they, 
which had done the Fact, ſhould eſcape. He alſo 
appointed many Lords and Gentlemen of the Pre- 
te/lants, to lodge in the Admiral's Quarter, the 
better, as he pretended, to ſecure themſelves againſt 
any Danger, | 


In the Afternoon the King went to viſit the 
Admiral, and there, with many Oaths and Prote- 
tations, aſſur' d him of his Love to him, his Care 
over him, and them of the Relrgrion; and that he 
would ſeverely puniſh the Authors of his preſent 
Hurt. Preſently after the Vidame of Chartres, 
(Jobn de Ferriers) advis'd the King of Navarre, 
the Prince of Cande, the Admiral, and other chief 
Lords of the Religion, immediately to depart out 
of Paris; afturing them, That that Blow was but 
the Beginning of the I ragedy, which was ſoon to 
ui but they, truſting to the King's Word, reit- 

ſecure. 


Tus fame Day alſo, the King wrote to the 
Ambaſſadors of Foreign Princes, and to the Go- 
vernors of all his Provinces; declaring how he was 
offended at the Admiral's Hurt, and how ſeverely 
he would punith it; yea, defiring, That all the 
World might know how much he was offended at 
it, And the Queen-Mother wrote the like. 


Iv the mean Time, the Dukes of Ain and 
Guiſe, eraploy'd ſome to go from Houſe to Houle to 
take the Names of all the Prote/fants, and to return 
the Catalogue to them. By this, they of the R- 
on began to diſcover, that ſome bloody Intentions 
were hatching againſt the Admiral and his Friends. 
Ihe King then ſet a Guard at the Admiral's Gate. 
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Great Store of Arms were carry'd into the Lowvre, 
and about Evening all the People were in Arms. 


Tur chief of the Proteſlants hereupon aſſembled 
again in the Admiral's Lodging, where the Vidame 
of Chartres adviſed as before, that they ſhould eſſay 
preſently to carry the Admiral out of Paris, and 
that the reſt ſhould preſently diſlodge; yet all the 
reſt refuſed his Council, reſolving to rely upon 
the King's Word. - | 


Ix the Evening ſome Prote/tant Gentlemen prof- 
fered to watch with the Admiral, but he would not 
ſuffer them. At Night the Duke of G ſent for 
the Captain of the Switzers, ſhewing him his Com- 
miſſion to kill the Admiral, and all his Partakers, 
exhorting him and his Men to be courageous. At 
Midnight the Provoſt, Sheriffs, and Captains of 
every Ward had the ſame ſhewed them, with Aſſu- 
Trance, That through the whole Realm the like 
ſhould be done to all the Proteftants, and that the 
Watch-Word for the general Maſlacre ſhould be, 
The tolling of a Bell in the Palace, at Break of 
Day; and the Badge of the Exccutioners ſhould be, 
A white Handkerchief tied on their Arms, and 2 
white Croſs in their Hats. The Duke of Guiſe and 
his Aſſociates, were to begin at the Admiral's 
Lodging. vu 4 


SOME of the Prote/tants being awakened with the 
Noiſe of Men in the Streets running up and down 
in Arms, and with Torches, gat up to enquire 
what was the Matter. Preſently the Bell rung, and 


the Duke of Guiſe with his Cut-Throats haſted to, 


and knocked at the Admirals Gates. He that o- 
pen'd them was preſently ſtabb d. The Admiral 
hearing a Noiſe, got out of Bed, and joined with 
Mr. Merlin his Miniſter in fervent Prayer; com- 


mending his Soul into the Hands of Gop. Then 
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ſaid he I have long diſpoſed my ſelf to die; ſave you 
your ſeives, if it be poſſible, for you, cannot ſave: my 
Life. I commit my Soul into the Hands and Mercy 
of God. Then Merlin and the reſt got to the Top 
of the Houſe, and crept out of the Windows into 
the Gutters to hide themſelves; yet moſt of them 
were {lain in the next. Houſe. Then ſeven or eight 
Men brake into the Admiral's Chamber, and one 
of them went to him with his naked Sword, offer- 
ing him the Point, to whom he ſaid : Yaung Man, 
thou — to reſpect my Age and Infirmity, yet thou 
halt nat ſhorten my Liſe. With that he thruſt him 
into the Body, and all the reſt laid at him fo, that 
he fell to the Ground, where he lay gaſping. 
The Duke of Guiſe below, called to them to throw 
his Body out at Window, which they did. His 
Face being all bloody, the Duke of Guiſe wiped it, 
and looking on it, faid; I know him, it is he; and 
ſo kick'd him on the Face with his Foot, whom all 
the Murderers in France feared ſo much when he 
was alive. | 


Tune he went out into the Streets, crying: Cou- 
rage, my Feliows, toe have here made a good Begin- 
ning. * us fall upon the Reſt. The King com- 
mands it. It rs his expreſs Pleaſure ; he commands 
it. The Admiral's Head was ſent to the King and 
Queen-Mother, and by them ſent to the Pope and 
Cardinal of Lerrain as a grateful Preſent. When the 
Pope heard it, he ſet apart a Day of publick Thankſ- 
giving toGop, in the Church of St. Lew:s, and pub- 
i{h'd a Bull of extraordinary Indulgences to ſuch as 
ſhould pray for the heavenly Aſſiſtance to the King 


and Kingdom of France. The common People- 


cut off the Admiral's Hands and privy Members, 
drawing his Body about the Streets three Days, and 
then hung it by the Fect upon the Gallows. 


ALL 
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ALL the Attendants of the King of Navarre and 
Prince of Conde, which lay in the King's Palace 
were maſſacred. The like was done to the Lords 
and Gentlemen, that lay about the Admiral's Lodg. 
ing. And then through all the City the Proteftarts 
were murdered, fo that that Night and the two next 
Days there were flain in Paris about 10, 000 
Perſons of all Ranks, and Sexes; yca, they 
ſpared not Children in the Cradle, nor ts in 
their Mothers Wombs. 


THERE were at this Time in Paris about ſixty 
thouſand Menwith Piſtols, Pikes, Poinards, Knives, 
and ſuch other bloody Inſtruments, that ran up and 
down ſwearing and blaſpheming the ſacred Maj 
of Gor, — maſſacring all they . 
The Streets were covered with mangled Bodies; 
Gates and Doors defil'd with Blood. Ihe Shoutings 
and Howlings of the Murderers, mixed with the 
Cries and Groans of the Dying, and the Breaking 
open of Doors and Windows, with the Noiſe of 

uns and Piſtols, made a terrible Noiſe. Multi- 
tudes of dead Bodies were thrown into the Seine, 


which was redden'd with their Blood. 


To colour this their Villany, ow ve it out, 
that the Hugucnats had conſpired to kill the King. 
They alſo boaſted that they had in one Day done 
that, which Procefles, Sentences of Juſtice, and 
open War could not do in twelve Years. 


Tux King certify'd the King of Navarre and the 
the Prince of of all that was done, faying, 
That he ſaved their Lives upon Condition, that they 
ſhould renounce their Religion, and turn Papiſts. 
The King of Navarre deſired him not to force his 
Conſcience, but to remember his Alliance fo latel 
_ contracted betwixt them. The Prince of Con 

with more Zeal told him, that his Body and Eſtate 


Were 
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were in his Power to do with them what he pleaſed; 
but for his Religion he was fully purpoſed not to 
forſake it, but to remain conſtant therein to the 
Loſs of his Life. He put the King in Mind alſo 
that he had given his Faith to him, and to thoſe of 
the Religion, and therefore he hoped he would not 
falſify his Oath. This ſo enraged the King that 
he called him Rebel, and the of a rebellious 
Perſon, with horrible Threatnings that he ſhould 
loſe _ vx „ if within three Days he alter d not 
his Mind. | — 


— 


Tu King and his Confidents, perceiving that | 


this Maſſacre would not quench the Fire, but ra- 
ther ſtir up the Proteſtants in other Pazts of the 
Kingdom to defend themſelves, they preſently diſ- 
patched away Letters to the Governors of I owns, 
with expreſs Commands to maſſacre all the Pro- 
teſtants. At the ſame Lime the King wrote other 
Letters, wherein he laid the Fault of the Murder 
of the Admiral upon the Duke of Cue; pretend - 
ing that he had quieted all Things in Paris, and 
intended that his Edicts of Pacification ſhould hold 
inviolable. A ; 


Uros the Receipt of theſe Letters, the Papi/ts 


fell upon the Prote/tants at Meaux, Trois, Orleans, 
and 'other Places, and murdered them without all 
Pity; beſides ſuch as were maſſacred in Villages and 
Fields, where they thought to ſave themſelves; ſo 
that in a few Weeks there were about 30,000 Per-

deſerve Remembrance, which are theſe that follow. 
Monſieur de la Place, Preſident of the Court of Re- 
que s, had a Captain armed, that came into his 

ouſe, telling him, that the Duke of Cui had ſlain 
Admiral Chat:llon, at the King's Appointiment, with 

| many 
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many other Huguenots, and that he was come to 
protect him in this common Deſtruction; only he 
deſired a Sight of the Gold and Silver that was in 
his Houſe. The Lord de la Place amazed at his 
Audaciouſneſs, aſked him whether he thought there 
was a King or no? The Captain blaſpheming, wil- 
led him to go with him to know the King's Plea- 
fure. Hereupon the Lord went from him to ſecure 
himfelf. Then the Captain rifl'd his Houſe, taking 
above one thouſand Crowns out of it. The Lord 
would have ſecured himſelf in three ſeveral Houſes, 
all which refuſed to entertain him, which cauſed 
him to go back to his own again. Here he found 
= Wite'very heavy, for which he rebuked her,

Kingdom of Goh. Then calling his Family toge- 
— he made an Exhortation to them, went to 
rayer, and began to read a Chapter in Fob.

but ſaw it impoſſible. — after came the 
Provoſt of Merchants, who alſo — needs have 
him to the King. De la Place would have excuſed 
it as before, but the Provoſt would have no Nay. 
Therefore reſolving upon Death, which he ſaw he 
could not avoid, he —— his Wife, and wiſh- 
ing her above all Things, to continue in the Fear 
of Gop, he went on his Way boldly. In the 
Street ſome Murderers that attended there for his 
coming, ſtabbed him with their Daggers, and the 
next Day threw him into the River. 
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PETER RAMOS, the King's Profeſſor in 
Logick, was not forgotten. The Murderers break- 
ing into the College of Prieſts, where he was, maſ- 
ſacred him, and then caſt him out of the Chamber 
Window, ſo that his Bowels guſhed out upon the

A YOUNG Man going early abroad on the Sab- 
bath Morning, and hearing of the Death of the 
Admiral, out of a ſingular Affection to his Mother, 
he haſted Home, informed her of the Danger, and 
ſecured her in a Place of great Secrecy. After 
which he ſhut himſelf up in his Study, in Order by 
Prayer to prepare himſelf for Death. The Murder- 
ers ſoon breaking in upon him with Battle-Axes 
- Staves, killed him, and threw him into the 

ver. 


Two Miniſters belonging to the King of Na- 
darre were alſo murder'd, and thrown into the 
River; but Go p miraculouſly preſerved all the 
other Miniſters in the City. | | 


One of the Murderers ſnatching up a little 
Child in his Arms, the poor Babe began 'to play 
with his Beard, and te ſmile upon him; but he, 
inſtead of being moved to Compaſſion thereby, 
wounded it with his Dagger, and caſt it all m 


Gore Blood into the River. 


Tux King's Letters being come to Mraux upon 
the ſame Sabbath, to Cofſet the King's Att | 
there, upon the Sight of them, he preſently went 
about to his Cut-throats, warning them to come 
to him Armed at ſeven o'Clock at Night; withall 
cauſing the Gates of the City to be ſhut up. "The 
Hour being come, he with his Partiſans went up 
and down, cruelly murdering the innocent Ser- 
vants of Feſus Chri/t, in which bloody Employ- 

ment 
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ment they ſpent all that Night. The next Day 
they pillaged their Houſes, and took above 200 
Proteſtants more, and ſhut them up in Priſon. 
The Day after, towards Evening, Ceſſet with his 
| Companions, went to the Priſon, where, having a 
Catalogue of the Priſoner's Names, he called them 
out one by one, and they murder'd them, till th 

were weary. Then they went to Supper, that 

might breatheand themſelves. When the 

had filled themſelves with Wine, they went back 
to glut themſelves with Blood. They took with 
them Butcher's Axes, that they might Diſpatch 
them the more eaſily. With theſe, as they called 
them forth, they knocked them down and mur- 
dered them. Amongſt thoſe that were thus 
Butchered, was an Elder of the Reformed Church, 
who pray'd for his Enemies, for which they laugh'd 
him to Scorn. He having a Buff-Coat on, which 
they were loth to ſpoil, 'd it before, and

T HERE was likewiſe an antient Man, that had 
been Sheriff of the City, whom were not con- 
tent to kill out-right, but firſt cut off his 
Noſe, Ears, and Privy Members, and then gave 
him ſeveral ſmall "Thruſts into the Body, toſſing 
him up and down, till through Loſs of Blood he 
fell down, calling upon the Name of the Loxp; 
and ſo with many Wounds he was ſlain. 


Tur King's Letters being come to Troys, the 
Proteſtants were all ſhut up in Priſon. Then the 
Bailiff ſent for the common Hangman to murder 
them; but he refuſed,” ſaying; That his Office was 
only to execute ſuch as were Lealh condemned; and 
ſo went his Way. Then the Keeper of the Priſon 
was ſent for, who being ſick, he ſent one Martin 
to know what the Buſineſs was. The Bailift im- 


parted the whole Matter to Martin, wiſhing him 
to 
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to murder all the Priſoners; and that their Blood 
might not run out into the Street, he bad him 
make a great Trench in the Midſt of the Priſon, 
and ood certain Veſſels to be ſet into it to receive 
the Blood. This Martin went back with Abhor- 
rence of the Fact; and concealed it from the Jailor. 
The next Day the Bailiff came to the Priſon, and 

ſmiling, aſked the Jailor, If it was done? He be- 
ing ignorant of his Meaning, aſked him, I hat 
bud be dont? Hereupon the Bailiff was ſo enrag- 
ed, that he was ready to ſtrike him with his Dag- 
ger, *till he 'promiſed to perform his Will. Then 


the Jailor went to the Priſoners, who were in the 


Court, and ſhut them up one by one in their ſeve- 
ral Cells; which made them ſuſpect that they were 
deſtin'd to Slaughter; and therefore the — 
themſelves to Prayer. The Jailor calling bis Com- 
panions about him, acquainted them what” was 
given him in Charge, and caufed them to ſwear to 
execute it. But when they approached to the Pri- 
ſoners, they were fo ſurpriſed with Fear, that they 
ſtood gazing one upon another, not having Hearts 
to act fo horrid Deed. Then they returned to the 
Jailor's Lodge, and ſent for eight Quarts of the 
ſtrongeſt Wine, with other Liquors, to intoxicate 
their Brains. Having taken a Catalogue of all the 
Priſoners, they gave it to Martin to call them forth 
in Order. The firſt Prifoner being called for, pre- 
ſented himſelf with a cheerfull Countenance, call- 
ing upon the Name of the Lox o; and opening his 
Breaſt to them, he received the mortal Stroke, 
whereof he died. 


ANOTHER bcing called forth, one of them thruſt 
at him ſeveral Times with the Point of his Halberd, 
and wounded, but did not kill him. Then the Pri- 
ſoner took the Point of the Halberd, and ſet it a- 
gainſt his Heart, ſaying with a ſtedfaſt Voice: 
Vor. I. P Here, 
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Here, Soldier, here. Right at the Heart; right at 
the Heart : And fo finiſhed his Life. 


Tu reſt were all murdered in the like Manner. 
Aſter which, the Murderers made a great Pit in 
the Back-fide of the Priſon, into which they caſt 
the Bodies one upon another; ſome of them being 
yet Alive: Yea, one of them raiſed up himſelf a- 
bove his Fellows, whereupon they threw in Earth, 
and fo ſmothered him. But the Bailiff" Order of 
making a Trench not being obſerved, the Blood of 
the Slain ran ſo abundantly out of the Prifon Door, 
that thence, through the Channel, it ran into the 
River and turned it into the Colour of Blood, 
_ bred an Horror in the very Papiſts them- 

ves. 


AT Orleans, the King's Edict for obſerving the 
Treaty of Peace was ſolemnly publiſhed, which 
made thoſe of the Religion very ſecure; whereupon 
above 300 of them, Men, Women, and Children, 
met together at a Sermon. The fame Night the 
King's Letters came for the Maflacring of them all. 
Then the Mayor and Sheriffs raiſed the Compa- 
nies in Arms to put it in Execution. One of theſe 
Murderers, with ſome of his Companions, went 
to a Counſellor's Houſe, bidding themſelves to 
Supper. The Counſellor ignorant of their Intents, 
made them good Cheer. hen Supper was end- 
ed, uttering horrible Blaſphemies, they Murdered 
him, and then plunder'd his Houſe. 


Max of the Religion inhabited about the 
Ramparts of the Wall, amongſt whom, nothing 
was heard all Night but ſhooting of Guns and Pi- 
ſtols, breaking open of Doors, fearful Out-Cries 
of Men, Women, and Children, that were Mat- 
ſacred, Trampling of Horſes, Rumbling of Carts, 
that carried the dead Bodies away, and the Rav- 
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ings of the Murderers that went up and down, 
crving out: Kill, kill them all, and then take the 
Spoil, 


Or Night ſome of the Murderers came and 
knocked at the Door of a Doctor of the Civil Law, 
and when he opened it to them, they told him, 
That he mii dis. Upon this he fell to Pra er with 
ſuch Ardency and Affection, that they being a- 
mazed and over - ruled by a Divine Power, only 
robbed him and went away. The next Day fome 
Scholars came to his Houſe, deſiring to ice his Li- 
brary, which he ſhew'd them. I hen they atk'd, 
ſome for one Book, ſome for another, which be 

ave them. They told him at laſt they were not 
atished, but they muſt Kill him. Whereupon he 
betook himſelf to Prayer, and when he had done, 
he deſired them to kill him there; but they refuſed 
it. Then they forc'd him out into the Streets, 
and led him by the Schools. He again defired 
them to kill him in that Place, where he had taught 
ſo long, but they ſtill reſus'd. When they had

To fulfill the Meaſure of their Cruelty, ſuch 
Proteſtants as through Fear revolted to them, they 
placed them in the n of their Companies;

- In this Maſſacre, which laſted a whole Week, 
the Papiſis boaſted, that they had flain above 
Twelve Thouſand Men, beſides Women and 
Children ; ſome of them laid Eighteen Thouſand.

In Lyons, Mandelet, Governor thereof, hearing 
of the Maſſacre at Paris, preſently cauſed the City 
Gates to be ſhut, and raiſed Forces, commanding 
them, That if the Proteſtants came out of their 
Houſes, though but with Swords, they ſhould pre- 
ſently kill them. The Proteſtants ſceing a Storm 
coming, which they knew could not ariſe without 
the ſpecial Providence of Gop, ſet themſelves to 
bear it with invincible Patience. The Day fol- 
lowing, if any of them did but go Abroad about 
their neceſiary Occaſions, they were preſently clapt 
in Priſon; and when Night came, the Murderers 
enter'd their Houſes, which they Rifled and Plun- 
der'd; and pretending to carry the Proteſtants to 
Priſon, they tabbed ſome of them in the Streets, 
and others they threw into the River, ſome of 
whom were carried down the Stream Half a Mile 
below the City, by which Means they eſcaped. 
The Day after, Proclamation was made by Sound 
of Trumpet, That all of the Religien ſhould appear 
at ſuch a Place to know the King's Pleaſure con- 
cerning them. Many went, but as ſoon as they 
came, they were ſent to ſeveral Priſons. The 
Night following, every Corner and Part of the 
City was full of lamentable Cries and 1 
partly of ſuch as were Maſlacred in their Houſes. 
my of ſuch as were but half Murder'd, and ſo 
1 to be thrown into the River. From that 


Time there was ſuch horrible Murders committed 


in the City, as if the Devils in the Likeneſs of 


Men, ran Roaring about to do Miſchief. The 


Sabbath Morning following, thoſe that had hither- 
to eſcaped Maſlacring, were Diſpatch'd. 


Ix the Archbiſhop's Houſe there were 350 Pri- 
ſoners ſhut up, and a Crew of Cut-Throats ap- 
pointed to Murder them; to whom the Keys were 
delivered, and they ruſhing into the great Court, 


gave 
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ve Notice to the Priſoners with a loud Voice 
that hoy muſt die. Then having firſt taken all 
the Priſoner's Purſes, they fell upon them; Hack- 
ing and Hewing them in a furious Manner; fo that 
within an Hour and an Half, they wete every one 
cut in Pieces. The Priſoners were all ſlain, with 
their Eyes and Hands lift up. to Heaven, till their 
Hands were cut off. * "a tes 


THERE was a Merchant named Francis de Boſ- 


fu, that had two Sons. The Father ſeeing theſe 


horrible Maſſacres, ſaid to his Sons: Children, tue 
are not now to learn, that it hath always been the 
Portion of Believers to be hated, perſecuted, and de- 
veured by Unbeltevers. I we Suffer with Chriſt, 
we ſhall alſo Reign with Him. Let not therefore 
theſe drawn Swords terrify us, they will be but as a 
Bridge tobereby tur ſhall paſs to Þrernial Lift.. 
have lived long enough among ft the Wicked. Let us 
nu go and live with our Gop. Let us joyfully go 
ofter this 22 that is gone befire us. When 
he ſaw the Murderers come, he claſped his Arms 
about his two Sons, and they theirs about him, as 
if they ſtrove mutually to ward off the Blows each 
from the other, and were afterwards found Dead 
in their mutual Embraces. | 


Tu Murderers went up and down the City 
boaſting that they had Died their White Doublers 
Red in the Blood of the Huguenott. One bragged 
that he had killed an Hundred; ſome more, and 
ſome lefs. When the People went into the Arch- 
biſhop's Houſe, and faw the Slaughter that had 
been made there, though they were Papiſts, yet 
they ſaid: Surely they twere not Men, but Devils 
that did this. The dead Corpſes were carried out, 


and fpread like Dung upon the Earth; and when 
they were about to throw them into the River, an 
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Apothecary told them much Money might be made 
of their Greaſe. Then all the Fat Bodies were 
ſought out, ripped up, and their Greaſe fold for 
three Shillings a Pound: Which being done, ſome 
were tumbled into a great Pit, others thrown into 
the River. The Countries which lay below upon 
the River, were amazed to ſee ſuch Multitudes of 
dead Bodies come down the Stream, ſome with 
their Eyes pulled out, others their Noſes, Ears, 
and Hands cut off, and ſtabbed in every Part of 
their Bodies, ſo that ſome had no Part of human 


Shape remaining. 


THe News of the Maſſacre at Paris coming to 
2 the Gates of the City were preſently ſhut 
up. But it pleaſed Gon, that that Morning moſt 
of the Proteſtants were gone out of the City to 
hear a Sermon. The Report of the ſhutting up of 
the Gates coming to them, ſome of them thought 
it not fit to return; others would needs go back to 
take Order about their Affairs. Theſe were ſuf- 
fered to enter peaceably, leaving their Swords at 
the Gates, the rather to draw in the reſt, amongſt 
whom were divers Counſellors. Great Means 
were uſed to entrap them; and indeed ſome of 
them were enticed to come back. But when they 
ſaw they could get in no more, the J/edne/aday 
Morning following, Soldiers were ſent to break 
into all the Houſes of thoſe of the Religion, and to 

them to ſundry Priſons. The Gates were 
watched that none ſhould eſcape. Command allo 
was given that none ſhould conceal any of the Pro- 
t:ftants. Amongſt the Priſoners were five or fix 
Counſellors, who much comforted and encouraged 
the reſt. Then all the Priſoners were brought to- 
gether into one Place, and Letters procured from 
the King to Maſſacre them. Accordingly, ſome 
lewd Perſons, armed with Axes and Butcher's 


Knives, were ſent to effect it, who calling them 
| 875 out 
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out one by one, Murdered them all; not permitt- 
ing them ſo much as to Speak, much leſs to Pray. 
The Number of the Slain was above 300, who 
were all ſtript ſtark Naked, and their Bodies leſt to 
the View of all for two Days together. Then they 
were thrown naked into Pits one upon another. 
Only the Counſellors were hung up in their lon 
Gowns upon an Elm in the Palace-Yard.

HE Griſen Lords, who were the Sovereign 


Decrees granted Liberty to the Proteſtants 
to exerciſe their Religion freely.

Shortly aſter they 
Murdered ſome others, and ſet Guards upon a 
the Paſſages of the Valley, that none of the Prote- 
ſtants ſhould eſcape them. Then they rang their 
Bells, and raiſed all the Country, and. if any Pro- 
teſtants ſtirred out of their Houſes, they Murdered 
them. They alſo brake into the Houſes of others, 
drew them out of their Beds, and Murdered them. 
Some of the Proteſtants retir'd to the Houſes of 
Papiſts that were near of Kin, or otherwiſe en- 
ged to them, to ſecure themſelves ; but there 
they were betrayed and Murdered. Some they 
Strangled ; ſome they Shot; beat out the Brains of 
others, and others they drowned in the River Alba. 


A NoBLE Gentleman, that had hid himſelf, was 
found by them, who requeſted them to ſpare his 
Life for his dear Childrens Sake. But they told 
him, this was no Time for Pity, except he would 
abjure his Faith, Nay, ſaid he, Gop forbid, that 
to ſave this temporal Life, I ſhould deny my LoRD 
Jeſus Chriſt, 2who with his precious Blood upon the 
Croſs redeemed me at ſo dear a Rate. And having 
through his Grace ſo long, and publickly profeſſed Him, 
that I ſhould now Hazard the Loſs — Eternal Life. 
Hereupon they Murdered him. 'T hey brake alſo 
into the Palace of the Governor, and Murdered 
him. Women and Maids they Defloured; and of 
all the Proteſtants in that Country, there were 
only three that eſcaped over the horrid and vaſt 
Mountains of the Alps into Rhetia. 


Ha vin diſpatched the Proteſtants in this Place, 
they marched to another, juſt at the Time when 
the Proteſtants were at Church hearing of a Ser- 
mon. They were guided to the Place by two 
Friars. The Proteſtants ſeeing them coming, ſhut 
the Church Doors, and barricaded them up with 
Benches, The Villains laboured to break * 
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the Door, but when they could not readily do it, 
they clamber'd up into the Windows, through which 

ſhot with their Muſquets at the People, and 
Wounded and Killed many. The Miniſter being 
a Man rarely endued with Learning and Piety, 
according to the Shortneſs of 'Time, exhorted them 
to perſevere in the Truth, notwithſtanding all the 
Danger. In the mean Time, the Papiſts had 
forced open the Door, where they fell to Murder- 
ing of all without Reſpect of Quality, Sex, or Age. 
Some Lords and Gentlemen were here ſlain. The 
. Miniſter was ſhot to Death. Divers Ladies and 
Children got into the Belfry; but they ſet Fire to 
the Place, and burnt them all. | 


THe Wretches, having thus glutted themſelves 
with Blood in this Place, march'd to Sendres. The 
Papiſts in that Place, hearing of their Coming, went 
to the Juſtice, proteſting, That they would guard 
kim from any Danger, and that they would not 
ſuffer ſuch Villainies to be committed among 
them. Then they beat their Drums, rang their 
Bells, and arm'd themſelves, under Pretence of 
ſecuring the Proteſtants; who, truſting to their 
Promiſes, mix'd themſelves amongſt them to ſtand 
for their own Defence. The Papiſts, concealing 
their Intent, kill'd now one, then another, as it 
it had been by Accident; ſo that divers of them 
were ſlain, yet 1 not find out the Iniquity 


of the Practice. both Men and Women 
ſought to eſcape; but all P being ſhut up, 
they were met with, and murder'd, Then they 
diſcover'd their Practice more openly, killing the 
Proteſtants wherever they met them. | 


HEREvUPON eighteen of the Proteſtants, togt* 
ther with ſome Ladies and young Children got to- 
gether, and the Men being well arm'd, they march- 
ed cloſe together, repulſing their Enemies, * 
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laſt came to a Church in the Mountain of Sandres, 
unto which a Miniſter, and ſome others, in all 
about 73 Men, were ga 
had made their Prayers unto Gop, 
Valley of Malanco, which was beſet by the Enemy 
on both Sides. But ſuch as kept the Paſlages, were 
by God's ſpecial Providence fo aſtoniſh'd, that 
they fled away; and the Proteſtants, though they 
were-purſu'd to the Top of the Mountains,

Then they cut off his Noſe, Ears, and Cheeks, 
and burnt many Holes in ſeveral Parts of his Body 
with hot Irons; continuing theſe Torments til 
they had kill'd him. Yet, thro' the wonderful 
Goodneſs of Gop, ſome Miniſters with their Wives 
and Children, by great Travel, Dangers, and Dif- 
ficulties amongſt craggy and high Mountains, 
were deliver'd out of the Hands of theſe bloody 
Perſecutors. | 


A NoBLE Virgin, that came to Sendres, for the 
Sake of Religion, was ſeiz d upon by theſe Villains, 
and carry'd through the Streets, with the greateſt 
Shame and Diſgrace.

They ſtill continuing to deride her, ſhe manfully 
ſaid: [willingly endure all this, as it becomes me t1 
do, deſwring no better Ujape; ſeeing the ſame was diu 
to my LoRD and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, to his Ap 
"files, and to Thouſands of the holy Martyrs.

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Jeſuits, Priefts and Friars, were the chief Inſtiga- 
tors to theſe Murders, ſtirring up continually all 
Sorts, both of the Gentry and Commonalty, to 
ſhew their utmoſt Zeal therein; and when their 
Deſign was fo ſurely.laid, that they thought it im- 
poſſible to be prevented, they recommended, in 
their publick Devotions, the good Succeſs of a 
great Deſign, tending much to the Advancement 
of the Catholick Cauſe.

JAcoko M1cnErLino, one of the chief Elders 
of the Church of Boby, being taken Priſoner, had 
his two Hands tied to his Privy Members, and fo 
hung upon a Gate in « ſhameful Poſture. - But the 
Shame was nothing to the Torments; the whole 
Weight of his Body hanging upon ſo tender a 
Part, which cauſed moſt exquiſite and almoſt in- 
credible Pain. And this they did to force him to 
renounce his Religion. When'this prevailed' not, 
they took him down, and carried him away a- 
mongſt other Priſoners. Afterwards, having with 
incredible Conſtancy endured a World of other

Paolo GARNIER of Roras, being taken by 
theſe Murderers, they firſt violently pulled out his 
Eyes, then cut off his privy Members, thruſting 
his Yard into his Mouth, and in this Poſture they 
expoſed him to publick Scorn for ſeveral Days to- 
gether.

Stun Pauls Clement, an Elder of the Church 
of Raſſana, was ſhortly after brought to the ſame 
Place by the Monks and Prieſts, and ſhewed the 
dead Body of Pullzus, in Order to ſcare him from 
dis Principles, and Profeflion. But he anſwered 
them with an undaunted Courage: .You may hill the 
Body, but you can never be able to prejudice the Soul 
of a true Believer. He ſaid to them alſo: Gop 
will afſuredly avenge the innocent Hlaad that you 'tbave 
/pitt. Having by fome Ejaculations prepared to 
reſign up his Soul unto Gon, hedefired the Hang- 
man to do his Work, which he accordingly did. 


THREE or. four Days after, the Marquiſs of 
Pianeſa coming that Way, one of the Soldiers diſ- 
charged a Muſquet at his dead Body, whereupon 
there out a Stream of freſh Blood. The 
Marquiſs obſerving this, ſaid to ſome that were 
preſent: This Blood cries for Vengeance. Aſter- 
watds they took both theſe dead Bodies, and hung 
them up naked by one Foot neat to La Torre, and 
when any Priſoner of the Proteſtants * 
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Way, they forced him or her to go and kiſs thoſe 
Parts of them, as might put a like Scorn upon the 
Living as had been put upon the Dead: But by 
Reaſon of the Multitude of Bullets that were ſhot 
through them by the Soldiers, wp at laſt fell to 
Pieces.

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NARRATIVE 


The Wax in the VaLIIES of 


- Piedmont, . 
On Occaſion. af the MassAcRE. 


N the former Part yen have a faithful Narra 
tive of the bloody Cruelties exerciſed in the 
Vallies of Piemont, from April 17, 1655, the 

Day that the Marquiſs of Piane is Forces arriv'd 
at St. Giovanni, to the 21ſt Day of the ſame 
Month. During which Time they made. ſuch 
Havock of the poor Proteſtants, that there was 
now only the little Commonality of Roras which 
was left entire and*untouthed. ' But that — alſo 
might in all Things be made Jike unto their uffer- 
2 ng 
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ing Brethren, and that it might appear the De- 
ſtruction was deſigned to be Univerſal, the Earl of 
Chriftophle upon that very Day, April 21, ſent 


300 Soldiers ſecretly by the Way of Villars, to ſur- 


prize them of Roras, and to put them all to the 
Sword. This Party being got upon à little Hill 
called Rumer, belonging to Roras; it pleaſed Gop, 
that they were met by Soldiers, belonging to 
Captain Jaſbua Granavel (whom Gop raiſed up at 
that Time as a choice Inſtrument for the Preſerva- 
tion of the-poor ſcattered Remnant of his People.) 
Theſe Soldiers were but 7 or 8 in Number, yet 
having been before-hand placed at a convenient 
Poſt to prevent the Inrode of the Enemy, they 
fired upon them, and plied them ſo hard, that 
many of them were kilYd upon the Place, and 
the reſt, ſuppoſing by the great Number of Bullets 
that flew about their that the Ambuſcade con- 
ſiſted of fix Times more Men than there really 
were, they fled back in great Diſorder. ' The 
others perceiving this, they fell. upon their Rear, 
and chaſed them at leaft three Quarters of a League, 
amongſt, the Rocks and Woods, doing notable 
Execution upon them in their Flight. 


Tus Members. of this little Church of Nerat, 
to take away all Occafions of Exceptions, preſent- 
ed their Complaints to the Marquiſs of Praneſ/a; 
who, that he might have the better Opportunity 
to deceive, and ſurprize thera” anfwer'd: That 
thoſe of - bis Soldiers that went to Roras, were but 
Robbers and Out-laws, that had wholly diſobeyed his 
Orders; adding, That they had done him @ ſingular 
Favour in driving them aut of their (Country; and 
that he would take — to prevent tleir being di- 


Aurbed for the future. He then publiſhed an Or- 


der, whereby he ſtraightly his Soldiers, 
not to moleſt them in any Kind hereaſter. Vet he 
perfidiouſly, ſent a Party of 500 choſen Men che 
2 very 
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very next Dey to put bis firſt bloody Deſign in 


As theſe Men were paſſing over a little Hill of 
Roras, they were fo ſaluted by 11 Proteflant Muſ- 
queteers, and 6 Men with Slings, under the Con- 
duct of Captain Gianavel, who had divided them 
into three Squadrons, that the Enemy was ſoon 
put to Flight. This poor Handfull of deſpicable 

Men purſued them for a whole League, flaying a 
great Number of them, without the Loſs or Hurt 
of any one of themſelves ; which ſhews the admi- 
rable Providence of Gon. 


Tux Marxquiſs of Praneſſa, though he had fail'd 
this ſecond Time, yet he was reſolved to make a 
third Attempt. And ſtill to deceive them, he 
made new Promiſes and Proteſtations, that no In- 
jury ſhould be offer'd them, and that in Regard of 
the Interceſſion of the Earl of Chri/fopble, their 
Lord and Patron, he would protect and defend 
them. Yet, the Morrow after, he ſent a 
Party of 700 Men, who firſt ſeized upon, and ſe-

Deſtruction waited for them, unleſs ſome: admi- 
rable Providence prevented it; as alſo calling to 
Mind thoſe Deliverances which Gop had 
vouchſafed to his antient People the Fews) unani- 
mouſly reſolved to caſt themſelves with their Lives 
and Eftates into the Hands of the fame God; reſt- 
ung upon his gracious Pzomules, and freely ſubmit- 
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ting to his good Will and Pleaſure for the Iſſue of 
their Undertaking. The Captain of this valiant 
Party was the aforeſaid Gianavel, who marchi 
up with this little Band, ſuddenly ſuprized, 
carried away their Court of Guard with their Cen- 
tinel from off a Hill where they were placed. The 
Enemy being not a little amazed at this bold At- 
tempt, wi from the Place where they were, 
reſolving to march through a little Meadow, and 
ſo to get to Villars or La Torre. But being not 
nimble enough, the others met with them at Pi- 
ampra, and there flew many of them, without the 
Loſs of one of their '.own Men, and took from 
them beſides, all the Cattle and other Things 
— they had plunder'd from the neighbouring 
CES. . 1 « 


PIANESSA ſeeing all his Deſigns thus fruſtrated, 
and that his ſpecious Promiſes were but ſo many 
Watchwords to bid theſe poor People ſtand upon 
their Guard, he ſpeedily ſent to all thoſe of Lu- 
cerne, Bubbiana, Barges, Bagnol, Famolas, Cavors, 
and the adjacent Places, who were able to bear 
Arms, to come and join with a-good: Part of his 
own Army, to environ theſe poor People on every 
Side. But tho the Time of their Rendezvous was 
punctually aſſigned them, yet they all came two 
Hours too late, except the Troop of Bagual, which 
was conducted by one Aario, an inveterate Ene- 
my to the Reformed Churches. Maris, with his 
Regiment of Thieves, Outlaws, and a great Num- 
ber of Iriſb Rebels, aſſaulted theſe poor People on 
the Upper and Lower Part of the Canton of Ru- 
mer, who were not above ſeventeen. in Number; 
yet the LorD was pleaſed ſo to encourage them, 
that they preſently got upon the Top of the Moun- 
tain, and there, after a long Skirmiſh, forced their 
Enemies to retire, and fly as far as the Cliff call'd

the Space of Lwenty- four Hours, and that upon 
Pain of Death, and having their Houſes burnt to 
the Ground. To this they anſwer d: That they 
would much rather 15 Death, than obey any futh 
Order. The vex'd at this refolute An- 
wer, immediately difpatch'd away 8000 Men, 
beſides the Militia Forces of the 


Commonalties, who, according to his Order, were | 


divided into three-Squadrons; the one to ſet upon 
the poor People of Villars; another upon the Moun- 
tains of Bagnol; and tho third on that Part which 
looks — Lucernr. Fhey accordingly did fo; 
and not only murder'd every Man, Woman and 
Child they met, but exercis d all Manner of Cru- 
olties upon them; taking much Pleuſure in tortur- 
ing theſe poor Creatures, and in tofling their little 
bins from of thin — and 


ring 
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daſhing out their Brains againſt the Rocks. The 
_ oſt miraculouſly eſcaped their bloody 


; Wren * — thus ſhewn their Valour upon 
naked Men, Women, and Infants, and were glut- 
ted with the Prey that they found in the Country, 
they turn'd their Houſes into Aſhes. Such as ſur- 
vived, they ſent Priſoners to Turin, amongſt whom 
was the Wife and Children of Captain Gianavel. 
Then they marched back to Lucerne with great 
Joy and Acclamations. 


SHORTLY after, Pianeſſa wrote to Captain Gia- 
navel promiſing him great Preferment, if he would 
—_ his Religion; otherwiſe he threatn'd that 
his Wife and Children ſhould be burnt. He alſo 
promis'd a great Sum of Money to any that ſhould 
ng him the ſaid Gianavel, either alive or dead. 

ptain Granavel return'd the Marquiſs this An- 
ſwer : There it no Torment ſo violent, nor Death / 
cruel, that I do not much prefer before the Abjurati- 
en of my Religion. All theſe Promiſes and Threats 


do but the more fortify me and flrengthen my Faith: 


As for my Wife and Children, though you have gat- 
ten them into you Power, you can but kill their Be- 
diet; and as for their Souls, I recommend them, toge- 


ther with my own, into the Hands of Gop, if He 


ſhall ſuffer me to fall into your Power. 


GIANAVEL having gotten together a ſmall 
Party of Men upon Part of the Apt called La Pel- 
la des Famies, on May 22. went out in the Even- 
ing to a Place about three Leagues off, not far from 
Hubiana. He there firſt ſought Gop by Prayer, 
and afterwards informed himſelf of the Number 
and Strength of the Enemy. Finding them too 
many to be attack'd by ſuch a handful of Men, he 


turned towards Lucernetia, where he was furiouſly 
aſſaulted 
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aſſaulted by the Garriſon of Lucerne, but he coura- 
couſly encountred them without the Loſs of one 
an; only himſelf. was ſhot into the Leg, by a 
Soldier that hid himſelf behind a Tree, with a Pur- 
ſe to have ſlain. him. The Captain, perceiv 
— the Shot came, lame as he was, . 
to the Place, where he quickly A him for 
his Pains. 


Wurst theſe Things were acting, the riß 
Rebels in the Marquiſs's Army thought to make 
themſelves laſters of Bubiana, under a Pretence 
of protecting the Inhabitants againſt the Barbets (as 
they called the Proteſtants in — The Peaſants 
of = Place perceiving their Drift, took Occaſion 

to quarrel with them, and drove them out, killing 
a great Number of them. 1 


| May the 26, 1655. Captain Gimave wrote to 
Captain Jabier and the Reſt that were retir d into 
the Valley of Lucerne, to meet at a Rendezvous at 
Angrogne, which they accordingly did. The Day 
atter, they marched together — in the Plain 
called Garcighana, thinking to have enter'd' the 
Town: But they met with a great Party of Horſe 
and Foot, with whom they diſputed the Paſs a 
long Time, and at laſt, being overpower d, they 
were forced to retreat. They got ſix Yoke of 
Oxen, with ſeveral ſmall Cattle, and ſome Priſon- 
ers in the Skirmiſh, and that with the Loſs of only 
one Man-in the Retreat. 


Mar 28, They march'd to dt. Gaus. As ſoon 
as they came chicher, they firſt kneeled down, and 
pray for a Bleſſing upon their 1 and 

ving encourag'd one another, they attack d the 
Place with incredible Valour. And the better to 
ſecure themſely es againſt their Enemies, who had 


tortified themſelves in Vous they got 0

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Barrels, and ſuch other Things as they met with, 
to keep off the Bullets, which were poured out 
upon them out of the Houſes. They quick! 
made themſelves Maſters of the Doors of 

Houſes, to which they immediately ſet Fire, and 
forcing their Entrance, put all the Soldiers they 
found to the Sword. 


Trex they ſet the Town on Fire, and emptied 
the Churches, which they found full of their own 
Goods and Cattle, and carry'd away ſeven of their 
Maſs-Bells. 


Ar this Time they flew about 450 of their 
Enemies, and, amongſt others, a whole Company 

of 1r:þ Rebels, who choſe rather to be burnt, than 
to crave Quarter. There were only ſeven of the 
Proteſtants lain, and fix or ſeven ſlightly wounded. 


| Monvpar, June 1, the Captains Jabier, Lau- 
rentio, Gianavel, Genolat, Benet, and other Offi- 
cers of the Proteſtants, went to Angrogne, and 
having called a Council of War, they concluded 
the next Day to alarm the Enemy at Briqueras, 
and St. Giovanni, Accordingly, the Captains 
Laurentio and Fahier went by the Way of Rocca- 
fiatta, that by the Help of the thick Woods, 
wherein they ſhrouded themſelves, they might the 
better approach Briqueras. Having got upon a 
little Hill near the Town, Capt. Lawrentio made a 
Stand, to hinder any Relief that might be ſent 
them from St. Secondo; and Capt. Fahier marching 
down, ſet Fire to ſeveral Houſes and Barns. 


Ar the Sight of this Fire, they of Briqueras 
gave Notice to thoſe of Cavors, Fenile, Bubiara, 
Camfpiglione, and other neighbouring Places, where- 
upon the Enemy quickly adv towards them, 
and were as ſoon beaten back. —

uerus. But 72 march'd with his Company 

y the Way of Giovanni, and Laurentio went an 
higher Way, yet both met at the Place appointed, 
where Capt. Gianavel was engag'd with the Ene- 
mies from Lucerne and La Torre, againſt whom 
he had defended himſelf very ſtoutly. Then Fa- 
hier charg'd them on the Flank, and Laurentis on 
the Front, ſcaſonably interpoſing his Company in 
that Place, where the Enemy thought to have ſugy 
rounded Gianavel. The Popiſh Party was ſoon 
routed, leaving 150 Men behind them, beſides 
many that were wounded, the Reformed Party hav - 
ing but one ſlain upon the Place. rl 


Jux E 2d, Three Hundred of the Enemies went 
from La Torre, to fetch a Convoy into the Fort 
of Mirebuc, that lay between the Frontiers of Dau- 
phiny and Piedmont. Gianavet, hain, at Malbec, 
fell upon them, tho” he had but nine Soldiers with 
him, and fought a great While with them, to the 
great Aſtoniſhment of his Enemies: But at laſt he 
was forced to retreat, yet without the Loſs of a 
Man; only four were ſlightly wounded. 


AFTERWARDS Gyanave!, with a. ſmall Party, 
march'd to La Pella des Guienets, from whence he 
ſcnt to, ſome that were retired into Villart, requir- 
ing, that all thoſe of the Reform'd Religion ſhould 
come within 24 Hours, out: af. the ſaid Place, 
where Maſs was celebrated; and that upon the 
Pain of being dealt with as: Enemies: And that 
ſuch, as thro' Weakneſs had abjur'd; and would 
perſiſt in their Abjuration, ſhould depart thence 
upon the ſame Penalty. Hereupon all the Papiſts 
ficd preſently out of Villars, and the Proteſtants 
came to Cianavel, and heh of chem as were able 
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to bear Arms, follow'd him chearfully. The reſt 
- contributed according to their Abilities, towards 
the Maintenance of him, and his Troops. Thoſe, 
which thro' Frailty had abjur'd their Religion, 
went over the Mountain into the Valley of Queiret; 
yet not long after they return'd, like ſo-many wan- 
dering Sheep, to the true Shepherd of their Souls, 
and reſtifying their Repentance, were again re- 
ceived into the Boſom of the Church. 


- AFTER thoſe of Lucerne were retreated, the 
Captains Fahrer and Giavavel, with ſome Officers, 
called a Council of War, wherein they reſolv'd to 
fally out, and if it were poſſible, to ſurprize thoſe 
of La Terre, moſt of which were Triſh. But the 
Enemy having timely Notice, was ſo prepared, 
that they killed ſome, who had paſled the Bridge 
at Angrogne. This ſo encourag'd them, that · they 
thought to have enclos'd the ſmall Body of the 
Proteſtants, and to have cut them off: But after 
many Aſſaults, to no Purpoſe, they were forced to 
retreat to La Torre, with the Loſs of many of their 
Soldiers, beſides many others that were dangerouſly 
wounded. » 


Tu next Day Jabier and Gianavel went before 
La Torre, againſt whom many of the Soldiers 
came out, but not ſallying forth in a full Body, 

were all flain- upon the Place. Their Captains 
ſeeing this, they thought fit to ſend out no more, 
The Proteſtants then retreated towards Angrogne, 
to a Place called La Verne, where a few Houſes 
were.yet left undutnt- © ; 

- Tr xy ſpent the. next Day in reviewing the 
Army, and holding a Council of- War, in which 
it was refolv'd to a Party againſt the Cõm- 
monalty of Cruſal; the Inhabitants whereof had 


made Incurfions upon them, and committed —_ 
þ ut- 
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rages in the Beginning of the Maſſacre. Accord- 


ingly tl ed all Night, with 495 Men, and 
a8 by La Terre undiſcover'd * little aſter 
Mida ht they arriv'd at Cruel, where they took 
400 Head of Cattle, 600 Sheep and Goats, with 
much other „and that without the leaſt Re- 
ſiſtance. For the Inhabitants of Cruſo!, being 
terribly affrighted, had caſt themſelves into the 
Mouth of a moſt fearful Rock, whence they could 


not be gotten out. The Proteſtants return'd over 


one of the Alps of Villars, and the next Day, to- 
ets Evening, they divided the Spoil amongſt the 
diers. * 


PRESENTLY after their Departure, the Enemy 
from Lucerne, Cavors, Briqueras, and other Places, 
to the Number of 800, having heard of their De- 
ſign againſt Cruſol, march'd to their Relief. But 
finding that they were gone too far to be overtaken, 
they reſolved not to loſe their Labour, and fo fell a 
plundering the poor People (though their Friends) 
much worſe than the Proteſtants had done; and 
afterwards falling out amongſt themſelves, about 
dividing the Spoil, they deſtroy'd one another, 


Tuk very ſame Day that this Enterprize was 
had againſt Cruſol, the Enemy at St. Seconds ad- 
vanced to burn the reſt of the Houſes at Reccaps- 
atta; and being advanc'd as far as to the little Hill 
of Angrogne, they thought to have ſurpriz'd the reſt 
of the Forces, leſt under the Command of Lau- 
rentio, and Jabier's Brother. But they, having 
timely Intelligence of it, march'd immediately to 
the Top of the Mountain, with one half of the 


Soldiery, leaving the other Half under the Com- 
mand of Captain Bennet, of St. Germains, who a!- 
ſo took his Poſt with all poſſible Expedition upon 
the ſaid little Hill with 17 of his Men, and placed 

=_ * 
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the Reſt in Ambuſcade, But the Enemies Hearts 
miſgiving them, they ſhamefully retreated. | 


Jon 8th, Captain Gianavel, being left at An- 
grogne with only his own Company, and ſome few 
Others, was aſſaulted early in the Morning by the 
Soldiers of La Torre and ſome Others. Of theſe 
one Part got upon the Top of the Mountain, and 
the other Part went to the Tower Paſſage to poſſeſs 
themſelves of the Gate of Angrogne by the Way of 
St. Barthalimewy intending ſuddenly to fall upon 
Gianavel and his ſmall Company, having already de- 
vour'd them in their Hopes. But it pleaſed Gop 
that at the Sound of the Trumpet, when all ſhould 
have fallen on, Gianavel ſoon awak'd, and having 
firſt ſoaght Gop by Prayer, he fell upon the Ene- 
my, and got the N of the Place from 
them, and after a ſhort Diſpute, forced them to 
turn their Backs, though there were at leaſt 2500 
of them. And though all the Captain's Com- 
pany was not above 300, yet that Handful of Men 
pürſued the Enemy as far as to the Deſcent of Au- 


grogne, into the Woods, and ſteep Places of the 


Rocks, where they flew a great Number of them. 


 GTANAFEL ſeeing it impoſfible to think of 
any further Attempt for the preſent, entreated Jo- 
mer to give over for that Day, and to refreſh him- 
ſelf and his Soldiers: But he being at that Time 
more reſolute than prudent, refuſed his good Coun- 
ſel, and picking out 150 choice Men, marched 
down into the Plain, where he burnt ſeveral of the 
Houſes of thoſe who had formerly burnt and de- 
ſtroyed ſo many of the Proteſtants, and brought 
ay with a good Booty of Cattle and other 


"In the Cloſe of the Day when he thought to 


have put the finiſhing Stroke to all his former Un- 
dertakings, 


- 
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dertakings, a Squadron of Horſe ſurrounded him 
and his 45 Men (for at this Time he had no more 
with him) at a Country-Houſe, not far from 0 
ſac. He and his Men did all that could poflibly be 
X from them, killing 3 Captains, witk che 
Commander in chief of the Squadron, but at laſt; 
he and 35 of his Followers loſt their Lives. "The 
Enemies in great Triumph, cut off Captain abi. 
er's Head, and the Heads of his Sons, and carried 
them to Turin. SEPT Nen tt MO ; 


 CarpTAIN' Fahey deſerves to be renowned fot 
his great Piety and Zeal for the Service and Ho- 
ncur of Gop, and the Preſervation of his poor af- 
flicted Church. He was of ſo-uridaunted'a Spirit, 
that the Terrors of Death, and the moſt eruel 
Torments could never affright him. Ne Was as 
bold as a Lion in his Enterprizes, but meek and 
humble as a Lamb in the Midſt of his Victories. 
In all his Enterprizes he look'd up to Heaven, 
from whence he acknowledged all his Help to 
come; and always recited fit and comſortable Pa- 
ſages out of the Scriptures (wherein he was ad- 
mirably verſed) for the Encouragment of all his 

Followers, and the Strengthening of their Faith

Tux Death of ſo brave a Commander as Fahi- 
er, and the Wound of Gianatel, did not a little 
ſtartle the Proteſtants : + But yet they did not 
wholly deſpond, nor loſe their Courage; but af- 
ſembling ſhortly after in a Mountain of Angrogne, 
they from thence deſcended into the Plain, where 
they were twice aſſaulted with Violence. The laſt 
Aſſault was by a dangerous Ambuſcade of at leaſt 
booo of the Enemies, and they were not above 
100. But Gop of his infinite Goodneſs fo en- 
couraged their Hearts, that they flew very ma 
of their Enemies, and amongſt them many *

ino, a Serjeant ut one

_ ABovr the ſame Time there came to the Pro- 
teſtants, one Monſieur Andrion, a Major of a Re- 
giment of Horſe, with two other Gentlemen that 
were Strangers, who were followed with ſome Vo- 
Junteers, whoſe friendly Viſit of their poor afflicted 
Brethren, and their good Advice in ſuch a Junc- 
ture of Time, was taken very kindly: And Gop 
made it a ſingular Means to uphold the fainting 
Spirits of ſome weak Brethren; who ſeeing others 
tome in te the Help of the LorkD againſt th: 
Migbey, went on with a great deal more Cheer- 
fulneſs and Alacrity. Theſe ftaid with them till 
Peace was concluded. | 


Jorx 11th, Sieur Jobn Leger, Paſtor of the 
Church at St. Grovann, (who deſerves to be re- 
membred for the great Pains, and many Services 
he performed in f of the Churches of the Val- 
leys) having Notice, that the Enemies were of O- 
pinion, that he was come back from his Journey, 
with Arms, Ammunition, and Money, and therc- 
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upon preſuming that they would ſuddenly make 
ſome notable Attempt to prevent what they ſo 
much feared, went to Colonel Andrion, and ene 
him to put his Deſign in Execution. | 


THE poor People had as yet no ſtanding Abaip| 
But the Bands of each Commonalty were quarter'd 
at a great Diſtance the one from the other; and 
they had certainly been cut off every Man of them 
within a few Days, had not the Centinels being 

very watchful; and above all, if Captain Char fe- 
ran had not on the one Side timely diſcover'd the 
Enemy, and the poor People on the other Side been 
exceedingly heartned to the Battle by the great 
Valour and ſingular ConduR of the Sieurs Andr ion, 
Michelin, and Leger, 9. 


Turk Enemy was very numerous, having been 
lately reinforced with many Troops. They en- 
camped themſelves within half a League of the Re- 
formed, -and early in the Morning they divided 
themſelves into four Bri three whereof fell 
on the Proteſtants with a maryellous Reſolution in 
three ſeveral Places at once: The fourth ood till, 
ready to ſuccour their Friends if there were Need: 
The Fight continued at leaſt four Hours without 
Intermiſſion, and was the ſharpeſt that ever was 
fought in the open Field. That which made the 
Enemies more fierce, was, their Hopes to have 
beaten back the Proteſtants from their Poſt, called 
the Caftelas; which if they could have effected, 
they had been certainly Maſters of the Valleys of 
Pereſa, St. Martin, and Lucerne. But the poot 
People having lifted up their Hearts by earneſt 
Supplications to the Lokp of Hoſts, (as they uſed 
to do upon all ſuch Occaſions) Saba? and the 
two other Captains, -which he had brought = 
him, gave forth ſuch Orders as were 
couraging their Men exceedingly, fo that "they 
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kept their Ground, all ſave a few, who were ei- 
ther quite tired, or faint for Want of Food, or 
that wanted Powder, or Flints in the Fire-locks. 
But theſe, the Sicurs Mechelin and Leger employed 
in rolling down great Stones upon their Enemies 
Heads as they came to attack them, which proved 
very ſucceſsful, doing much Exccution upon the 
Enemy, and cauſing them to abate much of their 
Fury. In the „ of the Fight, the Enemy 
cried always: Advance, advance, ye Relicts of Ja- 
hier: And the Proteſtants now to cry as 
faſt: Advance, advance, ye Relidts of St. Secondo; 
and withall they ran upon thoſe Murderers like ſo 
many Lions, and. cauſed them to turn back, and 
fly towards La Torre and Lucerne as faſt as they 
"re able, leaving behind them 55 upon the Place, 

about 40 that were killed in the Flight; be- 
tides many others who were carried either Dead, 
or dangerouſly Wounded, to Lucerne. They 
themſelves confeſſed, that in this Encounter they 
loſt at leaſt 300 Men, amongſt which were many 
Officers of a Bavarian Regiment. 


Wu ſuch Multitudes of dead, wounded, and 
dying Men were brought into Lucerne, the Syn- 
dick, who was a Papiſt, but not ſo ſuperſtitious as 
many, faid to ſome; Hitherto the Wolves devoured 
the Barbets, but now the Barbets devour the Wolves, 
Which Words being reported to Monſieur Marol- 
les, the Commander of Lucerne, 1 Wen 2 
impriſon him, and to give him the Strappade for 
them, which ſo Were the poor Man, that he 
preſently ſicken d, and within a few Days died. 


- Two Days after this, the Enemy being much 
enraged for their Loſs, ſpread themſelves all over 
Angropne, and to ſet the Corn on Fire, 
which being ſeen by the Company of La Torre, 

who at chat Time were upon the Waun of 
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Tagliaretto, they ſpeedily gave Notice to thoſe of 
St. Giovanni and Angrogne, who haſted thither, 
and charged them ſo fiercely, that they forced them 
to fly, and leave moſt of their Ammunition be- 
hind them. In the mean Time, Captain Berlin 
aſlaulted the Town of La Torre, killed the Centi- 
nel and Soldiers upon the Works, and gave the 
Town fuch a hot Alarm, that moſt of them fled 
towards the River of Pellice; and probably if he 
had had a few more Men with him, he had made 
himſelf Maſter of La Torre. | | 


Jour 18th, the General of the Proteſtants gave 
Order to fall upon the Town of La Torre, which 
accordingly was put in Execution. Belin gave 
the firſt Onſet, who being followed with many o- 
ther Officers and Soldiers, they quickly made a 
conſiderable Breach in the Garden- next to 
the Convent, which ſo 3 the reſt, that 
they fell on with an invincible Reſolution, and in 
a ſhort Space burnt both the Convent and moſt of 
the Town down to the Ground. 


I's May, 1655, Letters were brought to Oliver 
Cromwell, who then held the Title of Lord Pro- 
tector of England, of the above-mention'd Maſſa- 
cre, whereupon he invited all the People of Eng- 
land to ſeek the LoxD by Humiliation and Pray- 
er, and withall, moved them to a liberal Contri- 
bution for the Succour of theſe poor Souls. He 
lent alſo Mr. Samuel Morland, as his Envoy to the 
King of France, and the Duke of Savoy,” to medi- 
ate on their Behalf. He alſo wrote to the King of 
Denmark, to the States of the United Previnces, 
and to the Evangelical Cantons of the Stwitzers, re- 
oY all their Mediations in Behalf of theſe poor 

cople, | . 


Mar 
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MA 26, Mr. Adorland ſet out on his Journey, 
and on the 1ſt of June he came to the King of 
France, at La Ferre, to whom he deliver'd the 
Lord Protector's Letters, wherein he ſollicited his 
Majeſty to improve his Power and Intereſt with 
the Duke, that the cruel Order might be recalled, 
and the poor People reſtored to their antient Li- 
berties and Habitations. Three Days after, the 
King of France return'd an Anſwer to the Lord 
Protector's Letter, and Mr. Moriand proceeded on 
his Journey to the Court of Savoy, and arrived at 
Rivole, where the Court was, June 21, and de- 
manded Audience as the Lord Protector's Envoy, 
which accordingly was granted. At his appearing, 
he made a Speech in the Behalf of the poor People, 
and deliver'd the Lord Protector's Letter. 


_ Mapam Royal, the Duke's Mother anſwer's : 
That ſhe could not but extremely applaud the 
ſingular Charity of his Highneſs, the Lord Protec- 
tor towards their Subjects, whoſe Condition had 
been repreſented to him ſo exceeding ſad, and la- 
mentable, as ſhe perceiv'd by Mr. Morland's Diſ- 
courſe it was; yet withall ſhe could not but ex- 
tremely admire, That Malice ſhould proceed fo 
far, as to cloath their Fatherlike Chaſtiſements of 
their rebellious Subjects with ſo black a Character, 
thereby to render them odious to all their neigh- 
bouring Princes and States; eſpecially with fo great 
and powerfull a Prince, as the Lord Protector. 
She further added: That ſhe doubted not, but when 
the Truth of all Paſſages ſhould be made known to 
him, he would reſt fatisfied with the Duke's Pro- 
ceedings; yet, for his Highneſs's Sake, they would 
pardon their rebellious Subjects, and grant them 
ſuch Privileges, and Graces, as would ſhew the 
Lord Protector, how great Reſpect they bare both 
to his Perſon and Mediation. Mr, Morland was 

' requeſted 
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requeſted withall to go to Turin, where, by the 
Duke's Order, he was entertain'd with all outward 
Demonſtrations of Civility and Reſpect imagin- 
able. 


ArTER a While, Mr. Morland preſs'd for his 
Diſpatch, and when he had got it, according to 
the Lord Protector's Order, he went to Geneva. 


THERE was collected in England and Wales, 
towards the Relief of theſe poor People, 38,0971.

What remain d, be- 
ing about 9000/7. was put out to Intereſt, that ſo 
both the Principal, and the Improvement mi 
be diſpoſed of for their beſt Advantage. The Lord 
Protector's Interceſſion had ſuch an Effect, that 
preſently after, the King of Sweden, the King of 
Denmark, the States of the United Provinces, the 
Prince Elector Palatine, the Elector of Branden- 
burgh, the Duke of Wittenberg, and many other 
Proteſtant Princes, eſpecially the Landgrave of 
Heſſe, either by their Letters to the Duke of Sa- 
voy, or otherwiſe, declar'd their deep Reſentment 
of the bloody Maffacre. They had alſo many 
Conſolatory — written to them from ſundry 
particular Churches, v:z. from Francfort, Zurict, 
Hanau, Fluſhing, Middleburg, &c. and large Con- 
tributions were raiſed for them, according to their 
reſpective Abilities. Divers Commiſſioners were 
alſo ſent from England and Holland, to join with 
thoſe of the Evangelical Cantons, for the procuring 
a well- grounded Peace. But before they came, 
the Stortzer Ambaſſador had concluded a Treaty 
with the French Ambaſſador; and betwixt them 
they had huddled up a Peace; the wofull Effects 
whereof, theſe poor People were quickly ſenſible 


of; and to this Day they labour under heavy Bur- 
? Vor. VI. W dens, 
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dens, laid upon their Shoulders by their  Popifb 
Taſit-maſters. They forbid them all Manner of 
Jraffick for their Suſtenance. They rob them of 
their Goods and Eſtates: They drive them from 
their Habitations, and force them to ſell their 
Bireb- right for a Meſs of Pattage. They baniſh 
their Miniſters, ' that the Shepherds being gone, 
they may the more eaſily devour the Flock. They 
raviſh their young Women and Maidens. They 
murder the — fk as they paſs along the High- 
ways on their Buſineſs. 'I hey continually mock 
and revile them, and threaten another Maſlacre, 
deven-fold more bloody than the former. Thro' 
the Malice and Subtilty of their Popiſh Adverſa- 
ries, their Vallies are no other than a Dungeon, 
to which the Fort of La Torre ſerves as a Door, 
whereby, at their Pleaſure, they may let in a Troop 
of Murderers, utterly to deſtroy and extirpate thoſe 
innocent People. And notwithſtanding all thoſe 
large Supplies that have been ſent them from Eng- 
land, and other States, yet ſo great are the Neceſ- 
ſities of thoſe poor, hungry Creatures, and ſo griev- 
ous are the Oppreſſions of their Popiſh Adverſaries, 
who lye in Wait to bereave them of whatſoever is 
given them, that ſome of them * ready ever 
and anon to cat their own Fleſh for Want of Bread. 
Their Miſeries are more fad, and grievous than 
can be expreſs'd. They are dying, even whilſt 
they live. When that which is collected for them 
is ſpent, they muſt inevitably periſh, unleſs the 
Lord, in whoſe Hands are the Hearts of Princes, 
ſhall incline the Heart of their Prince to pity thoſe 
his poor, harmleſs, and faithful Subjects, who are 
ſo far from Thoughts of Rebellion, that could 
they but enjoy the Freedom of their Conſcience 
in Peace, they would be the firſt that would be 
ready to ſacrifice their Lives for the Good and 
Safety of "his Royal Highnets, |

IHE fatal and bloody Tragedy, which, with 
a great Deal of Confuſion, hath been ated 
on the Theatre of Europe, for near Forty 

Years, or upwards, having daſh'd moſt potent 
Kingdoms, Nations, and Provinces, one againſt 
another, hath at laſt reach'd that moſt flouriſhing 
Kingdom of Poland, but eſpecially the Great Duke- 
dom of Lithuania; wherein it hath ſo deſtroy'd 
many populous Cities, Towns, and Villages with- 

out 
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| out Number; and that in ſuch a Manner, that 
there are not ſo much as any Marks left, Where 


they ſtood before. 


Tais is now the 12th Year, ſince the Righte- 
ous Judge of unrighteous Nations, having baniſh- * 
ed Peace from our Country, hath in his herce An- 
ger, call'd for many perhdious, cruel, ſwift, and 
mighty Nations, to execute his Judgments againſt 
us. And theſe, not having been in the leaſt pro- 
voked by us, but only thiriting after our Fortunes, 
and Blood, have waſhed their Hands therein, and 
are not ſatisfy'd therewith, but have added moſt 
exquiſite Torments upon the Bodies of the true 
Profeſſors of Chriſtianity. 


I'x the Year 1648, when the firſt Rebellion of 
the Co//acks broke forth, to whom the Tartarians 
readily aſſociated themſelves, the Nobility was 
ſought out, with much Diligence, by the furious 
Rebels, to be flaughter'd. All ſuch, as were 
not of the Greek Religion, were put to Death, with- 
out Diſtinction. There were many numerous 
Congregations of the Reformed Proteftants, whoſe 
Miniſters were not ſpared. 


Tu Cruelty of. the furious Cof/acks was more 
barbarous, than that of their Aſſociates, the Tar- 
tars themſelves. Inſomuch, that they pulled the 
Skins of many over their Ears, whilſt they were 
alive. Others had their Shin-Bones ber'd through. 
They made Wounds in the Heads or Bodies ol ſome 
and poured melted Lead into them. The Eyes of 
many were pluck'd out. I here is no numbering 
thoſe that were hang d. Aud it was accounted a 
great Mercy, if any had his Head cut off, or it 
they were — away as perpetual Slaves to 7 urkey. 
Poor Parents and Huſbands, were forced to look 
on, whilſt their Wives and Daughters were raviſh'd.

Tuls was the miſerable Condition of our Coun- 
try, and Church, for ſeveral Years together, dur- 
ing the Civil Wars. But afterwards, when we all 
began to hope for better Things, there fell a new, 
and more ſtrange Calamity. For the Moſeovite, 
having taken Notice of the Diſtraction and Deva- 
ſtation, which by the juſt Hand of Gop befell us; 
and that the Strength of Lithuania, was decay'd, 
by continual inteſtine Wars, he preſently took an 
Opportunity to invade it. Having found out ſome 
Pretences of War, he came with an Army of 
200,000 Men, and affociated to himſelf 60,000 
of the rebellious C:ſ/acts; who carry'd all before 
them, like a Flood, ſpoiling, burning and deſtroy- 
ing all that they met with, frekin the ſtrong Holds 
and Cities, and leaving not one Corner in all Li- 
thuania unſearched. Never was greater Tyranny 
committed in thoſe Parts before. There was no 
Regard of Tears,. and Lamentations. No Pity 
thew'd to yielding Perſons. All, without Diſcre- 
tion, were cut to Pieces. The common Multitude 
were flaughter'd out of Hand. The Gentry, and 
Nobility were carried away; and, upon Delibera- 
tion, either hang'd, or burnt alive. Every Corner 
was filled with Maſſacres, and the Blood ran like 
Streams, thro” the Streets of Towns and Cities. 


BuT the Condition of the Miniiters of Chris, 
was moſt miſcrable; for as many as were taken, 
were, with moſt exquiſite 'Torments, put to feve-

moſt conſpicuous for his Piety and 


ing ſurpriz'd at his own Houſe, had his Legs and 
Hands tied together, and was then roaſted alive 
by flow Degrees, there being only ſome Chips and 
Straw gather'd about him. One, nam'd Smolſey, 
together with his Son, both Miniſters of Chrrff, 


near 
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near Vilna, the chief City of Lithuania, had their 
Heads cruelly faw'd off with a Sickle. Another 
Miniſter, in a Town call'd Holatucyam, whoſe Name 
was Slatoinſtie, had a new Kind of Forment 
upon him. They cut him Piece-meal till he died. 
Many other Miniſters were expoſed, bound and 
naked, to the Snow, and extreme cold Air, amongſt 
the high Mountains; which made their noble Souls 
forfake their miſerable Tabernacles. © By this Kind 
of Death, this laſt Winter, 1500 innocent Souls 


were deſtroy d; who, ſeeking for Shelter, were in 


their Flight overtaken. Thoſe, that were moſt 
healthy and ſtrong, were ſent away to be made 
Slaves; but others were either flay'd alive, or cut 
in Pieces. The Number of thoſe, that were thus 
miſerably put to Death, as alſo the ſeveral Kinds 
of Torments, which poor innocent Creatures were 


put to, no. Hiſtory can deſeribe. | 


One would think, that the Land had been by 
this Time chaſtiſed ſufficiently, and that the ſharp 
Rod of our Correction ſhould have been broken. 
But Gop was not yet pleaſed to put a Period to 
our Calamities; for every Year our Country had 
a new Enemy raiſed upon it, and fo that Little, 
which the former had left, the ſucceeding Ene“ 
my devour'd. In the Year 1655, the Multitude 
of our Enemies was augmented, by the Comi 
of the Swede; whoſe Armies (by Reaſon of the 
Vicinity of theſe three Provinces, Pruſſia, Cour 
land, and Liefland, which they had in their Pow- 
er) have, for the Space of five Years, afflicted our 
Country alſo. Without any Reſpect of the Proteſtant 
Religion, they uſed us as Enemies: And by their 
coming into the Country, they alſo made us liable 
to be more hated by thoſe of the Roman Religion, 
than before. | au 
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_ WararT our native 2 the Church and 
every Member thereof have ſuffer d, in ſuch a long 
Continuance of our Troubles, amongſt ſo many 
Eaſtern, Weſtern, Northern, and other Enemies, 
cannot be ſufficiently lamented, much leſs utter- 
ed. The Dead and Un-born, were then account- 
ed bleſſed. The weaker Sex was reputed as the 
moſt Infortunate. For we have ſeen ſo many illuf- 
trious, and noble Families ſo exhauſted, and 
brought to Extremity, that they have not had Bread 
to eat. We have ſeen Noblemen, and Matrons, 
Virgins, and Children of great Parentage, under 
the Servitude of the Muſcouians, Tartarians, C. 
facks, and Others; under which both they, and 
many Miniſters of the Goſpel to this Day do groan 
heavily. 


Ix Conſideration of thoſe Extremities, which in- 
. deed are extraordinary, we cannot but adore the 
juft Judgments of Gop thus poured upon us, by 
Reaſon of our Sins, and deplore our ſad Condition: 
And the more by Reaſon of the ſmall Hopes of Re- 
ſtitution, or Deli verance ſrom ſuch a Devaſtation. 
For, though we are brought very low already, 
having been made ſubject to many Waſtings, great 
Terrors, and Troubles, as having had Death be- 
tore our Eyes continually; yet there is ſtill Matter 
of new Troubles at Home, eſpecially to thoſe that 
deſire to ſerve Gon in Simplicity, and Purity. Io 
theſe particularly, one Calamity followeth another, 
as the Waves, in a tempeſtuous Sca, come one up- 
on another. 


. For our Parts, we have no other Recourſe, but 
to the Goodneſs of our Gop, and the Sympathy 
of the Members of the Church; and therefore fol - 
lowing the Practice of the Apoſtles of Chri/t, and 
the Example of the Churches in the Palatinate, Bo- 


hema 
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hemia, and others, which being in the ſame Con- 
dition, ſome few Vears ago, implored the Aid of 
their Fellow- Members of the reformed Proteſtant 
Church, we do likewiſe make our Recourſe to your 
Goodneſs and Charity. For we are perſwaded, 
that Gop hath in theſe Times made theſe King- 
doms, and Churches more happy and flouriſhing, 
than others; that they might be a Place for Refuge, 
and a Port of Safety to thoſe, that ſuffer Ship-wrack 
for the Name of Jeſus elſewhere.

HE All-wiſe and Holy Gop, whoſe Ways. 

of Providence are always righteous, though 

ſecret and unſearchable, hath made it the 
conſtant Lot, and Portion of his People, in this 
World to follow his Son in bearing his Croſs, and 
ſuffering Perſecutions. For They that are bern af- 
ter the Fleſh, do always perſecute them that are born 
after the Spirit. But ſcarcely have any Sort of the 
* F 1 Churches 
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Churches Enemies more clearly followed the per- 
nicious Way of Cain herein, than Rome, That 
Mather of Harlots and Abominations, whoſe Gar- 
ments are died red with the Blood of Saints. A- 
mongſt thoſe faithful Witneſſes, the Lok ſeem- 
eth very ſignally to have raiſed up thoſe Chriſtians, 
who, (though diſpers'd in divers Countries) have 
been commonly known by the Name of Waldenſes, 
who for ſome Centuries have lived amongſt their 
Enemies as Lambs amongſt Wolves, to bear their 
Teſtimonies to the Truths of Chriſt, againſt the 
Apoſtaſies, and Blaſphemies of Rome; for which 
they have been 411led all the Day long, and accounted 
as Sheep for the Slaughter. 


Or Part of this little Flock are ſcatter d partly 
in the Vallies of Piedmont of whoſe Sufferings you 
have had an Account in the preceeding Pages: The 
other Part in the Kingdoms of Bohemia and Poland, 
whoſe Sufferings, together with the Lorv's ſignal 
e about them, are now to be ſpoken 
of. 


Tusk ſometime flouriſhing Churches were by 
Degrees worn out by the conſtant Underminings, 
ind open Outrages of the Antichriſtian Party, 
They were firſt driven out of Bohemia into Poland, 
Then after their taking Root, and ſpreading in 
Poland, they were forced out of their Cities there. 
At laſt by the Popiſh Army, they were perſecuted in 
their few hiding Places with Fire and Sword. 


Turin Miniſters were tortured to Death, by 
cutting out of the Tongues of ſome, pulling out 
the Eyes, and cruelly mangling the Bodies of 
Others. Vet did not their Rage reach only to the 
Miniſters, but to private Perſons alſo; yea, even 


to Women, and to young Children, whoſe Heads 


they 
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et off, and laid them at their dead Mothers 
reaſts. | | 


Nav their Rage brake out, not only againſt the 
Living (not one of whom they ſpared that fell into 
their Hands) but alſo againſt the Dead, plucking 
the Bodies of honourable Perſons and others out 
of their Graves, tearing them to Pieces, and ex- 


poſing them to publick Scorn. 


Bor the chief Object of their Fury was the City 
of Leſna. Only the Loxp in Mercy having a- 
larm'd the City by the Report of their Enemies 
Approach, the greateſt Part of the Inhabitants ſav- 
ed themſelves by Flight, and are now wandring up 
and down, poor, deſtitute, afflicted, and N. 
the Relation whereof you have in the enſuing Nar- 
rative. 


ABoveE 700 Years ago, Mſiccziſſaus, then Duke 
of Poland, took to Wife the Daughter of Boleflaus 
Duke of Bohemia, and together with her received 
the pion Faith. It happen'd then that among 
thoſe of the Bohemian Nobility that accompanied 
him, there was one Peter de Bernſtein, whom, 
becauſe he was a Perſon endowed with many Vir- 
tues, Miecziſſaus was willing to detain in Po- 
land; and to that End beſtowed upon him rich 


Poſſeſſions, the chief whereof was a Village called 


Lezfyna, (i. e. a Grove of Haſle-Trees) upon the 
very Confimes of the lower $:/:fra, 12 Miles diftant 
from Fratiſtavia, 5 from Gage, and 10 from 
Pojnama. Peter de Bernſtein taking his Denomi- 
nation from this Place of his Refidence, accord- 
ing to the Cuſtom of the Nation, he and all his 
Poſterity were called Leaſynti, and were afterwards 
admitted to all Sorts of Dignities in the Realm; 


. fo that of this Family there have always been 


ſome or other that were Captains, Governors 
of 
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| of Caſtles, Palatines, Marſhals, Chancellors, Bi- 


ſhops, or Arch-Biſhops, even to this Day. And 
beſides this, for their noble Management of Af- 
fairs in ſeveral Embaſſies to the Roman Emperor, 
they were adorned with the Title of Earls of the 
Empire, which they. ſtill enjoy. But 5 it 
ſelf begun by little and little to change its Name, 
and by Contraction, was called Le/na, and their 
German Neighbours called it Liſſa. This Village, 
ſomething above 100 Vears ago, had the DEE 
of a Market-Town granted to it by King Sigi 
mund, and Tradeſmen were invited hither out of 
Sileſia, and the Uſe of the German Tongue was 
brought in with them. | | 


As for Religion, it was reformed at Leſua about 
the ſame Time, by Count Andrew, Palatine of 
Bernſtein, according to the Rites of the Bohemian 
Confeſſion, which it hath retained to this Day, 
and became the Metropolis of the Churches of 
that Confeſſion, throughout all the Greater Poland. 
After the Year 1620, a very ſharp Perſecution was 
raiſed againſt the Profeſſors of the Goſpel ig Bobe- 
mia; and not long after the Miniſters and Nobulity 
being baniſhed, they were fain to ſeek Refuge in 
Poland, whom the Lord Raphael de Leſna, Pala- 
tine of Belſe, received under his Protection, ap- 
Leſua, Moldavia, and Baranovia for their 

laces of Refuge. But foraſmuch as the greater 
Part ſeated themſelves at Leſua becauſe of the Near- 
neſs thereof, and not long after, a far greater Com- 
pany flocked thither out of S/ (for there alſo the 
utchery grew wonderful fierce, in the Years 
1628 and 1629,) it came to paſs, that Le/na, by 
the Addition of many Streets, grew into a 
City, having 3 Market places, 4 Churches, a large 
School, above 20 Strects, 1600 Houſes, 2000 
Freemen of the City, and Abundance of other 
Company, There was built alſo a very fair 
Vor. VI. X hurch 
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Church for the Service of Gop, according to the 
Rites of the Augu/iine Confeſhon, which had over 
it three Paſtors, and a School for the Mother- 
Tongue, with ſome School-Maſters, beſides the 
Free-School, which had a Learned Man of the 
tore-mention'd Confeſſion appointed over it, by 
the Title of Prerecłer. 


Tus Citizens, having ordered themſelves ac- 
cording to the beſt Policy they could, were able 
for ſome Years to maintain Workmen for the 


compaſſing of the City about with a Bulwark and 
Trench, and for the building the Gates with Walls 
and fair Turrets. Laſtly, there was built a very 
fair Court-houſe in the Middle of the Market-place 
of the old City; there was ſcarce the like in all 
Great Poland, except at Poſnazia. In a Word, 
Civility, Trading, Merchandize (for all Things 
were here bought and fold) and Religion fo flou- 
riſhed here, that this City did not come behind 
any City in Poland for its admirable Pleafantnefs, 
All this was Matter of Joy, not only to thoſe pious 
Chriftians that were ſcatter'd out of ſeveral Placcs 
for the Goſpel's Sake, and here gathered together 
under the Protection of Gor, but to others alſo 
that came hither from all Parts, as Strangers. But 
it galled the Enemies of the Goſpel extremely, ſo 
that it made them leave no Deſign unaſſayed for 
the Overthrow of this City. 


AT the firſt, in the Years 1628 and 1629, they 
made Uſe of ſeveral Accuſations and Slanders to 
King Sigiſmund III. ſuggeſting, that it was a Con- 
fluence of Men, that were Enemies and Traitors to 
his Majeſty. But through the Prudence of that 

reat Senator, the Lord of the Place, whoſe Wil- 
om went beyond their Envy, and who knew 


well enough how to counter-work all Projects * 
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that Kind, all theſe Arts were at that Time uſed in 


vain. 


Bur in 1653, after the Stuades were broken by 
the Emperor's Army in Germany, and were driven 
out of Sie, new Plots were hatch'd at C. 
to ſend one or two of the Emperor's Regiments, 
who ſhould ſuddenly invade Leſna, fack the Town, 
and put the Inhabitants to the Sword. But it 
pleaſed Gop fo to order it, that this Plot was dit- 
covered by ſome of themſelves, two Days before 
the appointed Time, and ſo vaniſhed into Smoak ; 
though the Smoak of their Devices did not yet 
ceaſe to rife. For after the Death of the Prince 
Palatine of Belſe, when his Eſtate was divided a- 
rats his Sons, and the County of Leſua tell to 
the 

turned from Travelling, the Plotters were not 
wanting fo to lie in walt, that at laſt they enticed 
him to profeſs Popery. But however they heaprd 
many Honours upon him, yet could they not pro- 
cure his Hatred of the Profeſſors of the Goſpel, 
and the Diſſipation of his Subjects, which: was the 
Thing they hoped for; but he {till preſerved entire 
to his Le/na thoſe Privileges, both Civil and Re- 
gious, which his Father had promis'd or confirm'd 


to them. They attempted therefore this other De- 


vice: The Biſhop of Peſnania ventur'd to rede- 
mand the old Pariſh-Church, becauſe it was of 
antient Foundation, and pretended that it might 
hot any longer be left to the Uſe of Hereticls. 
The Lord Boguflaus anfwered: That his Grandfa» 
ther ( Andrew Palatine of Bren/tein) had built ano- 
ther Churchy for the Catholicks (whoſe Number was 
very ſmall in the Town, ſcarce ever above three 
or four Citizens) to exerciſe their Religion in, 
— — * it with Revenues to that Purpoſe,

the Maintenance of the Roman Pariſh-Prieſt. For 
in 1652, they brought the Lord Count before the 
Tribunal of the Realm. The Cauſe muſt needs 
o againſt him, for the very ſame Perſons were 
ccuſers, Witneſſes, and Judges; yet he obtained 
that this Church ſhould not ſuddenly be taken from 
his Subjects, the Inhabitants of old Lena, untill 
they had built themſelves a new one. They pre- 
ſently ſet about the Building with the Help of fo- 
reign Churches: But when the Adverſaries ſaw that 
it went on a-pace, and that this was like to be 
digger than the other (for ſo . now was the 
ultitude of Citizens of this Confeſſion, that the 
old Church was not able to contain them) they 
n to mutter again, That this might net be en- 
dured, that the Hereticks ſhould have a bigger Church 
than the Catholicks. 


AT _ the Irruption of the Swedes into Po- 
land in 1655, gave them the long wiſh'd-for Oc- 
caſion of rooting out, not only the Leſniant, but 
all the Profeſſors of the Goſpel throughout Poland. 
For while the King of Sweden was flowly, and 
dangerouſly buſied in Pruſſia, they took Counſel 
together for the reſuming their Arms, to fight for 
the Liberty of their Country, and the Catholick 
Religion, (as they call it) to drive out the Swedes, 
and to root out all the Diſſenters (as they ſti'd the 
Proteſtants) in Groſs. | | 


Tur this their Purpoſe might make the 
quicker Progreſs, and be ſet on the more ſtrongly, 
there were Jeſuits and Monks ſent out every Way, 
to intimate theſe Things to the Multitude, and to 
encourage them to ſo glorious an Undertaking, 
compelling thoſe that were flow with the Thun- 
der-bolt of Excommunication, and promiſing the 
Relaxation of the Pains of Purgatory, and eternal 
Rewards to them that were forward. To this 2 
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King Caſimire being recalled out of $7/:/ia, they 
commanded: the Nobility to flock to him, and to 
give the King of Sweden a Meeting in his Return 
out of Pruſſia. And ſuch was their Succeſs, that 
in Lower Poland a great Number of Families, al- 
moſt within the Compaſs of a Month (in February 
and March) were miſerably Butchered : Men and 
Women, Young and Old being murder'd without 
Diſtinction, all, ſave ſuch. as could eſcape into the 
neighbouring Parts of Hungary. Moſt of the No- 
bility of the Greater Poland having retir'd\into Si- 
4 began there to gather themſelves into ſmall 

mpanies, in the Beginning of April, and to break 
forth; by whoſe coming, the reſt being encourag- 
ed, made a great —_— of the Swedes that were 
earriſan'd in the Towns, fo that Generab 
Muller was fain to go forth with. an Army of 


| Swedes to reſtrain them. | 


Tax Hereditary Lord of Ze/na was into 
* to ſalute the King of Sweden. But about 
the Beginning of April he returned into Leſua with- 
out ſeeing him, the King being full of Action, and 
ranging up and down. This Buſmeſs procure 
much more Envy both to himſelf and the City; as 
if he had plotted with the Swedes againſt his Couns 
try. Therefore they breathed out Flames fo much 
the more fiercely both againſt him and his City. 
However there were not wanting ſuch as by pri- 
vate Meſſages gave him Hope of Pardon, if he 
would withdraw himfelf from them. But the E- 
nemies prepared themſelves to deſtroy the City, 
furniſhing themſclves with many Sorts of Weapons 
for that: Purpoſe. | 

- ALTHOUGH the Inhabitants of Leſua had No- 


tice YA ſeveral Meflengers, yet a fatal Security 
vailed with them to- think that there was no- 


ear of ſuch an Enemy. Upon Eaſer Day a 
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Party of Peles broke into ſome Territories (be- 
longing to an eminent Profeſſor of the Goſpel) 
near Leſna; for whom they made diligent Search; 
but finding he was from Home (for he had retir'd 
to Lefna) they plunder'd all his Goods, and took 
his Servant and hanging a great Stone about his 
Neck, threw him into the River that ran by, 


O the third Holy Day in Zafter, the Report 
was very hot that the Swedes had loſt all, and that 
the King was flain. Upon this News, the Lord 
Beguſlans betook himſelf to ¶rutiſſavia in Silaſia, 
wherefore the Citizens of Le/na were ſomething a- 
fraid, although the Commanders of the Swedes that 
were there in the Garriſon (being three Colours 
of Horſe) encouraged them: As did alfo the Ad- 
miniſtrator of the City and County of Leſna, who 
promiſed them to ſtay with them. Being lifted up 
with this Hope, and the Promiſes of new Forces 
to come very ſuddenly to them, no Man took any 
Care to get out of the Way, or carry any of his 
Goods to a ſafer Place: yet they kept ſtrong 
Guards Night and Day; ſometimes the third Part 
of the Citizens, and ſometimes Half being upon 
Duty. The Swedifþ Horſe alſo ever and anon 
made Excurſions to ſce what the Enemy was a do- 
ing, and whether they were near. They never 
brought back any other News, but that there were 
no Signs of the Encmy appearing. Yea, even that 
very Day in which the Pales came in the Aſter- 
| noon, the Swedes returned with good Booty, but 
| faid not a Word of the Enemy. 


| ABovT three Days after, upon Thurſday, April 
| 27, an Army of the Palonian Nobility, mixed 
| with a' Rout of Peaſants, ſhewed themſelves unex- 
| edly out of the Woods, drew into the open 
jeld, and ſet themſelves within Sight of the City, 

about five or ſix Furlonzs from the Suburbs. 


When 
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When this was perceived, the Alarm was given, 
and the Citizens placed themſelves on the Walls; 
yet not knowing who they were, and wondring 
much, why, according to Cuſtom, they did not 
ſend forth a Trumpeter. At length the 
their Work with firing a Brick-kiln that ſtood not 
far from the Suburbs. Then about 150 of the 
Swedrſh Troopers which were already mounted 
and gone out of the City, encounter'd with the 
Enemy in little Skirmiſhes, for the Space of two 
Hours, in which, many of the Poles, and ſome of 
the Swedes were ſlain. But while the Swedes were 
carneſt with the Citizens for Help to defend the 
Suburbs from burning, about 70 of the younger 
Citizens were drawn forth, who mixed themſelves 
raſhly and confuſedly among the Horſemen, When 
the Poles ſaw this feigned a Flight, 0 
towards the Wood: But as ſoon as they perceived 
they had drawn them far enough from the Walls, 
they wheeled about; ſome fetching a Compaſs to 
behind them and Home, and the reſt returning; 
aight, fell on in a full Body. When the Swe-, 
diſh Horſe ſaw this, they turned their Backs, leav- 
ing the Foot to the Mercy of the Enemy; but the 
Poles followed them fo cloſe, that two Colours. 
* were about 400 Men) paſſed through the, 
uburbs to the very Gate, and had enter'd- the, 
City it ſelf with them, had not a bold Fellow ven- 
tur'd to ſtep in between, and bar the Gate againſt, 
them, while others of the Citizens ſent a Shower 


of Bullets among them, and ſo beat them back. 


The Poles being glad to retire (juſt at Sun-ſet): 
they ſet Fire on the outward Parts of the Suburbs, 
war burnt ſome Granaries and Wind-mills; while 
themſelves returned through the Wood to O/eczno. 
The City being thus filled with Fear, ſpent the 
whole Night without Sleep; the Men in watching 
upon the Walls, and the Women in pathering 
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themlelves together in the Market-Places, Church. 
Yards, and other open Places. 


Wu the Morning came, and no Enemy ap- 
peared, the Citizens went out to fetch in the Slain 
to bury them; among whom were found about 40 
Citizens, but above 100 Poles, and among them 
their Chief Commander himſelf, Cre/ty, who for- 
merly had taken Pay under the Swedih General 
Bamer, and was accounted more expert than the 
reft. In the meanTime it was hotly reported, That 
the Adminiſtrator of the Country, and many of 
his Retinue, were gone. Upon this News, the 
Courage of the Citizens began to fail, and they 
went to the Senate, to deſire Leave to ſend away 
their Wives and Children, that if the Enemy ſhould 
come again, might be the more courageous in 
defending themſelves, not being daunted with the 
Outcries and Tears of the Women. Some dif- 
ſwaded them with good Reaſons, ſaying: That 
thoſe that ſhould be ſent forth under Pretence of 
convoying the reſt, would not return again, and 
ſo the reſt of the Citizens ſhould be left in greater 


Fears. But all was in vain. The Swediſh Com- 


manders endeavour'd to hinder the Flight of the 
richer Sort, which they could not do, being over- 
come with the Cries of the Multitude. There 
were ſome Ecclefiafticks alſo, who deſired Leave to 
depart for a few- Days, becauſe the Antichriſtian 
Fury was bent chiefly againſt them. The Senate- 
left it to their Conſciences, Whether in ſuch a Caſe 
they could leave the People, when they would moſt 
need Inſtruction and Comfort; eſpecially if wound- 
d and dying. But the others perſiſted in their 
Importumity, and there went out, before Noon, 
300 Whygons, which were all that could be got 
in the City. 
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- AFTER this, there follow'd ſome” Quietneſs, 


with Hopes that the Enemy would return no.morey 
having found, by Experience, how well able the - 
Leſnians were to defend themſelves; and perhaps 
they had never return'd (as it was known after- 
wards) had they not been encouraged by that Flight 
of the Citizens. "T'wo Days after, April 28, there 
was a Letter deliver'd to the Conſul from the Com- 


manders of the. Poliſh Forces, in which they de- 


manded the Surrender of the City, and gave them 
Hope of good Uſage; but if they would not em- 
brace that Offer, they 4 — to deſtroy them 
with Fire and Sword, having now ſuch an Addi- 


tion of Foot-Soldiers, that they were able to take 


the City by Storm. 


* 
Tur added moreover, that they had received 
a Letter from the Lord Bogn/laus, wherein he in- 
treated them to ſpare Leſna upon their Submiſſion, 
ſaying: That he had already given them a Com- 
mand to ſet open their Gates. If ever there were 
any ſuch Command, it mult needs have been ſup- 
s by ſome one, ſo that the Citizens never 
ew of it; otherwiſe they would have provided a 
little better for the Safety of themſelves and their 
Goods. But ſo it muſt needs be, that our Sins: 
— others Treachery) ſhould be brought to

Tuts Meſſage of the Poles to the Senate, won- 


derfully daunted the Citizens. For theſe Things 
were not kept ſecret, but before the Council could 
call together the Senate, and the Commanders of the 
Soldiery, the Report thereof had run thro the 
whole 2 as alſo that there was very little Gun- 


powder leſt, and that they had not wherewithall 
to defend themſelves ; ſo that the Citizens being, 
taken with a Panick Fear, caſt away their Wea- 
pons and Courage together, and betook themſelves 
5 to 


Burden to them. When the Swedi/b Soldiers faw 
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to Flight; eſpecially when preſently after, they, who 


were on the Guard, diſcover'd the Body of the 


Enemies, coming the fame Way they came before. 
Theſe, forſaking every Man his Station, haſten'd 
home, adviſing their Wives, Children, and Neigh- 
bours to fly, themſelves leaving their Weapons on 
the Walls, or Gates; or afterwards caſting them 
away in the Fields, that they might not be a 


the Citizens thus in Amaze, and running away, 
they alſo ſoon mounted, not to meet the Enemy 
(as before) but to run away from them alſo. 


- *F HEN follow'd the Senate, in ſuch a trembling 
Fit of Fear, that every one run out at the Gate 
that was next him, or over the very Forts and 
Ditches; fo that in one Hour's e, 4 moſt po- 
pulous City was left deſtitute of Inhabitants; fave 
a y of Sick and aged People, and @ few 
others that could not fo ſuddenly get away, or that 
for fone other Cauſe were obliged to wait the Iſſue. 
All haſten'd to the Mooriſb Woods, by which Po- 
land is parted from Siliſia, in ſuch Confuſion, that, 
when the neareſt Paſtes were not wide enough, 
they tumbled by Troops to other Paſſes, that were 
More remote. 


Tre Swediſh Troops went to Frunſtad, and 
from thence, taking the Garriſon along with them, 
towards Meſeritæ. But the Paſſage through the 


Moors was very difficult, becauſe the Company 


crowded one upon another, as if the Enemy were 


juſt at their Heels, ſo that not only many of them 


Ruek in the deep Mud (erying out in vain for Help 
to thoſe that paſſed by, every one being ſollicitous 
for his own Preſervation) but were alſo mired 

loſt. Here Childrerr loft their Parents, and Pa- 


rents their Children, Wives their Huſbands, and 


one Priend another; ſo that they could ſcarce find 
03 one 
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one another again, in two, three, and four Days 


Time,

THE Enemy, by a Trumpeter, who was ſent 
to Peſuania Gate, enquir'd, What the Citizens 
meant to do? John Kolechen, a learned Citizen, and 
well acquainted with many of the Nobility (who 
in Confidence of this, having ſent away his Wife, 
adventur'd to ſtay) came forth, and anſwer d: Thet 
the Gates flood open, the Swediſh Enemies were goney 
and the reſt of the Citizens flood to their Courteſys 
ond defired their Favour, 4041 


A LITTLE after that, the illuſtrious Grzymal: 
tetiſty, with many of the Nobility, came to the 
ſame Gate, and when K-olechen, with another of 
his Company, had gone out to them, and ſcarcely 
perſuaded * that there was no Treachery, 
they went in. Being diſpoſed in the next fair 
Houſes, they were entertain d with a noble Supper, 
and had Plenty of Wine out of Dlugaſſes Cellar 
who was a rich Senator. b 


Wu they were half drunk, they ſet upon Ko- 
{echen, with Threats, and would have made him 
their Priſoner; but that he eſcaped wonderfully out 
of their Hands, and faved himſelf by Flight. But 
they durſt not ſtay all Night in the City, for Fear 
the Swedes and Citizens ſhould ſet upon them un- 
awares out of ſome Ambuſcade; ſo they return'd to 
their own Company, and in the Morning they 
came back, with many Hundred Waggons, killing 
all they met, and ſetting themſelves to plunder the 
City. Here you might have ſeen ſtrange Examples 
of barbarous Cruelty on one Side, and blockiſh 
Folly on the other. For tho' no Man made Re- 
ſiſtance, yet like mad Dogs, they flew upon all 
that either came out, or were drawn out of their 
Holes wherein they hid had themſelves, of 

. F 
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Or all that they laid Hold on, they gave not 
one Man Quarter, but put them to Death with 
moſt exquiſite Jortures. They endeavour'd to 
force Mr. Samuel Cardus, Paſtor of the Church of 
Czuertzinen, to renounce his Religion, after they 
had taken him, and miſerably handled him with 
all Manner of Cruelty; but he ſtoutly reſiſting, 
they put out his Eyes, and led him about for a 
Spectacle, then they pull'd off his Fingers-ends with 
Pincers; but he not yet condeſcending, they pour'd 
molten Lead into his Mouth, and at length, while 
he was yet alive, they clapt his Neck between fold- 
ing Doors, and violently pulling them together, 
ſever'd his Head from his Body. 


TRE took John Jacobides, Paſtor of the 
Church of Dembnick, and Alexander Martens his 
Colleague, and another that was in Company with 
them, and hurried them up and down for divers 
Hours, and grievouſly handled them; laſt of all 
they cut their Throats, and threw them headlong 
into a Pit, while they were yet breathing, which 
had been before-hand 4. and ſtifled them b 
throwing down Dung and Dirt upon them. A 

eat while they purſued Andrew Oxlitius, a young 
Man deſign'd for the Miniſtry. After long ſeck- 


ing, they at laſt found him in the open Field, and 


having taken him, they cut off his Head with a 
Scythe, chopping it into ſmall Pieces; and the dead 
Carcaſs alſo they flath'd in a barbarous Manner. 
The ſame Fate befell Adam Mita, a Citizen of 
Leſua. But they more egrievouſly handled an old 

an of above 70 Years of Age, whoſe Name 
was Simon Priten, and many others, whoſe Names 
it were too tedious to relate. Of that barbarous 
Execution which they did upon the weaker Sex, 
there were beſides other Examples, horrid Tro- 
phies of Cruelty erected. A pious Matron there, 
who was the Mother of three Children, not ws 
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able quick hag to leave the City, and bein 
ſlain in the open Street, they cut off her Hands 
Feet, and cutting off her Children's Heads, they 
laid two of them at her Breaſts, and the third by 
her Side. In like Manner, another Woman hav- 
ing her Hands and Feet cut off, and her Tongue 
cut out, being incloſed and bound in a Sack, liv'd 
the Space of two Days, making moſt miſerable La- 
mentations. . 


THEy pulled out the Eyes of ſome. Of others 
they cut off their Noſes and Tongues, and their 
Hands and Feet. Others they ſtabb'd and flaſh'd 
and ſo butcher'd with innumerable Wounds, 
that it could not be known who they were. They 
ſpar'd not his Highneſs Frederick, Landgrave of 
Heſſe, tho dead, whom they had ſlain Half a Year 
before at Co/tena. He being decently embalmed, 
was kept laid up in the Chappel of the new Church, 
upon a Scaffold, *till he could be conveniently 
tranſported to his own Country. They firſt rifled 
his Coffin, which was handſomely adorn'd, takin 
away his Silver and Gilt Keys, and all the Sil 
that was about it. Then they ſet upon the Prince's 


Corpſe, and took wag his Silk Robe, lined with 


Ermines, and ſo left him once again naked, and 

ging on the Ground. After the burning of the 
ity, his Body was found in the ſame Place, un- 

touch'd by the Fire: ſo he was cloath'd again by 

the antient Leſniant, put up in his Coffin, and bu- 

— in a certain Place, where he is ſtill honourably 
ept. 


Tux mad Rabble, tho” they might have made 


Leſna their Neſt, and enrich'd themſelves witn 
Plunder; ſuch was their over eager Deſire of de- 


ſtroying this hated City, that the very ſame Day, 


before Noon, they ſet Fire to the City and Suburbs, 


in every Street, (for they brought Waggons with 
Vor. VI. : 4 « them, 
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them, loaded with Torches, Pitch, Straw, and 
other combuſtible Matter) and fo deſtroy'd that 
moſt pleaſant City, together with all that Abun- 
dance of Things that was in it. 


THis Fire laſted three whole Days, and there 
were thoſe that took Care, that nothing ſhould el- 
cape it. For when the new Buildings of the new 
Churches, did not eaſily take Fire, they brought 
Straw, Pitch, and dry Wood, and put under the 
Roofs and Inſide of the Stecples, and ſo forced 


them to take Fire. Upon the third Day, (May 1.) 


they came again, and whatſoever was left they ſet 
Fire to again. They burnt alſo the very Wind- 
mills, whereof there were Seventy about the City; 
and a very pleaſant Park of the Counteſs's, which 
lay cloſe by the Caſtle; that every Place might be 
filled with Spectacles of Cruelty, and at length it 
might come to be ſaid: Eu cineres ubi Leſna fuit !

| HEN the Light of the Goſpel was much 
ſpread abroad in the Netherlands, King 

Philip of Spain, ſent the Duke de Alva 

with a great Army to root out the Profeſſors of it, 

who exerciſed unparallell'd Cruelty againſt all Sorts 

of Perſons, both of the Nobility and Commons, 
permitting his Soldiers to raviſh honeſt Matrons 

and Virgins, many Times cauſing their Huſbands 

and Parents to ſtand by and behold it. 
3 Y 2 TRIS 
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TH1s Duke, on a Time, boaſted at his own 
Table, That he had been diligent to root out He- 
rely; and that, beſides thoſe, which he had lain 
in the War, in the Space of fix Years he had put 
above 18, ooo Perſons into the Hands of the com- 
mon Hangman. 


His Son, Don Frederick, being ſent by him to 
Zutphen, was receiv'd by the Burghers, without 
any Oppoſition. He was no ſooner enter'd, but 
| he fell to murder, hang and drown many of the 

Inhabitants, ſhewing infinite Cruelties upon Wives 
and Virgins, not ſparing Infants. From thence 
marching to Naerden in Holland, the Inhabitants 
made an Agreement with him, and he enter'd the 
Town peaceably. But never did Turks or Scythi- 
ans, commit more abominable Cruelties; for when 
the Burghers had given the beſt Entertainment 
they crane to him and his Soldiers, he caus'd it 
to be proclaim'd, That they ſhould all aſſemble 
themſelves together in the Chappel of the Hoſpital, 
where they ſhould be made acquainted with ſuch 
Laws, according to which they ſhould hereafter 
govern themſelves. But when theſe poor People 
were thus aſſembled, he commanded his Soldiers 
to murder them all, without ſparing one. The 
Men were maſſacred. The Women were firſt ra- 
viſh'd, and then murder'd. The Children and In- 
fants had their Throats cut. In ſome Houſes they 
tied the Inhabitants to Poſts, and then ſet Fire to 
the Houſes, and burnt them alive. So that in the 
whole Town, neither Man, Wife, Maid, nor 
Child, old nor young were ſpared. At laſt the 
Town was wholly razed to the Ground. 


AFTER this, Don Frederick beſieg' d Haerlim, 
which held out againſt him for a long Time, but 
at laſt, their Proviſion being ſpent, they lived. upon 
the Fleſh of Horſes, Dogs, Cats, and ſuch PE

At laſt, this alſo failing them, they were forced to 
ſurrender the Town upon Compoſition, by which 
they were to pay 240,000 Florins, to redeem them- 
ſelves and Town from Spoil. * | + 


Don Frederick, having thus got the Town into 
his Hands, commanded, That at the Tolling of the 
great Bell, all the Burghers and Soldiers ſhould 
bring in their Arms into the State-houſe: That the 
Townſmen ſhould go into the Cloyſter of Zyel, the 
Women into the Cathedral-Church, and the Sol- 
diers into another Church. This done, all the 
Enſign-Bearers were ſingled out and impriſon'd, 
and whilſt the poor Burghers were guarded in the 
Church, the perfidious * plunder'd their 
Houſes. The next Day Don Frederict cauſed 300 
Men to be hang'd, and beheaded. The next Da 
Capt. Riperda and his Lieutenant were beheaded,” 
and a godly Miniſter, call'd Stembach, was hang'd, 
and 247 Soldiers were drown'd in the Sea of Haer- 
lem. The next Day a great Number were execut- 
ed, and the Day following 300 more Soldiers and 
Burghers loft their Heads, and with them a godly 
Miniſter, called Simon Simon/on. Preſently after 
three of the principal Men loſt their Heads, and 
ſhortly after all the Engliſh and Scotch were behead- 
ed before the Hoſpital Door. 


In the mean Time a Party of Soldiers that lay 
without in a Sconce, were all ſtarved to Death. 


Nor long before, the ſtrong Town of Falen-. 
ciennes, in Hanault, having ſet up the free Exer- 
ciſe of the reformed Religion amongſt them, were 
beſieged by an Army under the Seignior of Neir- 
carmes. The Siege laſted about three Months; 
and the Citizens having no Hopes of Relief, at laſt 
treated, and ſurrender'd the City upon good Con- 
ditions. But Noircarmes, being enter'd, he kept 
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fidiouſſy d all the French Soldiers, with all the 
Minifters and Proteſtant Merchants, and confiſcat- 
ed their Goods. | 


HiTHERTo we have ſeen an Account of the 
2 Perſecution; let us now take a View of 
particular Martyrs. 


In 1560, there was in Flanders, one Jobn Her- 
win, a Soldier, of a very diſſolute Lite. Gop 
having put it into his Heart to go into England, 
he accordingly came to Landon, in the Beginnin 
of Queen Elizabeth's Reign, and by Gop's g 
Providence was entertain'd in a Brewer's Family, 
where both Maſter and Servants feared Gon. His 
Maſter cauſed him to go often to the Dutch Church, 
where, by the Miniſtry of the Word, he firſt be- 
gan to taſte, and afterwards more and more to 
increaſe in the ſaving Knowledge of -Chriff. And 
after a While he return'd back into Flanders, and 
was laid wait for by the Popiſh Bailiff, at Furne. 
This occaſion'd his Removal to Fon/cot. The 
Bailiff, being informed of him there alſo, went in 
the Night, with his Serjeants, and apprehended 
him. By the Way they met with ſome Drunkards 
in the Streets; whereupon the Bailiff ſaid; They 
ſay, we have many Goſpellers in this Town, but it 
little 72 curs by theſe Diſorders. Herwin hearin : 
him, faid: I, Drunkenneſs a Sin, Mr. Bailiff 
The Bailiff anſwer' d: I hat of that? Herwin re- 
plied: I by then do you not commul theſe Men to Pri- 
fon, ſeeing it is your Office to puniſh Vice, and pro- 
teft them that frar GoD? To this the Bailiff an- 
ſwer' d not. | Bos 


Trtx Herwin was put into Priſon, where he 
behav'd himſelf ſo vertuouſly, that every one ad- 
mired him. Being ſomewhat long before he — 
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called before the Magiſtrate, he was much troubled 
at it, his Heart being inflam'd with an holy * 
wy confeſs Jeſus Chriſt before his Jud 
of the Brethren were very Fearfull of bi of hi 
con — what his former Life had — — 
what a Novice he was, as yet, in the Profeſſion 
of the Goſpel. 


Ar laſt, according to his Heart's Deſire, he was 
brought before the Sheriff. There was a Prieſt 
provided to diſpute with him; to whoſe Queſtions 
Herwin anſwer'd, with ſuch Soundneſs of Judg- 
ment and Modeſty, that it eaſil Nn — had 
prohted well in yy s School. e admonithed 
his Judges to examine ** Doctrine of the Church 
of Reme, * the true Touchſtone of Gop's Word, 
whereby they might eaſily ſee how contrary it was 
to the . Having made a Confeſſion of 
his Faith, he craved Juſtice one Way or other; 
but they ſtill urged him to recant. Ta which he 
anſwer'd: My Faith i is not built upon Man's Opi- 


on, but the LoRD hath taught me to eſchew Evil, 


and to da Good. He was then returned to Priſon. 


I's Priſon he uſed to recreate himſelf by ſinging 
of Pſalms, and the People often flock'd together to. 
the Priſon-Door, to hear him. This ſo enraged 
the Popiſh Clergy, that they ſought to hinder him 
from finging; and for this End, they cauſed two 
deſperate Malefactors to be put into the fame Room, 
with him. But within a few Days, theſe Villains 
broke Priſon and eſcaped, leaving Herwin an Op- 
pe ity to eſcape alſo; but he, fearing that his 

"ght might be prejudicial to other godly Perſons 
in the Ci » upon whom it would be charged, re- 
—_ rather to remain there, than to fly. Pre- 

wy News was brought him, that Sentence 
th was paſs'd upon him; whereupon he 


antes Gop hos advancing him to fo high an 
Honour, 
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Honour, as to be accounted worthy to ſuffer for 
his Name. He teſtify'd the Joy which he felt in 
his Soul, by a Letter he wrote to the Brethren, 
wherein he exhorted them to Conſtancy, and Per- 
ſeverance in the Doctrine of the Truth, which 
they had receiv'd from Gop. Within a few Days 
after, he was carried forth to hear his Sentence; 
at which Time the Magiſtrate, by earneſt Intrea- 
ties, and large Promiſes, ſought to bring him to a 
Recantation; promiſing, That thereupon he ſhould 
be preſently releaſed. Hertin, refuſing their Offer 
of Life, upon thoſe Terms, was bound and carry'd 
into a Chappel, where they celebrated the Maſs; 
but he, to ſhew his Deteſtation of their Idolatry, 
turn'd his Back, wink'd with his Eyes, and ſtopp'd 
his Ears. At the Elevation of the Hoſt, one aſk'd 
him, If Jeſus Chri/t was not now between the 
Prieſt's Hands? To which he anſwer'd: Neo, He 
is in Haden, at the Right Hand of his Father. 
Then Sentence of Death was read againſt him. 


As he was going to Execution, he ſaid to the 
People: See here, how this wicked World rewards 
the poor Servants of Jetus Chriſt. hit I was a 
Drunkard, a Player at Cards and Dice, living in 
all Diſfſeluteneſs and ungodly Behaviour, I was never 
in Danger of theſe Bonds; yea, then I was counted 
a good Fellow, and at that Time, I ho but I? But 
ns ſooner I began, thre Gop's Grace, to ſeek aſter 

à godly Life, but preſently the World made Mar upon 
me, and became mine Enemy. Yet this diſcouraged 
me not; for the Servant is not better than his LoRD. 
Seeing they perſecuted Him, no Queſtion but they will 
perſecute us. At the Place of Execution, one gave 
him his Hand, and comforted him. "Then he be- 
gan to ſing the 3oth Pſalm, whereupon a Friar in- 
terrupted him, faying: Oh John, tr», there is yet 
Time and Space. "The Martyr, diſregarding his 
Words, turned his Back upon him; and * 
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the K faid to the Friar: Turn thou, thou 
Hypocrite. hen Herwin fniſh'd his Palm, ma- 
ny joining with him therein. Then faid the Fri- 
ar: Be not offended good People, to hear this Heretick 
fing of GoD. The People anſwer'd: Hold thy Peace, 
thou Balaamite, here is no Body offended. There 
were preſent at leaſt 400, that encourag'd the Mar- 
tyr to continue to the End, as he had well begun. 
He anſwer'd: Brethren, I fight under the Standard, 
and in the Quarrel of my great Lord and Captain 
Jeſus Chriſt. Then he pray'd, and ſo went into the 
Cabbin made with Faggots, ſaying to the People: 
I am now going to be ſacrificed. Follow ye me, when 
(op of his Goodneſs ſhall call you to it. He was 
then firſt ſtrangled, and afterwards burnt to Aſhes. 


Ix 1561, one John de Boſcane was apprehended 
in Antwerp, who for his Conſtancy in Religion 
was condemned to Death. -But the Magiſtrate 
—_ Uproar if he ſhould put him to Death 

ly, (knowing that he was a Man free of 
peech, and beloved of the People) reſolved for 
this Cauſe to drown him ſecretly in the Priſon. 
For this End, a Tub with Water was provided, 
and an Executioner ſent to drown him. But the 
Water was ſo ſhallow, and the Martyr ſo tall, that 
he could not poſſibly be drowned therein. Then 
the Executioner gave him many Wounds and Stabs 


with a Dagger, and ſo this holy Martyr ended his 


Life. 

ABovT the fame Time, another Servant of Fe- 
fus Chriſt, whoſe Name was John de Buiſons, hav- 
ing made a bold Confeſſion of his Faith, was in 
the ſame City ſentenced to Death: And becaufe 
they durſt not execute him publickly, they ſent and 


_ beheaded him privately in Priſon. 


Ix 1568, there were apprehended in Antwerp, 


one Scoblant, Jahn de Hues, and Joris — 
| waa 
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who being caſt into Priſon, were very joyful, con- 
feſſing that nothing befell them, but by Gop's 
divine Providence. An a Letter, which they wrote 
to the Brethren, were theſe Words: Seeing it i; 
the Mill of Gop that we ſhould ſuffer for his Name, 
and in the Quarrel of his Goſpel, we certify you, 
dear Beens, that 5 are j 2 And = 
the Fleſh continually rebels againft the Spirit, . counſel- 
ling ever and anon accerding to the Advice. of the ali 
Serpent, yet we are all aſſured, that Chriſt, who 
hath bruiſed, will jill bruiſe the Serpent's Head, and 
not leave us comportleſs. Me are indeed ſometimes 
pricked in the Heel; yet we are not diſcouraged, but 
reep our Faith claſe to the Promiſes of GOD. Be nat 
therefore diſmayed for our Bonds and [mpriſonment, 
for it is the good Will of Gon towards us; and 
therefore we pray that He will give us Grace to per- 
ſevere conſtantly unto the End. 


SHORTLY after, Sc:blant was brought to his 
Trial, where he made a good Confeſſion of his 
Faith, and fo was condemn'd. Returning to Pri- 
ſon, he earneſtly requeſted the Jailor that he would 
not ſuffer the Friars to come and trouble him: For, 

ſaid he) they can do me no Good, ſeeing the LORD 
bath already ſealed up the ASSURANCE of my Salva- 
tion in my Heart, by his Hoy Spirit. I am now. go- 
ing to my Spouſe, and putting off this Earthly Man- 
tle, to enter into his Celeflial Glory, where I ſhall be 
freed from all Superſtitiant. Mould to Gop that 1 
might be the lajt that theſe Tyrants ſhould put to 
Death, and that their Thirſt might be ſo quenched 
with my Blaad, that the poor Church of Chriſt might 
henceforth enjoy Reft and Quiet. 


Bronx he went forth to Execution, he ſung 
the 40th Pſalm with his Fellow-Priſoners, then 
ſaid the-Lorp's Prayer, and ſo kiſſing each other, 
they commended one another unto God with ma- 
- - , ny 
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ny Tears. Being led forth and tied to the Stake, 
he was burned Alive, calling upon the Name of 
the LoRD. | 


Jonn Hours died in Priſon, whereupon Joris 
wrote thus to his Friends: Brethren, I am now le 
alone, whereas we were three in Number. John Hues 
is now dead in the LoRD: and yet I am not altoge- 
ther alone,” ſceing the Gop of Abraham, Ifaac and 
Jacob is with me: He is my exceeding great Re- 
ward, and will not fail te reward. me fo ſoon as 1 
ſhall bave laid down this Earthly Tabernacle. Pray 
unto GoD that He will firengthen me to the End; 
for every Hour I expect the Diſſolution of this Hauſe 
of Clay. | s 


WHEN he was brought before the Judges, and 
examined of his Faith, he anſwer'd freely, and 
proved what he faid by the Holy Scriptures. Be- 
ing aſked, whether he was reſolved to die for the 
Faith which he profeſſed? He anſwer'd: 7 will not 
only venture to give my Body, but my Soul alſo for 
the Confirmation of it. Being condemn'd, he was 
ſhortly after burnt, dying with much Comfort. 


THe Perſecution growing hot in Flanders, one 
Giles Annick, and John his Son, removed to Em- 
den. But by Reaſon of their ſudden Departure, 
they could not take their Wives with them; where- 
upon in the Year 1568, they returned back to 
fetch their Wives, who were at Renay. On Ac- 
count of the Danger, they durſt not go into the 
Town openly, but took up their Lodging in the E- 
veningatan honeſt Man's Houſe, called Lewis Meulin. 


THar very Night, the Enemies had appointed 
to make a ſecret Search after ſuch as profeſſed the 
Goſpel. - As they paſſed by this Houſe, war ſaw 
the Light of a Candle in it; wherefore they forced 


open 
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open the Door, and took theſe two, together with | 
their Hoſt, Priſoners; God having appointed them 
to bear Witneſs to his Truth. After they had 
been in Priſon a while, they were all three con- 
demn'd for Hereticks; and preſently after Giles the 
Father, was burned. Jobn the Son, being fetch'd 
to Execution, when he ſaw the Man that firſt ap- 
prehended him, he called to him, ſaying; 2 
give thee my Death: And fo he, with Lewis Meu 
lin, were both beheaded. 


ABovur the ſame Time there was alſo a godly 
Widow apprehended and caſt into Priſon. Her 
Crime was, that about two Years before ſhe had 
ſuffered a Miniſter to preach in an Out-houſe on 
the back Side of her Dwelling. She was very 
charitable in relieving the Poor, and every Way 
ſhewed the Fruits of a true faving Faith. After 
ſeven Manths Impriſonment, ſhe was condemn'd 
to die, and a Prieſt coming to hear her Confeſſion, 
ſhe ſpake to him with ſuch a Divine Grace, and 
with a Spirit ſo repleniſhed with Zeal, that he 
went. from her with Tears trickling down his 

_ Cheeks, ſaying: I came to comfort you, but I have 
more Need to be comforted of you. When ſhe was 
carried to Execution, ſhe went with much Bold- 
neſs and Joy of Heart, and having her Head cut 
off, ſweetly ſlept in the Lorp. | 


THERE was alſo one Chriftzpher Gauderin, that 
at firſt was brought up under the Abbot of He- 
name ; but the Abbot dying, he betook himſelf to 
the Weaving of Linnen, and quickly grew expert 
in his Trade. But having, been trained up in 3 
bad School, when the Sabbath came, he ſpent ri- 
otouſly what he had gotten all the Week. Thro 
Gop's Mercy, it fo fell out, that a godly Man 
working with him, would often tell him of the 
Danger of his preſent Condition, exhorting 15 
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rather to diſtribute his e the Poor, aſſur- 
ing him, That if he ſpent his Money ſo waſtefully, 
Gop would call him to Account for it. The 
with the like Exhortations, wrought ſo upon him, 
by the Grace of Gop, that he began to change his 
Courle, and inſtead of frequenting Taverns, 
became a diligent Hearer of Sermons, and gave 
himſelf much to reading of the Holy * — 
ſo that not long after, he was called by the Church 
to the Office of a Deacon, which he diſcharged 
carefully and faithfully. | | 


SHORTLY after, having Occaſion to go to a Place 
called Oudenard, to diſtribute ſome Alms to the 
Poor there, he was apprehended. The Bailiff, 
who had formerly ſeen him in the Abbot's-Houſe, 
aſked him, How he came to turn Heretick ? Nay, 
(faid he) I am no Heretich, but à right believmg 
Chriſtian, and what I learned of bim, I am now 
eſhamed to remember. nein To 


Ix Priſon, he had many Diſputes about his Faith, 
which he ſo maintain'd and defended, by theWord 


of Gop, that he ſilenc'd all his Adverſaries. Some 


told him, That he would caſt himſelf away in his 


Youth, being but 30 Years old. He anfwer'd: 


Man's Life canſiſis but of two Days; the Day af bis 
Birth, and the Day of his Death, and — he 
muſt needs die once. And for my Part, I am 0 


_ willing by Death to paſs into Eternal Life. 


Wu News was brought him in the Evenings 
That he muſt die the next Day, he retired, | and 
poured out his Soul in Prayer unto God, till Ten 
o'Clock. After he had reſted, he did the like the 
next Morning. Having ended his Prayer, he put 
on a clean Shirt, and waſhed himſelf, ſaying to 
his Fellow-Priſoners; Brethren, I am now going to 
be married; I hope, ere Noon, to drink of the Wine 
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of the Kingdom of Heaven. When he came down, 
he found three other Priſoners that were to ſuffer 
with him. Theſe four exhorted and encouraged 
one * to ſuffer patiently. Then came a 
Friar That he came to convert them. To 
whom 2 Mopber ſaid: Away from us, thou Seducer 
—— » for we have nothing to do with thee, The 
1an coming to put in their Mouths, 
one of them ſaid: hat? Shall we not have Liberty 
at this our laſt Hour te praiſe GoD with our Tongues? 
Chriftopher anſwer' d: Let not this diſcourage us, the 
more Ii rong our Enemies do to us, the more Aſſiſtance 
we ſhall find from Gop; and fo ceaſed not to _ 
fort them, till himſelf was gg d allo. 
Sentence was, That they ſhould be be hang'd fied = 
ing Sermons; and * with admirable 
they yielded up their Souls to Gop. One of them, 
deing a Woman, was condemn'd to be beheaded, 
becauſe ſhe. had ſung Pſalms, and exhorted her 
Neighbours out of the Word of Gop. . Her Body 
was grown very feeble, ſo that ſhe was cauſed to 
fit on a Stool, where ſhe recciv'd three Blows with 
a Sword; yet ſhe conſtantly fat till ſhe receiv'd 
the Crown of Martyrdom. 


Apo the fame Time there was in a Town 
a Mile diſtant from Ghent, a Miniſter, whom it 
pleaſed the Lox D to illuminate with the Saving 
Knowledge of his Goſpel. Whereupon he became 
a diligent and faithfull Preacher of it, both in his 
Life and Doctrine; yea, he went from Houſe to 
Houſe, exhorting-and comforting every one as he 
had Occaſion, out of the Word of Gop; and a- 
bove all, labouring with them to beware of the 
abominable Lee of the Papacy. The Po- 
piſh ache. fr Ghent, having Intelligence thereof, 

by this Means, their ine and Au- 
— would come into Contempt, cauſed him 
to — apprehended and caſt into a dark * m 
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he remain'd — his Affliction patiently, and 
calling upon Gon Night and Day, praiſing Him 
for accounting him worthy to ſuffer for his Name's 
Sake. Whill he lay there, many good People 
came to viſit him, receiving ſuch Inſtructions and 
Conſolations from him, that they could not be 
drawn to leave him, till Neceſſity enforc'd; nei- 
ther then could they depart, without Abundance 
of Tears. 


Tux Prieſts and Friars ſought by all Means to 
draw him to a Recantation, but to no Purpoſe, for 
he ſtill kept himſelf cloſe to the Word of Gop, 
which ſo vexed them, that at laſt they procur'd his 
Condemnation, to be hang'd. The Spaniſh Sol- 
diers, who carry'd him to — would necds 
have him burn'd, binding him and ſtraining him 
exceedingly with Cords, and on the Way, abuſed 
him ſhamefully with Mocks and Scoffs, thruſting 
bim forwards, and ſtriking him. The Captain al- 
ſo gave him a Blow on the Face with his Gantlet, 
which much disfigur'd him. At laſt they thruſt 
him into a little Cabbin, piled with Faggots, and 
ſo burnt him, continually calling — till 
he reſign'd his Spirit. 


Ix 1568, there was a Goldſmith of Breda, who 
had long been a Deacon of the Church in that Place 
named Peter Coulogue. The Church often met in 
his Houſe, for the Service of Gop. The Popiſh - 
Adverſaries, being much enraged thereat, caſt him 
into Priſon; which the Faithfull much grieved at, 
and endeavour'd to viſit and comfort him. The 
Enemies taking Notice of this, removed him to 
the Caſtle, During his Abode there, though all 
others were excluded from him, yet his Maid- 
Servant brought him his Food daily, never 
to comfort him out of the Word of Gop, as well 
as ſhe was able; for which, at length, they im- 
Z 2 priſoned 
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priſoned her alſo. This ſhe” was right glad of, 
thinking herſelf happy to ſuffer for Righteouſneis 


Nor long after Cou/ogue was put to Torment, 
which he endured patiently. Then they fetched 
Betkin, the Maid, alſo to it; whereupon ſhe ſaid: 
My Maſters, wherefore will you put me to this Tor- 
ture, ſeeing I have no Way offended you? If it be 

for my Faith's Sake, you need not torment me; for as 
1 was never aſhamed to make a Confeſſion thereof, 14 
more will I xow; but will, if you pleaſe, freely ſhew 
you my Mind therein. Yet for all this, they would 
have her to the Rack, whereupon ſhe again ſaid: 
If I muſt needs ſuffer this Pain, I pray you give me 
Leave to call upon my Go firft. This they con- 
fented to; and vhilſt — fervently pouring out 
her Prayers unto GoD, one of the Commiſſioners 
4 was ſurpriz'd with fuch a Fear and Terror, that he 
| fell into a Swooh, and could not be recover'd again, 
by which Means the poor Maid eſcap'd Racking. 


— SHORTLY- after, they were condemn'd to be 
burnt, and as they were led to Execution, there 
was much Lamention among the People. Peter 
and Betkin pray'd earneſtly unto Gop to ſtrength- 
en them, and perfect the good Work that He had 
begun. The Courage and Conſtancy of the Maid 
fo wrought upon many of the People, that not 
conſidering the Danger, they -brake through the 
Multitude, embracing the Priſoners, and praiſing 
Gop for their Conſtancy, ſaying: Fight manfully, 
for the Crown is prepared for you. At the Place 
of Execution, Bethi», with a chearfull and amiable 
Countenance, ſpake thus to the People: Dear Bre- 
thren and Sifters, be always obedient to the Ward f 
| God, and fear not them that can kill the Body, but 
| have no Power over the Soul. As for me, I am now 
| | * Coin 
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going to my glorious — the _ Jeſus Chriſt, 
hen falling upon their Knees, they prayed to the 
Loxp with great Devotion. The Executioner, 
faſtening them to the Stake, ſtrangled Peter, Bet- 
hin encouraging him, till he yielded up the Ghoſt, 
and 'till the Fire had taken Hold of herſelf, In 
the Flames ſhe was heard to magnify the Logp, 
till the yielded up her Spirit into his Hands.

PERSECUTION 


OF THE 


CHURCH of GOD 


IN 


Scotland, 
Which began in the Year 1527. 


R. PaTrick HAMILTON, of an antient 
and honourable Family, called Abbot of 
Fern, left Scotland, and went to the Uni- 


verſity of Mittenberg, in Germany, and became fa- 
miliar with thoſe great Lights and notable Servants 
of Feſus Chrift, Martin Luther, and Phil. Me- 
lantthom, whereby he greatly encreaſed in godly 
Knowledge and Learning. From thence he went " 
9 | 
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the Univerſity of Marpurg, where he was inti- 
mate with other learned Men, eſpecially with Fran- 
tis Lambert, by whoſe Inſtigation he was the firſt 
that there publickly ſer up Concluſions to be dif- 
puted of concerning Faith and good Works. By 
Reaſon of his Learning and Integrity of Life, he 
was had in Admiration by many Per katy but the 
Zeal of Goy's Glory did fo eat him up, that he 
could not reſt *till he return'd into his own Coun- 
try, where the bright Beams of the true Light, 
2 by Gop's Grace was planted in his Heart, 
began moſt abundantly to break forth, a as well in 
publick as in ſecret. 


Id Proceſs of Time, the Fame of his Doctrine 
troubled the Clergy, and came to the Ears of Fames 
Beton, Archbiſhop and Cardinal of Scotland, who 
privately got Hamilton to St. Andrew's, where, after 
divers Days Conference, he had his Freedom and 
Libefty. The Biſhop ſeeming to approve his Doc- 
trine, acknowledged, That in many Things there 
needed a Reformation in the Church ; but withall, 
fearing that their * — om ſhould be endamag' d, 
- labour with the King, who was then youn qe 

much led by them, to 0 on Pilgrimage to 
Dethelſ, in Roſs, that ſo, 4 of Ris Ab- 
ſence, no Interceſſion might be made to him, for 
ſaving the Life of this — Servant of Feſus 

Chrifh, who not ſuſpecting the Malice that lodged 
in their Hearts, remain'd as a Lamb amongſt 
Wolves. 


TB King being gone, Mr. Hamilton was 
ſeized upon at Night, by the Biſhop's Officers, 
and carried to the Caſtle, and the Morrow after 
he was brought forth unto Judgment, and was 
condemn'd to be burnt for the Teſtimony of God's 
Truth, in declaring a great Pilgrimages, Purgatory, 


Proyer to Saints, &c. 
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 ImMEDIATELY after Dinner, the Fire was pre- 
pared, and he was led to Execution, yet moſt Men 
thought that it was only to terrify him, and to 
cauſe him to recant. But Gop, for his own Glo- 
„and the Good of his Servants, had otherwiſe 
ecreed: For he fo ſtrengthen'd him, that nei- 
ther the Love of Life, nor Fear of that cruel Death 
could once move him to {werve from the Truth 
which he had profeſſed. At the Place of Execu- 
tion, he gave to his Servant that had long attended 
him, his Gown, Coat, Cap, and other en 
ſaying: Theſe will not profit me in the Fire, they will 
profit thee. Aſter this thou canſt receive no Commo- 
dity of me, except the Example of my Death, which I 
pray thee to bear in Mind; for the it be bitter to the 
Fleſh, and fearful before Men, yet it is the Entrance 
into eternal Life, which none poſſeſs which de- 
ny Chriſt Jeſus before this wicked Generation. And 
ſo being tied to the Stake, in the Midſt of Coals 
and Timber, gave Fire to ſome Powder, which 
with the Blaſt ſcorch'd his Hand, and the Side of 
his Face, but neither kill'd him, nor kindled the 
Wood and Coals; till they ran to the Caſtle for 
more Powder, and more combuſtible Matter, which 
being at laſt kindled, he cried with a loud Voice, 
Lorp Jxsus, receive my Spirit. How lang ſhall 
Darkneſs cverwhelm this Realm? And how long wilt 
then ſuffer the Tyranny of theſe Men? The Fire was 
ſlow, and therefore put him to the greater Torment; 
but that which moſt griev'd him, was the Clamour 
of ſome wicked Men, ſet on by the Friars, who 
continually cry'd: Tarn, thou Heretick; call upon 
eur Lady; ſay Salve Regina. To whom he an- 
ſwer'd: Depart from me, and trauble me nat. And 
ſpeaking to one Campbell, a Friar, the Ringleader, 
who ſtill roared on him with great Vehemency, 
he ſaid to him: Wicked Man, thou knoweft the con- 
trary, and haſt confeſs d the contrary to me; I appeal 


thee before the Tribunal Seat of Jeſus Chriſt. After 
aber which - 
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which Words, he refign'd up his Spirit unto Gon, 
in the Year 1527. And within a few Days after 
the ſaid Friar died in a Phrenſy, and as one that 
deſpaired. | germ 


THE faid Archbiſhop and Cardinal convened 
before him, David Straton, a Gentleman, and Mr. 
Norman Gourlay. - The firſt of theſe having a Fiſh- 
ing-boat that went to Sea, the Biſhop of Murray 
demanded Tythe Fiſh of him, to whom he an- 
ſwered: That if they would have Tythe of that, which 
his Servants caught in the Sea, they ſhould take it m 
the Place where it was caught, and ſo cauſed his 
Servants to throw the tenth Fiſh into the Sea again. 
All this while he had nothing of Religion in him. 
But when he was hereupon ſummon'd to anfwer 
tor Hereſy, it troubled him exceedingly, and then 
he began to frequent the Company of ſuch as were 
Godly, and there appeared a wonderful — in 
him; ſo that whereas before he deſpiſed the Word 
of God, now all his Delight was in hearing of it 
read to him, and he was a vehement Exhorter of 
all Men to Peace, Concord, and Contempt of the 
World. He much frequented the Company of the 
Laird of Dun Areſtin, whom God in thoſe Days 
had marvellouſly illuminated. Hearing that Text 
read (for he could not read himſelf) He that deni- 
th Me before Men, or is aſhamed of Me in the 
Midft of this wicked Generation, I will deny him be- 
fore my Father and his Holy Angels.

| to Judgment, Kennedy at firſt was faint, and would 
fain have recanted ; but when all Place of Repen- 
tance was denied him, the Spirit of Gop (which 
ſcaſonably comes in with Comfort) began to re- 
| freſh him; and his inward Comfort to ap- 
l pear, as well by his Vifage; as by his T ongue and 
Words: For with a chearful Countenance and 
joyful Noice, falling on his Knees, he faid: O e- 
ternal Gop, how wonderful is that Love and Mer, 
that Thou beareſt unto Mankind, and to me a 
Sinner and miſerable Mreteh above all others! For 
even now when I would have denied Thee, and thy 
Son eur Lokp 7 Chriſt, my only Saviour, and 
have caſt my ſelf into everlaſiing Damnation, thou 
| by thine own "Hand baſt pulled me — the Bot- 
| tom of Hell, and mad/t me to feel that Heavenly Com- 
fort which takes from me that ungodly Fear where- 
with I was oppreſſed before.

Thus paſſing chearfully 
on, they conſtantly triumphed over Death and Sa- 
tan in the Midſt of the flaming Fire, where they 
gave up their Spirits to Gop. | 


GeoRGE WISEHEART or WI1SCHARD, was 
born in Scotland, and brought up firſt at School, 
from whence he went to the Univerſity; after 
which he travelled into ſeveral Countries, and at 
laſt came to Cambridge, where he was admitted 
into Bennet's College. He was tall of Stature, and 
of a melancholy Conſtitution; he had black Hair, 
a long Beard, was comely of Perſonage, well-ſpoken, 


courteous, lowly, lovely, willing to teach, and 


deſirous to learn. For his Habit, he wore a Frize 
Gown, a black Fuſtian Doublet, plain Hoſe, 
courſe Canvas for his Shirts, falling Bands. All 
which Apparel he gave to the Poor, ſome Weekly, 
ſome Monthly, ſome Quarterly; ſaving a French 
Cap that he wore, which he kept a Twelve- Month. 
He was modeſt, temperate, fearing Gop, hating 
Covetouſneſs. His Charity was extraordinary, he 
forbore his Food one Meal in three, one Day in 
four, that he might the better relieve the Poor. 
His Lodging was upon Straw, and he had coarſe 
new Canvas Sheets, which when once foul, he 


— away. He had by his Bed-ſide a Tub of 


ater, in which, in the dark Night, he bathed 
himſelf; he taught with great Modeſty and Gra- 
vity, ſo that ſome about him thought him ſevere, 
and would have ſlain him; but the LoRD m_—_— 


| 
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Deliverer; and he, after due Correction for their 
Malice, by good Exhortation amended them. His 
Learning was no leſs ſufficient than his Deſire of 
it. He was always ready to do Good to his Abi- 
lity. Both in his private Chamber and publick 
Schools, he read divers Authors, yea, he 1 
ſtudied how to do Good to all. 


In 1544, ſome of the Nobility of Scotland, 
2 to treat with King Henry VIII. about the 
2 ＋ his Son Prince Edward, and 
ew oung Queen Mary, at their Return, Mr. 
Fifſchard went with them into Scotland, being a 
Man, of admirable Graces, and Learning both 
in Divine and Human Sciences. He firſt preached 
in Rofſe, and then in Dundee, where with great 


Admiration of all that heard him, he went over 


the Epiſtle to the Romans, till at the Inſtigation of 
the Cardinal, one Rebert Mifle, a principal Man 
there, and formerly a Profeſſor of Religion, inhi- 
bited him from preaching, requiring him that he 
ſhould trouble their Town no more, for he would 
not ſuffer it. This was ſpoken to him in the pub- 
lick Place; whereupon he muſed a Space, with his 
Eyes bent unto Heaven, and afterwards looking 
lorrowfully upon the Speaker and the People, he 
faid, Gop is my Witneſs that I never intended your 
Trouble, but your Comfort; yea your Trouble is more 
delervus 20 me than it is to your ſelues. But I am 
aſſured that to refuſe Gop's Mord, and te chaſe his 
Aefſenger from you, ſhall not preferve you from Trouble, 
but ſhall bring you into it. For Gop ſhall ſend you 
MAiniſters that ſhall neither fear Burning nor Banifh- 
ment. I have offered you the Word. of Salvation:

Some Noblemen being preſent, - would have per- 
ſwaded him to ſtay, or to have gone with them in- 
to the Country, but he would by no Means ſtay 
till he had the River Tay. | 


Tux he went into the Weſt-Country, where 
he made Offers of Gop's Word, which was gladly 
receiy d by Many, till the Biſhop of Glaſgow, by 
the Inſtigation of the Cardinal, came with his 
Train to the Town of Ayre to reſiſt Wiſchard: 
The Earl of Glencarne and ſome other Gentlemen 
hearing of it, came thither alſo with their Retinue, 
and when they were all come together, the Biſhop 
would needs have the Church himſelf to preach in. 
Some oppoſed ; but Wiſchard ſaid, Let him alone, 
bis Sermon will not do much Hurt, let us go to the 
Market-Crofs, and ſo they did, where he made fo 
notable a Sermon, that his very Enemies themſelves 


W1s CHAR D remained with the Gentlemen in 
Mile, preaching ſometimes in one Place, ſometimes 
in another, but coming to Machlene, he was per- 
force kept out of the Church. Some would have 
broken in, but he faid to one of them: Brotber, 
Jeſus Chriſt is as migbhey in the Fields as in the 
Church, and Himſelf often — in the Deſert; 
«t the Sea- Side, and other Places. It is the Word

ſo going into the Fields, he: ſtood upon a Bank, 


where he continued. preaching to the People above 

three Hours; and G 0.D/ wrought ſo wonderfully 

by that Sermon, that one of the moſt wicked Men 

in all the Country, the Laird of Sheld was convert- 
Vor.

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ed by it, and his Eyes ran down with ſuch Abun. 


dance of Pears, that all Men wondred at it. Pre- 


ſently News was brought to I iſchurd that the 
Plague was broke out in Dundee, which began with- 
in four Days after he was prohibited from preach- 


ing there, and raged ſo extreamly, that it is beyond 
Credit how many died in 24 Hours Space. This be- 
ing related to him, notwithſtanding the Importu- 
nity of his Friends, he would needs go thither, ſay- 
ing, They are now in Trouble, Ks. Com ſort. 
Perhaps this Hand of Gon will make them now t1 


magnify and reverence the Mord Gop, which be- 


fore they lightly efteemed. 


' Comin to Dundee, the Joy of the Faithful was 
exceeding great, and he ſignified without Delay 
that he would preach the next Day. And becauſe 
moſt of the Inhabitants were either ſick, or employ- 
ed about the Sick, he choſe the Eaſt Gate for the 


Place of his preaching, ſo that the Whole were 


within, and the Sick without the Gate. His Text 
was Pſal. 107. He ſent his Mord and healed then, 
wherein he comfortably treated of the Profit and 
Comfort of Gop's Word, the Puniſhment that 
comes by the Contempt of it, the [Readineſs of 
Gop's Mercy to ſuch as truly turn to him, and the 
Happineſs of thoſe whom Gop takes from this Mi- 
fery. This Sermon fo raiſed up the Hearts of thoſe 
that heard him, that they regarded no Death, but 
judged 'them more happy that ſhould then de- 
part, than ſuch as ſhould remain behind; conſi- 
dering that they knew not whether they ſhould 
have ſuch a Comforter with them, yea or no. He 
ſpared not to viſit-them that lay in the greateſt Ex- 
tremity, and to comfort them. He provided all 
Things neceſſary for ſuch as could take Food, the 
Town being very bountiful to them, through his 
Inſtigation. But whilſt he was thus buſying him- 
ſelf for the Comfort of the Afflicted, the _ 
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red up Cardinal Beton, who corrupted a deſperate 
Popiſh Prieſt, called I? Weighton, to ſlay him. 
And on a Day, the Sermon being ended, and the 
People departed, ſuſpecting no Danger, the Prieſt 
ſtood waiting at the Bottom of the Stairs with a 
naked Dagger in his-Hand, under his Gown; but 
Mr. Miſchard, being of a ſharp piercing Eye, fec- 
ing the Prieſt as he came down, ſaid to him, My 
Friend what would you have? and withall clapping 
his Hand upon the „took it from him. The 
Prieſt being herewith-terrified, fell down upon his 
Knees, confeſſed his Intention, and craved Pardon. 
A Noiſe being hereupon raiſed, and it coming to 
the Ears of thoſe which had been ſick, they cried : 
Deliver the Traitor to us, or tue will take him by 
Force; and ſo they burſt in at the Gate; but i 
chard taking him in his Arms, faid, II haſac ver hurt. 
him ſhall hurt me; fer he hath done me n Miſchicf, 
but much Good, by teaching me more Heedfilne/s 15 
the Time to come: And ſo he appeaſed them, and

Wu the Plague was almoſt ecaſed, he took 
his Leave of them, ſaying, That GOD had aime/t 
put an End to the Battle, and that he was now cat 
led to and her Place. For the Gentlemen of the 
Weſt had written to him to meet them in Edin- 
burgh, where he ſhould diſpute with the Biſhops, 
and ſhould be publickly heard, which he willingly 
aſſented to. But firſt he went to Aontroſſe, to ſa- 
lute the Church there, where he ſometimes preach- 
ed, but ſpent moſt of his Time in private Medita- 
tion, in which he was ſo earneſt, that he continued 


Day and Night in it; during which Time, the 


Cardinal again conſpired bis Death, cauſing a Let- 
ter to be ſent to him, as if it had been from his 
familiar Friend; the Laird of Xinnur, deſiring him 
with all poſſible Speed to come to him, for that he 
was taken with a ſudden Sickneſs. In the mean

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Time he had provided 60 armed Men to lie in 
Wait within a Mile and an Half of Montroſſe to 
murder him as he- paſſed by that Way. 'The 
Letter coming to his Hands by a Boy, who alſo 
brought him an Horſe to ride on, being accompa- 
nied with ſome honeſt' Men his Friends, he ſet 
forwards ; but ſuddenly ſtopping and muſing 2 
Space, he returned back again, which they wond- 
ring at, aſked him the Cauſe; to whom he ſaid, J 
will not go. I am forbidden of GopD. I am aſſured 
there is Treaſon. Let ſome of you go to yorider Place 
and tell me what you find; which they doing, found 
out the Treaſon, and haſtily returning back, they 
told Mr. WWiſchard of it, whereupon he faid; / 
innu that I ball end my Life by that Blood“ thirty 
Man's Hands, but it will not be in this Manner. 


Tux Time approaching wherein he ſhould meet 
the Gentlemen at Edinburgh, he took. his Leave 
and departed. By the Way he lodg'd with a faith- 
tul Brother called James Matſen of Inner Gowry, 
In the Night Time he gat up and went into a 
Yard; which two Men hearing, privily followed 
him, There he walked in an Alley for ſome Space, 
breathing forth Sobs and deep Groans, then 
he fell upon his Knees, and his Groans encreaſed, 
Then be fell upon his Face. Thoſe that watched 
him, heard him weeping and praying, in which 
Pofture he continued near an Hour. Then get- 
ting up, be came to his Bed again. Thoſe which 
attended him, making as though they were 1g90- 
rant of all, came and aſked him here he had been? 
But he would not anſwer them. The next Day 
they importuned him again, ſaying, Be plain with 
us, for we heard your Manurmng, and ſatu your 
Gejiures. Then he with x dejected Countenance, 
faid, I had rather you had been in your Beds, But 
they ſtill preſſing upon him to know ſomething; 
He faid, I will tell you; TNT, 
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it near at an End, and therefore pray to Go 
with me that I ſhrink not when the Battle waxeth 
moſt hat. When they heard this, they fell a weep- 
ing, ſaying, This is ſmall Comfort to us. Then 
ſaid he, Gop hall ſend you Comfort after me. This 
Realm ſhall be illuminated with the Light of Chriſt's 
Goſpel as clearly as any Realm fince the Days of the 
Apoſtles. The Houſe of Gop ſhall be built in it, in 
Deſpite of all Enemies. Neither will it be long be- 


fore this be accompliſhed. Any ſhall nat ſuffer after 


me, till the Glory of Gob ſha ear and triumph 
in Deſpite of Satan.” But alas! If the People ball 
efterwards prove unthankful, then fearful and ter- 
rible ſhall the Plagues be that ſhall folloto. 


Fgtn he went forward on his Journey, and 
came td Leith, but hearing nothing of thoſe Gen- 
tlemen that were to meet bim, he kept himſelf pri- 
vate a Day or two: At which Time he grew very 
penſive, and 77 aſked the Reaſon of it, he 


faid: What do I differ from à dead Man, but that 
JI eat and drink? Hitherto Gop hath uſed my La- 
bours for the Inſtrudtion of others, and to the Diſ- 
4 14% Darkneſs, and now I lurk as a Man aſham- 
ed, that dare not ſhew his Face. Hereby they per- 
ceived that his Deſire was to preach, whereupon 
they faid to him: It mo/t comfortable to us to hear 
you; but becauſe we know the Danger wherein 
land, we dare not deſire it. But, (ſaid he) if you 
dare hear, let Go p provide for me, as beſt 247 wo 
Him; and ſo it was concluded, that the next Day 
he ſhould preach in Leith. His Text was the Pa- 
rable of the Sewer, Matt. xiii. The Sermon end- 
ed, the Gentlemen of Lothian, who were earneſt 
Profeſſors of Jour Chri/t, would not ſuffer him to 
ſtay at Leith, betauſe the Governor and Cardinal 
were ſhortly to come to Edinburgh, but took him 
along with them, and ſo he preach'd at Brun/tane, 
Languedine, and Orm/lone. Then he was requeſt-

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ed to preach at 'Enereſt, near Au b, Where 
be * Confluence of People, and ſt 
them Sir George Douglas, who, after Sermon, ſaid 
publickly: 7 du that the Governor and Cardinal 
will bear that I have. been at this Sermon. But let 
them know that I will avow it, and will maintain 
beth the Doctrine, and the Preacher, to the utterme/i 
of my Power. This much rejoiced thoſe that were

Axons r others that came to hear him preach, 
there were two Crey-Friars, who, ſtanding at the 
Church - Door, whiſper'd to ſuch as came in; 
Which J/;/chard obſerving, ſaid to the People: J 
pray you make Room for theſe two Men, it may be 
they come ta learn. And turning to them, he ſaid: 
Come near fer I . you, you ſball hear the Wird 
of Truth, which this Day ſhall ſeal up to you ether 
jour Salvation or Damnation; and ſo he proceeded 
in his Sermon, f that all would be quiet. 
But when he perceiv' d, that they ſtill continued to 
diſturb all the People that ſtood near them, he ſaid 
to them the ſecond Time, with an angry Counte- 
nance: O Minifters of Satan, and Deceivers o the 
Souls 4 Will ye neither hear Gop's Truth 
yourfeives, nor ſuffer others to hear it? Depart and 
take this for your Portion; Gon ſhall ſhortly confound 
and diſcliſe your Hyfocriſy within this Kingdom. J. 
ſhall be. abominable to Men, and your Places and 
Habitations ſhall be deſolate. This he ſpake with 
much Vehemency, and turning to the People, hc 
ſaid: Theſe Men have provoked the Spirit of G0D 70 
Anger; and then he proceeded to the End of his

ing forth in the Town, whereo Malte 
died. the Engliſh. were at laſt forced to quit it, 
who, at their Departure, burnt and ſpoiled a great 
Part of it, leaving it to be poſſeſſed by ſuch as could 
firſt ſeize upon it, which -were the French that 
came as Auxihiries to Scotland, with a few of the 
antient Inhabitants; ſo that Haddington, to this 
Day, never recover'd her former Beauty, nor yet 
Men of ſuch Wiſdom and Ability, as did formerly 
inhabit it. 


 Txrar Night Mr. Wiſchard was apprebend- 
ed in the Houſs of Orme/ton, by the Earl Bothwel, 
ſuborned thereunto by the Cardinal. "T'he Manner 
was thus: After Sermon he took his laſt Farewell 
of all his Friends in Haddington. John Knox would 
fain have gone with him; but he faid: Return to 
your Children, and GoD bleſs you.

Hereupon the Governor ſent the 
Cardinal Word, that he would have no Hand in 
ſhedding the Blood of that good Man. The Car- 
dinal being angry, return'd this Anſwer: That 
he had ſent to him of meer Civility, and that he would 
proceed tuithout him; and ſo to the great Grief of 
the Godly, the Cardinal carried Mr. Viſebard to 
St. Andrews, and put him into the Tower there; 
and without any long Delay he cauſed all the Bi-

Fes. 28, 1546, Mr. Viſchard was ſent for to 
appear before them, to give an Account of his ſe- 
ditious and heretical Doctrine, as they called it.

Then Mr. Wiſthard fell upon his 
Knees, making his Prayer unto Gop; aſter which 
he ſaid: Many and horrible Sayings unto me a Chri- 
lian Man; many Words abominable for to hear, have

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Then he gave them an Account of his Dockrings 
anſwering to every Article as far as they would 
give him Leave to ſpe kn. 


Bur they, without any Regard to his ſober and 
y Anſwers, preſently condemn'd him to be 
rnt. After which Sentence, he fell upon his Knees, 
and ſaid: O immortal Go p, how long wilt: Thou 
ſuffer the Rage, and great Cruelty of the Ungodly to 
exerciſe their Fury upon thy Servants, which do fur- 
ther thy Mord in this World? whereas, they on the 
contrary ſeek to deſtray the Truth, whereby thou haſt 
revealed thy ſelf to the World. O Lon, we hraw 
cerlainly that thy Servants muſt needs ſuffer for thy 
Names Sake, Perſecutions, Afiidtions, and Troubles 
in this preſent World, yet we defire that Thou wouldſt
